The  following  entitled  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed  : 
An  act  authorizing  the  extension  of  a  side  track  in  Manches- 
ter by  the  Concord  Railroad. 

Senator  Gilman,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  act  providing  for  examination  of  votes  lodged 
with  the  secretary  of  state,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  without  amendment,  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  this  afternoon  at  three  o'clock.

Upon  reassembling,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  senate  at  its  session  of  June  8,  1SS1,  the  following  opin- 
ion of  the  supreme  court  was  received,  read,  and,  on  motion  of 
Senator  Gilmore,  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  printed  : 

OPINION    OF    SUPREME    COURT. 

To  the  Senate  of  New  Hampshire: 

The  undersigned  have  received  an  attested  copy  of  the  reso- 
lutions of  your  honorable  body,  requiring  the  opinion  of  the  su- 
preme court  upon  the  question,  whether  the  existing  legislature 
has  the  power  and  right  to  elect  a  person  to  represent  the  state 
in  the  senate  of  the  United  States  for  the  term  beginning  March 
4,  1883. 
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The  first  inquiry  is,  whether  this  is  an  important  question  of 
law,  on  which  the  senate  is  authorized  to  require  the  opinion  of 
the  court.  It  is  evidently  a  question  of  law,  and  an  important 
one  ;  and  it  is  none  the  less  such  a  question  because  it  is,  in 
our  judgment,  free  from  all  difficulty  and  doubt.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion of  law  necessary  to  be  determined  by  the  state  senate  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties  as  a  branch  of  the  legislature  ;  and  we 
see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  it  is  constitutionally  entitled  to  our 
opinion.  In  giving  such  an  opinion,  the  justices  do  not  act  as 
a  court,  but  as  the  constitutional  advisers  of  either  branch  of 
the  legislature  requiring  their  opinion  ;  and  it  has  never  been 
considered  essential  that  the  question  proposed  should  be  such 
as  might  come  before  them  in  their  judicial  capacity.  126 
Mass.  566  ;  53  N.  H.  641. 

"  The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof  for 
six  years."     Constitution  of  the  United  States,  art.  1,  sec.  3. 

The  right  of  each  state  is  not  merely  to  be  represented  by  two 
senators,  but  to  be  represented  by  two  senators  chosen  by  its 
legislature.  The  legislative  duty  of  choosing  senators  is  com- 
prehended in  the  state  right  of  being  represented  by  senators 
chosen  by  the  legislature.  The  senatorial  term  is  six  years. 
"  Chosen  by  the  legislature  for  six  years"  is  the  language  of 
the  constitution.  The  primary  right  of  the  state  is,  not  to  be 
represented  five  years  and  nine  months,  or  any  other  part  of 
each  senatorial  term,  by  two  senators  chosen  by  the  legislature, 
but  to  be  represented  during  the  whole  of  each  term  by  two 
senators  so  chosen  ;  and  the  manifest  constitutional  duty  of  the 
legislature  is  to  elect  senators  at  such  times  that  the  state  may 
be  represented  by  two  senators  "  chosen  by  the  legislature 
thereof  for  six  years." 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  is  the  supreme  law  of 
the  land  ;  and  so  long  as  it  remains  in  force  in  its  present  form, 
there  can  be  no  power,  state  or  federal,  legally  capable  of  de- 
priving a  state  of  the  right  which  the  constitution  has  conferred 
upon  it,  or  of  relieving  the  legislature  from  the  duty  which  the 
constitution  has  imposed  upon  it ;  and  there  is  no  more  power 
to  legally  suspend  the  right  and  duty  for  a  day  than  for  six 
years,  or  forever. 
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The  next  legislature,  having  no  official  existence  until  June, 
1S83,  cannot  elect  a  senator  for  the  full  term  of  six  years  be- 
ginning March  4,  1S83.  Therefore  the  refusal  of  the  present 
legislature  to  elect  a  senator  for  that  term  would  be  a  violation 
of  the  constitutional  right  of  the  state  to  be  represented  by  two 
senators  "  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof  for  six  years.'' 
Such  a  refusal,  leaving  the  state  for  three  months  represented 
by  only  one  senator  chosen  by  its  legislature,  would  be  as 
plainly  unconstitutional  as  similar  refusals,  leaving  the  state  for 
all  time  without  any  senator  so  chosen. 

If,  by  an  aggressive  act  of  any  federal  or  state  power,  the 
states  could  be  constitutionally  deprived  of  their  senatorial 
rights  for  any  part  of  a  senatorial  term,  there  would  be  no 
limit  of  the  disfranchisement  to  which  they  would  be  liable. 
If  a  state  can  be  constitutionally  deprived  of  the  right  to  have 
its  vote  given  in  the  senate  by  members  chosen  by  its  legisla- 
ture, it  can  be  constitutionally  deprived  of  its  voice  and  vote  in 
both  houses  of  congress,  expelled  from  the  Union,  or  reduced 
to  the  condition  of  a  conquered  province.  Its  national  rights 
would  not  be  legal  rights,  in  the  ordinary  sense,  if  they  could 
be  legally  taken  away  without  fault,  without  cause,  without 
trial,  and  without  remedy. 

A  resolution  of  the  federal  senate,  or  an  act  of  congress,  re- 
fusing to  admit  to  their  seats  any  more  senators  from  New 
Hampshire  chosen  by  its  legislature  for  six  years,  would,  if 
carried  into  effect,  violate  the  constitutional  right  of  the  state, 
but  would  not  release  the  legislature  from  their  electoral  duty. 
The  performance  of  that  duty  would  show  that  the  state  did  not 
assent  to  its  own  disfranchisement. 

When  a  vacancy  happens,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  legislature,  the  executive  may  make  a  tem- 
porary appointment  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
which  shall  then  fill  the  vacancy.  (Art.  1,  sec.  3.)  This  power 
of  temporarily  filling  vacancies  by  appointment  is  not  a  limita- 
tion of  the  right  of  the  state  or  the  duty  of  the  legislature.  It  is 
the  constitutional  right  of  the  state  that  no  vacancy  shall  be 
caused  by  the  refusal  of  the  present  legislature  to  choose  a  sen- 
ator for  six  years. 
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The  federal  senate  is  the  judge  of  the  elections  of  its  own 
members;  and  the  legal  presumption  is,  that  it  will  admit  a 
person  duly  qualified  and  legally  elected.  It  is  not  and  cannot 
be  bound  to  a  contrary  course  by  any  action  that  has  been  or 
can  be  taken  by  itself  or  by  congress.  Its  published  proceed- 
ings and  debates  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  would  ad- 
mit a  member  chosen  by  the  present  legislature,  and  that  the 
doctrine  of  disorganization,  equally  hostile  to  the  rights  of  the 
states  and  the  perpetuity  of  the  Union,  is  not  held  by  that  learn- 
ed and  honorable  body.  But  if  it  should  turn  out  that  we  are 
mistaken  in  this,  the  electoral  duty  of  the  present  legislature 
would  not  cease  to  be  a  constitutional  one. 

Congress  has  power  to  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of 
holding  elections  for  senators.  (Art.  i,  sec.  4.)  And  it  has 
exercised  that  power.      (Revised  Statutes  United  States,  sees. 

H>  r5-) 

But,  as  congress  cannot  legally  violate  the  constitutional  right 

of  the  state  to  be  represented  by  two  senators  chosen  by  the  leg- 
islature, and  as  that  right  would  be  violated  by  the  refusal  of 
the  present  legislature  to  elect,  it  is  not  necessary  to  inquire  in- 
to the  validity  of  the  act  of  congress.  But,  having  examined  the 
act,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  express  the  opinion  that  it  is 
constitutional,  because  it  cannot  be  fairly  construed  to  be  a 
denial  of  the  constitutional  electoral  duty  of  the  present  legisla- 
ture. Section  15,  prescribing  the  manner  of  election,  has  no 
bearing  on  the  present  question,  which  is  a  question  of  the  time 
only.  Section  14  fixes  the  time.  It  provides,  in  substance, 
that  a  senator  shall  be  elected  by  the  legislature  which  is  chosen 
next  preceding  the  beginning  of  a  senatorial  term.  The  legis- 
lature here  intended  is  a  body  of  men  who  are  the  legislature 
before  the  beginning  of  the  senatorial  term,  and  not  a  body  of 
men  who  will  be  the  legislature  if  they  are  alive  three  months 
after  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

The  legal  meaning  is  easily  and  clearly  settled  by  two  ele- 
mentary rules  of  interpretation.  The  first  rule  is,  that  the  evil 
intended  to  be  removed  is  strong  evidence  of  the  remedy  intend- 
ed to  be  provided.  The  evil  was  the  election  of  senators  at  too 
early  a  day,  by  a   legislature   that  was  not  the   latest  one  that

could  elect  for  the  full  term  of  six  years.  The  remedy  was  the 
fixing  of  such  a  time  that  the  duty  of  electing  for  a  full  term 
should  fall  upon  the  latest  legislature  that  could  perform  that 
duty.  The  other  and  equally  decisive  rule  of  interpretation  is, 
that  congress,  as  a  legislative  body,  is  presumed  to  have  intend- 
ed not  to  infringe  constitutional  rights,  and  to  make  a  law  that 
would  be  valid.  The  application  of  these  rules  leads  to  the 
conclusion  that  congress  meant  a  legislature  competent  to  per- 
form the  duty  of  maintaining  the  state  right  by  electing  a  sena- 
tor for  the  full  term,  and  not  a  legislature  incapable  of  perform- 
ing that  duty. 

Congress  has  not  power  to  prescribe  the  form  of  the  state  con- 
stitution, or  to  fix  the  time  when  the  legislature  shall  be  elect- 
ed or  when  its  official  term  shall  begin,  or  disfranchise  a  state 
for  not  making  such  a  constitution  as  congress  approves.  The 
constitution  of  this  state  is  constitutional  and  valid,  and  the 
state  cannot  be  legally  deprived  of  its  right  to  have  senators 
elected  by  its  legislature  for  full  terms  on  the  ground  that  the 
election  of  the  legislature  of  June,  1SS3,  occurs  in  November, 
1882.

The  journal  was  read  and  approved. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives by  their  clerk : 

Mr.  President : 

The  house  of  representatives  have  accepted  the  following 
report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  State  Library,  and  adopted  the 
accompanying  concurrent  resolution,  and  ask  the  concurrence 
of  the  honorable  senate  : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  State  Library,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred so  much  of  the  message  of  his  excellency  the  governor 
as  relates  to  enlarging  the  accommodations  for  the  state  library, 
and  likewise  the  petitions  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
and  other  citizens,  praying  for  increased  facilities  for  the  state 
library,  present  the  following  report : 
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The  concluding  sentence  of  his  excellency's  message  upon 
this  topic  is  in  the  following  words  : — "  If  the  library  is  to  be 
kept  serviceable,  some  measures  should  be  adopted,  without 
delay,  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  for  it,  either  within  or 
outside  the  capitol  building."  Your  committee,  being  desirous 
to  obtain  accurate  and  detailed  information  of  the  lack  of 
accommodations  so  emphatically  stated  by  his  excellency,  made 
minute  examinations  of  the  library  room,  and  of  the  books 
therein,  and  their  disposal  and  arrangement;  and  also,  upon 
due  notice,  gave  a  public  hearing  to  the  petitioners,  and  all 
others  who  desired,  to  attend  and  be  heard.  The  result  of  the 
investigation  of  your  committee  is  to  find  that  the  room  de- 
signed to  contain  fifteen  thousand  volumes,  as  its  utmost  capac- 
ity, now  contains  not  less  than  seventeen  thousand  volumes 
distributed  upon  the  shelves,  the  excess  being  piled  in  double 
rows  and  in  inconvenient  alcoves  ;  that,  in  addition  to  the  fore- 
going, there  are  in  boxes  and  in  miscellaneous  heaps  about  six 
thousand  volumes  scattered  throughout  the  capitol  building, 
fifteen  hundred  of  which  ought  to  be  in  convenient  arrangement 
upon  the  library  shelves,  and  the  balance  carefully  stored  in 
the  library  room,  readily  accessible  for  exchange  and  sale  ;  and 
that  the  yearly  increase  of  books  is  about  one  thousand  vol- 
umes. 

In  addition  to  the  works  pertaining  to  law,  including  the 
statutes  and  legal  publications  of  the  United  States  and  the 
several  states,  which  are  useful  to  the  unprofessional  inquirer 
as  well  as  to  the  lawyer,  the  library  contains  upwards  of  six 
thousand  volumes  relating  to  American  and  foreign  history, 
natural  history,  Smithsonian  publications,  patent-office  publi- 
cations, the  numerous  surveys  and  scientific  works  of  govern- 
ment, geology,  early  records  of  the  different  states,  agriculture, 
horticulture, — including  the  forty  superb  volumes  of  the  Royal 
Agricultural  Society's  Journal,  which  are  valued  as  the  record 
of  the  best  and  most  advanced  thought  upon  the  subjects  em- 
braced in  the  whole  range  of  agriculture, — cyclopedias,  and 
reference  books. 

Owing  to  a  lack  of  room,  many  of  the  books  belonging  to 
this  branch  of  the  library  are  useless  for  practical  work,  and  if 
the  people  of  the  state  are  to  receive  the  full  benefit  of  this 
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treasury  of  knowledge,  measures  must  be  adopted  for  securing 
additional  room  for  the  books  now  in  the  collection,  and  for  its 
growth.  Your  committee,  impressed  by  these  conditions, 
made  examinations  and  had  consultations  with  several  gentle- 
men with  the  view  of  devising  a  plan  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  library  room.  It  was  early  demonstrated  that  no  adequate 
addition  to  the  library  room  can  be  made  without  substantially 
destroying  the  accommodations  now  existing  for  the  legislature 
and  the  various  departments  of  the  state  already  occupying  the 
capitol.  Indeed,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  the 
library  room  itself  is  appropriated  for  meetings  of  various  com- 
mittees, both  day  and  evening,  and  the  room  ought  to  be  suita- 
bly arranged  and  appropriated  at  once  for  committee  rooms. 

Failing  to  discover  any  method  for  enlarging  the  present 
library  room,  your  committee  reach  the  conclusion  that  sufficient 
space  can  be  had  only  by  the  erection  of  a  new  library  room. 
While  fully  recognizing  the  need  of  such  a  room,  and  believing 
that  any  outlay  of  money  sufficient  for  that  purpose  would  be 
beneficial  and  bring  the  fullest  returns  to  the  tax-payers  and  cit- 
izens of  the  state,  and  that  they  are  ready  at  all  proper  and 
seasonable  times  to  make  liberal  appropriations  for  the  encour- 
agement of  learning,  in  accordance  with  the  injunctions  of  the 
constitution  of  our  state,  yet  your  committee,  consisting  as  it 
does  of  only  three  members  of  the  house  and  one  senator,  has 
not  readily  at  hand  such  information  of  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  and  the  legislators  now  assembled,  nor  of  the  condition 
of  the  state  finances,  or  of  subjects  requiring  special  appropri- 
ations at  the  present  session,  as  to  warrant  it  in  recommending 
an  appropriation  for  a  new  library  room.  But  your  committee 
do  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  legislature  take  the  sub- 
ject into  careful  consideration,  as  recommended  by  his  excellency 
the  governor,  and  for  this  purpose  that  the  subject  be  referred 
to  a  large  committee. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  labor  of  such  a  committee,  should 
the  legislature  deem  it  best  to  constitute  it,  your  committee  has 
caused  to  be  prepared  a  bill  which  may  be  of  service  and  which 
embodies  the  views  of  this  committee  as  to  how  the  work 
should  proceed,  if  this  legislature  deems  it  expedient  to  cause 
the  erection  of  a  new  library  room. 
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We  recommend,  therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
resolution.

They  would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  provides  a  remedy  for  the  worst  abuses  of  the  dis- 
trict system.  By  making  it  the  duty  of  the  superintending 
committee  to  "select  and  hire"  the  teachers,  it  puts  the  work 
into  the  hands  of  men  who,  by  their  special  knowledge,  are 
competent  to  judge  of  the  fitness  and  qualifications  of  teachers, 
and  who  have  a  reputation  at  stake,  which  in  a  great  measure 
will  depend  on  the  exercise  of  good  judgment  in  this  respect. 
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It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  a  superintending  committee,  select- 
ed from  the  whole  town  by  reason  of  their  superior  qualifica- 
tions in  educational  matters,  will  be  biased  by  the  considerations 
which  now  too  frequently  govern  prudential  committees  in  the 
selection  of  teachers.  It  is  too  often  the  case  that  the  control- 
ling motive  of  the  school  agent  in  hiring  a  teacher  is,  not  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  education  and  his  district,  but  to 
gratify  some  selfish  object  of  himself  or  family.  While  the 
former  can  be  attained  without  sacrificing  the  latter,  he  is  per- 
fectly willing  it  should  be  done  ;  but  the  glorious  privilege  of 
being  allowed  to  hire  a  family  relation,  or  of  securing  a  profit- 
able boarder,  is  not  to  be  surrendered  in  any  event. 

Still  further  : — suppose  they  do  their  best,  and  are  actuated  by 
the  best  of  motives:  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  is  chosen,  his  lack  of  information  in  education- 
al matters,  and  the  generally  perfunctory  manner  in  which  the 
duty  is  discharged, — always  the  case  when  the  office  is  regarded 
as  a  burden,  and  no  pecuniary  compensation  is  received, — it  is 
not  to  be  inferred  that  the  teacher  he  will  select  will  perform 
his  work  with  as  satisfactory  results  as  the  work  of  those  who 
are  selected  by  a  class  of  men  who  have  an  ample  knowledge 
of  what  the  work  should  be,  and  know  when  it  is  well  or  ill 
performed. 

Again  :  the  important  element  of  pecuniary  responsibility  is 
wanting  in  the  present  system.  The  office  generally  travels 
around  the  district  until  all  have  had  their  turn.  In  the  course 
of  its  perambulations,  it  sometimes  finds  a  man  of  no  financial 
responsibility,  and  the  consequence  is,  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
on  a  settlement  of  his  accounts,  he  is  found  to  be  a  defaulter  for 
a  more  or  less  amount,  and  the  district  is  without  remedy. 

We  would  suggest  that  it  may  be  proper  to  amend  the  bill 
by  leaving  it  optional  with  towns  to  select  a  superintending  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  one  or  three  persons,  thus  curtailing  the 
expense  in  the  smaller  towns. 

Earnestly  believing  that  this  bill  is  a  step  forward  in  the  all- 
important  subject  of  education,  we  would  urge  its  passage. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  majority  report  of 
the  committee, 
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Senator  Towle  moved  to  substitute  the  minority  report  of  the 
committee  for  the  majority. 

Senator  Parker  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

they  are  satisfied,  from  private  assurances,  that  he  would  have 
gladly  honored  our  state  with  an  acceptance. 

Bowing  to  the  will  of  Divine  Providence,  who  otherwise  or- 
dered, they  feel  that  the  contingent  disappointment  is  lost  in 
the  universal  solicitude  for  his  return  from  death's  door,  near 
which  he  has  so  long  lingered,  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  health.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  being  stated, 
Shall  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed  ? 

Senator  Gilmore  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

And  the  following  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative:

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

The  negative  prevailed,  and  the  bill  was  refused  a  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Parker,  the  following  report  of  the  Ju- 
diciary Committee  was  taken  from  the  table  : 

The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much 
of  the  governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  election  of  United 
States  senator  by  this  legislature,  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  as  follows  : 

The  question  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Sen- 
ate is  so  much  of  the  message  of  his  excellency  the  governor  as 
relates  to  the  authority  of  this  legislature  to  elect  a  senator  to 
represent  New  Hampshire  in  the  senate  on  and  after  the  4th  of 
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March,  1SS3.  The  committee,  having  considered  the  question, 
report, — 

First:  The  question  raised  is  not  a  new  one.  It  confronted 
the  legislature  of  1S7S,  situated  precisely  as  this  one  is  ;  and  it 
was  decided  by  that  legislature  that  the  right  of  election  be- 
longed to  the  legislature  of  1S79,  which  was  the  last  chosen  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  Senator  Wadleigh's  term  in  March,  1S79, 
although  it  did  not  meet  and  organize  until  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  June  following.  The  legislative  precedent  is  therefore 
against  the  right  of  this  legislature  to  elect. 

Second  :  The  question  has  been  raised  and  adjudicated  by  the 
senate  of  the  United  States,  the  tribunal  of  sole  and  final  judg- 
ment on  the  question  itself.  In  June,  1S7S,  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  on  the  part  of  the  senate  having  had 
the  question  duly  referred  to  them  as  to  the  true  idea  and  mean- 
ing of  title  II,  chapter  1,  section  14,  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States,  commonly  known  as  the  act  of  1S66,  made  unan- 
imous report  that  the  "  true  idea  and  meaning  of  the  act  was  to 
identify  the  legislature  which  is  to  elect."  kt  If  congress,"  says 
the  report,  "had  intended  to  authorize  the  legislature  chosen  and 
organized  the  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  time  for 
which  any  senator  was  elected,  it  would  have  said  so  ;  but  it 
has  not  done  so, — and,  in  this  connection,  recalling  the  fact 
that  the  object  was  to  secure  the  latest  expression  of  the 
public  will  preceding  the  commencement  of  the  term  in  the 
election  of  a  senator  by  its  legislature,  the  omission  to  do  so 
must  have  been  intentional."  The  unanimous  report  of  this 
committee,  composed  of  Senators  Wadleigh,  Mitchell,  Cameron 
of  Wisconsin,  McMillan,  Hoar,  Ingalls,  Salisbury,  Merrimon, 
and  Hill,  was  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  senate  without  a 
dissenting  voice.  The  two  senators  from  New  Hampshire  thus 
unqualifiedly  agreeing  to  the  report  were  Senators  Rollins  and 
Wadleigh. 

Third  :  When,  in  18S0,  the  senator  elected  as  Mr.  Wadleigh's 
successor,  by  the  legislature  of  1879,  presented  his  credentials 
in  the  senate,  he  was  admitted  without  question  and  without 
dissent  ;  and  thus  for  the  second  time  did  the  senate  unanimous- 
ly confirm  the  right  of  the  legislature  of  1S79  *°  e^ec^  the  suc- 
cessor of  Senator  Wadleigh. 
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Fourth  :  Having  thus  ascertained  the  precedents  governing 
the  case,  as  well  as  the  true  meaning  of  the  federal  statute  pre- 
scribing the  time  and  manner  of  the  election  of  a  United  States 
senator,  the  inquiry  remains  to  be  determined  if  there  is  any 
constitutional  objection  to  the  construction  and  practice  that 
have  obtained  under  the  law.  There  is  no  pretence  anywhere 
that  the  act  of  congress  is  unconstitutional.  It  is  expressly 
warranted  by  article  i,  section  4,  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States : 

"  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  sen- 
ators and  representatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  by 
the  legislature  thereof;  but  congress  may  at  any  time  by  law 
make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  place  of  choos- 
ing a  senator." 

In  accordance  with  this  express  power,  congress  has  enacted 
that  "  the  legislature  of  each  state,  which  is  chosen  next  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  any  senator  was 
elected  to  represent  such  state  in  congress,  shall,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to 
elect  a  senator  in  congress."  Now,  it  is  claimed  that  a  strict 
though  obvious  interpretation  of  this  act  would  be  a  denial  of 
the  constitutional  right  of  New  Hampshire  to  a  term  of  six 
years  in  the  senate,  in  accordance  with  article  1,  section  3, 
of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  declares  that 
"The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof  for 
six  years,"  &c. 

A  term  of  six  years  is  not  the  only  term  recognized  by  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  constitution  recognizes 
a  term  of  two  years  and  a  term  of  four  years,  as  well  as  a  term 
of  six  ;  and  two  thirds  of  the  senators  first  elected  were  elected 
one  half  for  two  years  and  one  half  for  four  years.  On  the  ad- 
mission of  new  states,  the  terms  of  the  senators  are  respectively 
two  and  four  years,  and  are  almost  invariably  determined  by 
lot.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  also,  by  death,  resignation,  or  expul- 
sion, a  senator  is  not  elected  by  the  legislature  in  session  or 
next  in  session  for  a  term  of  six  years,  but  simply  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  term,  be  it  one  year  or  five,  from  the  date  of  the 
original    vacancy.      It  has  frequently  happened  that  a  legisla- 
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ture  has  failed  to  elect,  and  the  duty  has  devolved  on  the  suc- 
ceeding legislature.  Such  was  the  case  in  this  state  in  1S54, 
on  the  death  of  Senator  Atherton,  the  legislature  of  1S54  failing 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Nobody  ever  asserted  that  the  right  of  the 
state  to  a  term  of  six  years  in  the  senate  was  denied  or  abridged 
by  such  action,  although  the  senate  refused  to  receive  the  sen- 
ator appointed  by  the  governor  after  the  failure  to  elect.  The 
fault — if  fault  there  be  in  all  these  and  similar  cases — lies  with 
the  state  ;  and  the  remedy  is  with  it  also.  The  failure  to  elect 
has  thus  far  worked  no  harm  in  the  cases  that  have  occurred  ; 
and  there  is  no  ground  for  apprehension  that  it  will  work  any 
harm  hereafter.  When  a  legislature,  by  an  irreconcilable  divi- 
sion of  sentiment,  has  failed  to  elect,  the  failure  in  any  case  has 
been  remedied  by  its  successor.  A  discretion  has  been  left  to 
the  states  in  this  matter,  to  elect  or  not  to  elect ;  and  if  it  can 
be  no  impeachment  of  the  patriotic  and  constitutional  fealty  of 
a  legislature,  which,  owing  to  irreconcilable  differences  as  to 
men,  fails  to  elect,  how  absurd  it  must  be  to  charge  a  legisla- 
ture, which  has  at  most  only  a  questionable  and  doubtful  power 
to  elect,  with  a  failure  to  perform  its  constitutional  duty.  How 
grossly  unjust  it  becomes,  then,  to  charge  upon  a  legislature  a 
violation  of  a  constitutional  right  to  elect  a  senator,  for  the  full 
term  of  six  years,  which  has  been  expressly  declared  not  to 
possess  that  right  by  the  formal  and  unanimous  action  of  the 
United  States  senate,  which  is  the  sole  judge  of  the  election 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 

Finally  :  your  committee  believe  that  the  law  of  congress 
fixing  the  identity  of  the  legislature  having  the  right  to  elect  a 
United  States  senator  subserves  a  wise  and  beneficent  purpose, 
which  far  outweighs  the  slight  inconvenience  which  results 
from  conformity  to  the  law  in  this  state.  That  purpose  was  to 
bring  the  election  of  a  senator  as  near  as  possible  to  the  latest 
expressed  will  of  the  people,  and  to  break  up  and  uproot  the 
abuse  that  had  obtained,  and  now  proposed  by  some  to  revive, 
in  electing  a  senator  two  or  three  years  before  he  would  be  re- 
quired to  take  his  seat.  Our  whole  representative  system  is 
dependent  for  its  vigor  on  frequent  and  direct  appeals  to  the 
people  at  stated  intervals.  The  constitution  of  the  United  States 
senate   is  no  exception  to  this  vital   and  fundamental  principle. 
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Not  only  the  highest  constitutional  interests  of  the  state,  but  the 
highest  constitutional  welfare  of  the  United  States,  demands 
that  the  election  of  senators  shall  be  made  by  a  legislature  last 
chosen  to  voice  the  wishes  and  interests  of  the  people.  The 
precedent  established  in  the  admission  of  Hon.  Charles  H.  Bell 
to  fill  the  three  months  interval  that  occurred  between  the  expi- 
ration of  a  senatorial  term  and  a  legislative  choice,  preserved 
the  state's  continuity  of  representation  in  the  senate,  while  the 
further  and  absolute  remedy  may  be  applied  by  the  state  when- 
ever it  shall  change  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  legislature 
last  chosen  before  the  expiration  of  a  senatorial  term  to  some 
convenient  date  between  such  expiration  and  the  election  of  the 
legislature. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  cannot  avoid  citing  a  de- 
cision of  our  own  court  (Beavin's  Petition,  33  N.  H.  94),  which 
quotes  as  follows : 

"It  is  a  general  rule,  that  where  a  constitution  gives  a  gen- 
eral power  or  enjoins  a  duty,  it  also  gives,  by  implication,  every 
particular  power  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  one  or  the 
performance  of  the  other.  But  this  rule  is  modified  by  another, 
that  where  the  means  for  the  exercise  of  a  granted  power,  or 
the  performance  of  an  enjoined  duty,  are  also  given,  no  other  or 
different  means  can  be  implied,  either  on  account  of  convenience, 
or  as  being  more  effectual.     Field  v.  People,  2  Scammon  79. 

"Construction,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  a  power,  should 
be  resorted  to  with  great  caution,  and  only  for  the  strongest  and 
most  persuasive  reasons.     Field  v .  People,  2  Scammon  80." 

Your  committee  are  unable  to  find  either  strong,  persuasive, 
or  valid  reasons  why  a  salutary  law  of  the  land  shall  be  inter- 
preted to  do  violence  to  its  letter  and  intendment  for  the  sake 
of  conferring  a  power  upon  a  legislature  which  it  cannot  exer- 
cise without  reviving  the  very  abuse  which  the  law  was  intend- 
ed to  cure.  Your  committee,  therefore,  report  the  following 
resolution,  and  recommend  its  passage: 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  electing  a  United  States  sen- 
ator be  postponed  to  the  next  legislature.

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Senator  Parker  offered  the  following  minority  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary  : 

The  minority  of  the  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  authority  of 
the  legislature  to  elect  a  senator  to  represent  New  Hampshire 
in  the  senate  on  and  after  March  4,  1883,  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  limited  time  between  the  meeting  of  the  committee  and 
the  reassembling  of  the  senate  precludes  all  idea  of  an  extended 
reply  to  the  very  elaborate  report  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  subject  has  been  so  fully  discussed  elsewhere, 
especially  in  the  other  branch  of  the  legislature,  and  by  the 
learned  judges  who  comprise  our  supreme  court,  that  it  is 
well-nigh  exhausted  ;  and  anything  we  might  submit,  with  the 
fullest  opportunity,  would  merely  be  a  restatement  of  what  has 
already  been  said.  We  would,  however,  submit  the  following 
conclusion,  to  which  we  have  arrived.  We  believe  that  a  fair 
interpretation  of  the  act  of  congress  cited  by  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  according  to  its  intent  and  spirit,  makes  it  the  right 
and  duty  of  this  legislature  to  elect  a  United  States  senator  ; 
but  admitting  there  may  be  doubts  in  regard  to  the  true  con- 
struction of  that  law,  and  that  if  we  take  the  meaning  of  the 
word  "chosen,"  in  its  limited  "literal  signification,"  it  would 
imply  a  denial  of  it,  we  still  hold  that  the  right  of  a  state, 
through  its  legislature,  to  a  continuous  representation  in  the 
senate  of  the  United  States  is  of  so  fundamental  a  character 
that  no  law  of  congress  of  doubtful  construction  should  be  in- 
terposed as  a  barrier  to  its  complete  exercise.  We  would 
therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  this  legislature  to 
elect  a  United  States  senator.

Senator  Moore  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

And  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  bill  was  lost, 
and  the  bill  passed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Gilmore.  the  senate  took  a  recess  for 
one  half  hour. 

Upon  reassembling,  the  president  called  Senator  Gilmore  to 
the  chair. 

Senator  Mann  offered  the  following  resolution : 

.Resolved,  That  the  senate  tenders  its  thanks  to  the  Hon. 
John  Kimball,  for  the  ability  and  impartiality  with  which  he 
has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  this  session. 

Senator  Moore  said, — 

Mr.  President :  It  is  with  feelings  of  pleasure,  and  also  of 
sadness,  that  I  rise  to  second  this  resolution  just  offered.  Pleas- 
ure, because  I  heartily  concur  in  the  sentiments  expressed, 
and  believe  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  this  entire  body  in  com- 
mending the  ability,  impartiality,  and  uniform  courtesy  with 
which  you  have  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  this  senate  ; 
of  sadness,  because  this  act  indicates  that  our  official  relations 
are  drawing  to  a  close,  and  that  with  their  ending  we  separate 
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to  resume  our  several  walks  in  life.  The  parting  of  friends  is 
always  unpleasant. 

This  senate  has  won  the  name  of  a  senate  without  politics. 
For  one,  I  am  proud  of  it,  because  it  indicates  that  its  mem- 
bers have  brought  to  the  discharge  of  their  trusts  the  highest 
type  of  American  legislators,  and  have  conducted  the  legisla- 
tion of  this  session  in  the  interests  of  the  people,  and  the 
whole  people,  regardless  of  self  or  self-interest,  political  favor, 
or  reward. 

A  few  weeks  since,  we  met  here  as  strangers.  We  part  as 
friends  ;  and  as  we  bid  each  other  farewell,  I  feel  it  will  not  he 
simply  formal,  but  with  the  most  sincere  and  hearty  wishes  for 
the  continuance  of  the  same  and  the  future  success  of  each  and 
every  one.  In  separating,  we  have  no  heart-aches  to  heal, 
no  apologies  to  make  for  unkind  words  spoken  in  our  delibera- 
tions. We  are  like  a  healthy  physical  body  :  we  require  no 
healing  balm. 

Mr.  President,  as  a  still  further  token  of  our  esteem,  allow 
me  to  present  to  you,  in  behalf  of  the  senate,  this  gift. 

And  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  president,  having  assumed  the  chair,  said, — 

Senators:  Your  generous  approval  of  my  endeavor  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  which  your  kindness  assigned 
me,  demands  and  receives  from  me  my  most  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment. Having  had  no  previous  experience  or  knowledge 
of  the  rules  and  methods  of  procedure  in  this  branch  of  our 
state  government,  it  was  natural  that  I  should  feel,  in  the  out- 
set, embarrassed,  and  distrustful  of  my  ability  to  achieve  suc- 
cess ;  for,  while  I  do  not  feel  that  I  merit  the  high  compliment 
tendered  to  me  in  the  resolution  just  passed,  I  am  gratified  by 
the  assurance  that  my  earnest  purpose  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  honorable  and  responsible  position  have,  in  some  meas- 
ure, been  accomplished.  That  I  have,  in  any  degree,  met 
my  own  or  your  expectations  is  due,  in  large  measure,  to  the 
kindness  and  forbearance  which  you  have  accorded  me. 

I  review  the  labor  of  this  long  session,  now  near  its  close, 
with  high  satisfaction,  in  which  I  doubt  not  you  all  share,  be- 
cause I  can  recall   no  word  or  act  which  has  marred  the  entire 
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harmony  and  good  feeling  which  have  characterized  all  our 
deliberations. 

We  cannot,  gentlemen,  count  in  our  body  those  trained  in 
the  legal  profession,  but  believe  the  people  of  our  state  have 
suffered  no  loss  on  that  account,  for  your  long  experience  in 
the  affairs  of  the  state,  your  clear  heads,  honest  hearts,  and 
worthy  motives,  have  inspired  you  constantly  to  seek  the  best 
good  of  your  constituents.  Our  work  will  now  remain  for  the 
judgment  of  our  fellow-citizens  ;  and  I  trust  the  future  will 
demonstrate  that  your  action  has  been  wise  and  prudent,  and 
conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  state  we  love  and  have  been 
called  to  serve.  The  time  of  our  separation  has  come,  but  our 
association  in  this  honorable  service  has  awakened  feelings  of 
mutual  respect  and  kindness  which  we  shall  delight  to  carry  with 
us  and  cherish  through  life,  as  a  source  of  unfailing  pleasure. 

Senators,  permit  me  to  repeat  the  expression  of  my  deep  ap- 
preciation of  all  the  kindness  and  confidence  you  have  been 
pleased  to  bestow  ;  and  I  ask  your  acceptance  of  my  kindest 
wishes  for  your  safe  return  to  your  homes,  and  for  your  con- 
stant prosperity  and  happiness  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  private  and  social  life. 

Senators,  I  accept  the  beautiful  gift  just  presented,  in  the 
spirit  with  which  it  has  been  offered.  In  after  years,  when 
my  children  and  my  children's  children  inquire  whence  this 
souvenir  came,  the  inscription  thereon  will  tell  them  that  it 
was  the  gift  of  the  New  Hampshire  senate  of  1SS1.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  His  Excellency 
Charles  H.  Bell,  and  inform  him  of  his  election  as  governor  for 
the  ensuing  two  years,  and  the  organization  of  the  legislature, 
respectfull}-  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  that  his  excellency  has  informed  them  that  he  will 
meet  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  in  convention  at 
once,  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  make  a  communication  to  the 
legislature. 

They  would  also  report  that  they  have  notified  Thomas  G. 
Jameson,  Lyman  D.  Stevens,  John  W.  Wheeler,  George  H. 
Stowell,  and  Arthur  L.  Meserve,  of  their  election  as  council- 
lors for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

The  senate  and  house  of  representatives  having  assembled  in 
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the  representatives'  hall,  the  governor  elect  and  the  honorable 
council  came  in. 

The  Honorable  Charles  H.  Bell,  governor  elect,  then  sub- 
scribed to  the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths  of  allegiance  before 
the  president  of  the  senate  and  in  the  presence  of  both  branches 
of  the  legislature  ;  whereupon  the  Honorable  John  Kimball, 
president  of  the  senate,  made  proclamation  as  follows: 

Charles  H.  Bell,  having  been  duly  elected  governor  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the 
oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  His 
Excellency  Charles  H.  Bell  governor  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the  ensuing  two  years. 
And  I  here  present  Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  state,  as  your  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your 
official  duties. 

His  excellency  then  delivered  the  following  address  to  the 
Convention  : 

Gentlemen  of  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

It  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  we  enter  on  our  official 
duties  in  a  time  of  general  prosperity.  Although  the  debt  en- 
tailed upon  the  country  by  the  Southern  Rebellion  still  weighs 
heavily,  yet  we  can  bear  it  without  serious  distress  in  the  pres- 
ent improved  condition  of  business,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  burden  is  daily  diminishing.  The  policy  of  our 
country,  and  of  the  several  subdivisions  thereof,  in  providing 
for  the  gradual  extinction  of  their  respective  indebtments,  is  as 
wise  as  it  is  astonishing  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  report  of  the  state  treasurer  shows  that  the  financial 
business  of  the  state  has  been  well  conducted.  The  debt  has 
been  reduced,  in  the  past  year,  by  the  sum  of  $139,696.10, 
which  leaves  the  present  net  liabilities  of  the  state,  of  every  de- 
scription,— -including  funded  and  floating  debt  and  all  trust 
funds, — $3-373>770-05-  Of  this  amount  $450,000  of  the  funded 
debt  will  become  due  September  1,  18S4,  and  if  the  policy  of 
payment  is  to  be  continued,  it  may  be  advisable  to  begin  at 
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once  the  preparations  for  meeting  it.  The  annual  state  tax  for 
several  years  past  has  been  $400,000  ;  and  from  that  sum,  be- 
sides paying  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  state  government  and 
the  interest  on  the  debt,  about  $100,000  have  been  applied,  on 
the  average,  each  year  to  the  discharge  of  the  principal  of  the 
debt.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  state  treasurer,  that  if  the  state  tax 
for  the  coming  two  years  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  $500,000 
per  year,  the  treasury  will  be  in  a  condition  to  cancel  the  in- 
debtment  of  $450,000,  when  the  bonds  shall  mature,  in  1SS4. 
This  course  is  recommended  by  the  treasurer,  and  I  fully  con- 
cur in  the  recommendation. 

SAVINGS    BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  bank  commissioners  shows,  on  the  whole, 
an  improved  condition  of  the  savings  banks  of  the  state.  The 
number  of  those  now  in  operation  is  sixty-four  ;  the  expense  of 
conducting  them  averages  about  $1,638  each.  The  number  of 
depositors  is  96,881,  an  increase  of  9,602  over  that  of  last  year  ; 
the  total  amount  of  deposits  is  $32,097,734.17,  being  $3,838, 
126.76  more  than  in  1SS0.  Thus  the  amount  deposited  aver- 
ages between  ninety  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  man, 
woman,  and  child  in  the  state  ;  and  about  one  fourth  of  the  in- 
habitants are  depositors. 

Nearly  $2,000,000  of  the  assets  of  our  savings  banks  are  in- 
vested in  United  States  bonds,  and  in  stock  of  national  banks 
whose  foundations  are  United  States  bonds.  It  is  the  fashion 
of  a  class  of  political  theorists  to  rail  at  the  holders  of  the  bonds 
of  the  United  States  as  a  privileged  and  useless  aristocracy, 
supported  by  the  labor  of  the  country.  Now,  there  are  more 
depositors  in  our  savings  banks  than  there  are  voters  in  the 
state,  and  each  depositor  has  a  direct  pecuniary  interest  in  every 
investment  of  the  property  of  his  bank  ;  so  that  where  there  is 
one  wealthy  idler,  there  are  hundreds  of  the  hardest  working 
citizens  and  of  poor  widows  and  orphans,  who  are  interested 
in  United  States  bonds,  in  our  community.  Every  blow  at  the 
credit  of  these  securities  is  aimed  directly  at  the  savings  of  the 
industrious  and  deserving  classes,  laid  by  for  the  time  of  sick- 
ness or  as  a  provision  for  old  age.     Let  me  congratulate  you, 
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therefore,  upon  the  fact  that  in  times  when  all  other  values 
have  been  unsettled,  and  our  moneyed  institutions  have  been 
embarrassed  even  by  the  ownership  of  real  estate,  the  credit  of 
the  United  States  has  never  wavered,  and  their  promises  to  pay 
have  proved  themselves  to  be  securities  which  are  absolutely 
secure. 

The  recent  discovery  of  the  serious  loss  of  the  assets  of  the 
Ashuelot  Savings  Bank,  which  apparently  was  the  work  of 
years,  notwithstanding  the  semi-annual  examinations  of  the 
books  and  securities  of  the  bank  by  the  trustees,  and  the  annual 
examinations  by  the  bank  commissioners,  has  naturally  pro- 
voked the  inquiry  whether  some  further  safeguards  cannot  be 
provided  by  law  against  the  occurrence  of  such  calamities.  In 
view  of  the  extreme  importance  of  rendering  these  institutions 
for  the  encouragement  of  industry  and  prudence  in  our  people, 
and  which  are  the  depositories  of  so  large  a  portion  of  their 
wealth,  so  secure  that  no  feeling  of  apprehension  can  arise  in 
any  mind  with  reference  to  the  property  intrusted  to  their  cus- 
tody, I  think  some  system  of  examination  should  be  devised, 
capable  of  checking  at  the  very  outset  everv  irregularity  and 
every  attempt  at  peculation,  no  matter  how  ingeniously  con- 
trived ;  and,  as  one  means  toward  securing  this  result,  it  would 
obviously  be  more  proper  to  provide  that  the  public  examiner 
should  be  paid  by  the  state  rather  than  by  the  banks,  whose 
officers  would  otherwise  have  it  in  their  power  to  hold  out  the 
inducement  of  liberal  fees  for  a  favorable  report. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  culture  of  the  soil,  as  it  was  one  of  the  earliest,  is  also 
one  of  the  most  honorable  and  indispensable  employments  of 
man.  So  large  a  proportion  of  our  people  are  dependent  upon 
it  for  a  livelihood  that  it  behooves  their  representatives  to  pro- 
tect and  foster  its  interests. 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  during  the  eleven  years  of  its 
existence,  has  accomplished  much  useful  work.  It  has  held 
about  four  hundred  meetings,  given  more  than  two  thousand 
lectures,  maintained  an  extensive  correspondence,  and  issued 
nine  printed    volumes — the   tenth  being   nearly  ready — for  the

promotion  of  the  knowledge  and  interests  of  agriculture.  To 
this  may  be  added  the  service  it  has  rendered  by  the  analyses 
of  commercial  fertilizers,  and  more  recently  by  its  duties  in 
relation  to  the  licensing  of  venders  of  various  articles  essential 
to  the  farmer,  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  fraud  and  impo- 
sition. For  this  the  expense  to  the  state  has  not  exceeded  four 
thousand  dollars  a  year,  one  half  of  which  was  for  printing. 

While  New  Hampshire  cannot  compete  in  certain  products 
with  the  more  fertile  and  easily  cultivated  regions  of  the  West, 
yet  home  markets  have  been  recently  growing  up,  to  give  new 
encouragement  to  our  farmers.  The  towns  and  cities  which 
our  manufacturing  industries  have  built,  and  the  throngs  of 
summer  visitors  who  are  drawn  hither  by  the  healthfulness  and 
natural  beauties  of  our  mountain  and  lake  regions  and  our  sea- 
coast,  have  combined  to  create  a  demand,  which  is  yearly 
increasing  in  all  sections  of  the  state,  for  every  kind  of  agricul- 
tural produce,  and  at  prices  which  are  remunerative.  This  is  a 
very  encouraging  outlook  for  the  future,  and  may  console  us 
for  some  signs  that  have  seemed  in  years  past  to  threaten  the 
decay  of  our  husbandry. 

AGRICULTURAL    COLLEGE. 

When  the  State  Agricultural  College  first  opened  its  doors 
for  the  reception  of  students,  they  encountered  a  foolish  preju- 
dice which  it  required  time  to  live  down.  But  that  is  now  past, 
and  the  college  is  in  a  situation  to  do,  and  I  believe  is  really 
doing,  excellent  service.  Its  instructors  in  the  theoretical  and 
practical  departments  are  competent  and  interested  ;  the  experi- 
mental farm  is  well  managed  ;  and  a  complete  farmer's  educa- 
tion can  be  obtained  there  at  a  very  moderate  cost. 

EDUCATION. 

Our  system  of  public  schools  has  been  of  inestimable  value  in 
preparing  the  youth  of  the  state  for  the  responsible  duties  of 
citizenship.  But  educational  ideas,  like  all  other  ideas,  are 
progressive.  It  is  now  claimed  by  those  who  have  studied  the 
art  of  instruction,  that  some  of  the  newer  states  are  quite  in 
advance  of  New  Hampshire   in  their  common-school   systems. 
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If  this  is  the  case,  it  is  quite  time  that  the  subject  should  be 
reconsidered  here.  New  Hampshire  cannot  afford  to  neglect 
her  educational  interests.  In  times  past  she  has  sent  forth  a 
goodly  number  of  the  leading  men  of  the  country  ;  and  if  she  is 
to  continue  to  do  this,  her  children  must  have  the  best  school- 
ing. Some  proposition  for  the  improvement  of  our  school  sys- 
tem, I  am  informed,  will  probably  be  introduced  during  the 
session. 

Under  this  head  I  wish  to  make  a  single  recommendation 
The  time  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  is  now,  for 
want  of  proper  clerical  assistance,  largely  absorbed  in  a  kind 
of  correspondence  and  routine  work  which  can  and  should 
be  performed  by  a  subordinate.  The  superintendent  himself 
should  be  free  to  give  his  undivided  attention  to  the  higher 
class  of  duties  which  his  important  office  requires  of  him.  I 
advise,  on  this  account,  that  a  suitable  permanent  appropriation 
be  made  for  clerk  hire  in  the  superintendent's  office. 

NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

Respecting  the  State  Normal  School,  the  report  of  its  officers 
will  afford  all  useful  information.  The  system  of  training 
teachers  to  perform  their  duties  in  the  most  efficient  manner  is 
indispensable  to  every  state  in  which  popular  education  is  to 
be  kept  up  to  the  best  standard  of  the  times.  Good  teachers 
make  good  scholars.  Normal  schools  are  not  self-supporting, 
but  where  properly  conducted  they  are  well  worth  all  they  cost. 
Our  own  normal  school  is  under  excellent  direction,  and  I  be- 
lieve is  doing  its  work  in  a  thoroughly  useful  and  creditable 
manner. 

REFORM     SCHOOL. 

This  institution  seems  to  be  performing  well  the  work  for 
which  it  was  established.  The  discipline  is  sufficiently  strict, 
but  enforced  without  harshness  ;  and  the  influence  of  the  super- 
intendent and  matron  over  the  inmates  is  excellent.  The  farm 
connected  with  the  establishment  is  well  managed  ;  and  the 
young  of  both  sexes  are  taught  habits  of  useful  industry.  The 
annual  examination  of  the  school  was  most  creditable  to  the 
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diligence  of  the  pupils  and  to  the  fidelity  and  zeal  of  the  in- 
structors ;  and  I  am  assured  that  the  proportion  of  cases  in 
which  the  good  effects  of  the  training  here  given  are  lasting, 
and  contribute  to  the  actual  reform  of  the  inmates,  is  encour- 
agingly large. 

If  the  name  of  this  institution  were  changed  to  "  industrial 
school,"  it  would  perhaps  carry  with  it  less  of  a  stigma  upon 
those  who  after  leaving  it  may  strive  to  become  respectable 
members  of  society. 

INSANE    ASYLUM.  . 

Of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  it 
has  during  the  past  year  maintained  its  usual  excellent  stand- 
ing. As  the  appropriation  for  the  indigent  insane  is  made  per- 
manent by  statute,  I  am  not  aware  that  the  asylum  has  need  of 
any  legislation  at  this  time. 

INSANE    PAUPERS. 

It  is  time,  in  my  judgment,  that  some  legislative  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  management  of  the  insane  poor.  Your 
predecessors  have  very  properly  passed  stringent  regulations 
concerning  the  commitment  of  the  ordinary  insane  to  the  state 
asylum,  their  treatment  while  there,  and  their  discharge  there- 
from ;  but  not  a  line  has  been  enacted  in  behalf  of  that  prob- 
ably more  numerous  class  who  are  inmates  of  the  county 
alms-house  asvlums.  The  omission  is  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the 
gradual  and  unpremeditated  manner  in  which  this  method  of 
disposing  of  insane  paupers  grew  up,  and  to  the  further  highly 
creditable  fact  that  as  yet  few,  if  any,  serious  mischiefs  have 
sprung  from  it.  But  it  must  be  obvious  that  without  some  reg- 
ulation there  is  danger  of  abuses.  The  unlimited  authority  over 
the  helpless  class  in  the  county  asylums,  which  is  now  practi- 
cally vested  in  the  county  commissioners  and  their  agents,  who 
of  course  have  no  professional  or  other  special  acquaintance 
with  mental  diseases  or  their  proper  treatment,  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  be  long  exercised  without  resulting  in  evil,  if  not  in 
wrong  ;  and  the  experience  of  other  states  fully  confirms  this 
view.  The  law  should  especially  throw  its  protection  around 
the  weak  and  the  defenceless. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  a  certificate  of  insanity  ought  to  be  a 
prerequisite  to  the  commitment  of  a  person  to  any  asylum  ; 
and  that  the  county  asylums  should  be  subject  to  periodical 
visitations  by  competent  medical  men,  whose  duty  it  should  be 
to  recommend  to  the  county  commissioners  all  needful  improve- 
ment in  buildings,  food,  clothing,  or  treatment  of  the  inmates, 
and  who  should  be  empowered  to  order  the  discharge  of  any 
person  detained  in  an  asylum  whenever  they  judge  it  proper. 

STATE    PRISON. 

Within  the  year  past  the  new  state  prison  has  been  completed 
and  occupied.  The  report  of  the  prison  commissioners,  which 
will  be  laid  before  you,  will  give  a  history  of  the  work  from  the 
beginning,  and  the  cost  at  which  it  has  been  accomplished. 
The  buildings  are  well  constructed  and  excellently  adapted  to 
their  purpose,  and  are  spacious  enough  to  meet  all  the  needs  of 
the  state  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The  discipline  appears  to 
be  excellent ;  and  I  am  glad  to  congratulate  the  state  on  the 
possession  of  a  prison  which  I  think  may  safely  challenge  com- 
parison in  all  respects  with  any  similar  institution  in  any  other 
state.  I  feel  it  my  duty,  however,  to  bring  one  fact  to  your 
notice.  A  wooden  building,  erected  by  the  person  who  hires 
the  labor  of  the  convicts,  the  upper  story  of  which  is  used  as  a 
paint-shop,  stands  very  near  the  brick  work-shops  in  the  prison 
yard-  The  danger  of  fire  from  this  hazardous  source  seems  to 
me  such  as  to  call  for  immediate  attention. 

INSURANCE. 

The  report  of  the  insurance  commissioner  affords  renewed 
evidence  of  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  the  provision  of  our 
laws  regulating  the  admission  of  foreign  insurance  companies 
to  do  business  in  this  state.  The  fact  that  not  one  dollar  lias 
been  lost  by  our  citizens  for  the  past  six  years  through  lack  of 
ability  on  the  part  of  the  licensed  companies  to  pay  their  losses, 
speaks  well  both  for  the  law  and  for  the  manner  of  its  admin- 
istration. 

THE    MILITIA. 

New   Hampshire  has  probably  never  had  a   more  efficient 
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militia  than  the  present  National  Guard  ;  and  although  the  ex- 
pense of  keeping  up  so  large  an  organized  force  is  considerable, 
vet,  if  an  occasion  were  to  arise  requiring  the  immediate  pres- 
ence of  a  body  of  trained  soldiery,  we  should  feel  that  it  was  a 
wise  economy  which  had  placed  it  within  our  reach. 

The  adjutant-general  reports  that  the  entire  force,  though 
well  armed,  are  destitute  of  knapsacks  and  of  overcoats.  As 
the  fall  musters  occur  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  cold  nights 
are  common,  the  want  of  the  latter  is  sometimes  severely  felt. 
I  submit  it  to  your  judgment  to  supply  the  want  in  the  manner 
that  you  deem  least  burdensome  to  the  treasury. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  military  records  of  the  state,  in 
the  office  of  the  adjutant-general,  which  are  needed  as  evidence 
in  many  important  cases,  have  been  arranged  in  a  systematic 
manner,  and  can  now  be  readily  and  convenientlv  consulted. 

FISH    COMMISSION. 

There  is  no  longer  a  question  that  the  experiment  of  intro- 
ducing and  breeding  new  varieties  of  valuable  fish  in  our  lakes 
and  ponds  was  a  wise  one.  More  doubts  are  entertained 
whether  the  attempt  to  stock  the  rivers  with  salmon  will  result 
in  any  great  advantage,  at  least  to  the  dwellers  upon  the  upper 
waters.  But  there  are  obvious  reasons  for  persevering  in  the 
effort,  so  long  as  it  promises  any  degree  of  success.  To  increase 
the  supply  of  cheap  and  nutritious  food  is  an  object  worthy  of 
any  reasonable  outlay  of  time  and  money,  to  say  nothing  of 
affording  the  means  of  amusement  and  sport  to  the  large  num- 
ber of  persons  who  make  New  Hampshire  a  summer  resort, 
which  is  a  consideration  not  to  be  overlooked. 

STATE    LIBRARY. 

The  library  of  the  state,  which  contains  the  only  nearly  com- 
plete series  of  English  and  American  law  reports  and  statutes 
to  be  found  in  New  Hampshire,  and  is  indispensable  to  the 
courts  and  the  members  of  the  bar,  who  largely  resort  to  it  for 
the  examination  of  legal  questions,  has  entirely  outgrown  the 
room  in  the  state-house  which  was  designed  for  it,  and  is  in- 
creasing rapidly.     The   additions  made  to  it  for  several  years 
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past  have  averaged  more  than  a  thousand  volumes  annually, 
and  are  not  likely  to  be  less  in  the  future.  If  the  library  is  to 
be  kept  serviceable,  some  measures  should  be  adopted  without 
delay  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  for  it,  either  within  or  out- 
side the  capitol  building. 

TAXATION. 

How  to  keep  down  the  public  expenditures  and  the  conse- 
quent taxation,  is  a  question  which  nearly  concerns  every 
citizen.  Little  money  is  wasted,  it  is  believed,  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  state  government.  Neither  in  salaries  nor  in 
appropriations  for  public  purposes  can  any  considerable 
retrenchment  be  expected,  with  an  assurance  that  our  affairs 
will  be  well  and  honestly  conducted.  We  must  see  to  it,  then, 
that  we  incur  no  expense  without  receiving  its  full  equivalent, 
and  must  endeavor  to  make  all  property  contribute  its  fair 
share  towards  defraying  the  public  charges.  The  friction  which 
at  first  impeded  the  full  operation  of  the  new  taxation  laws  has 
been  relieved  by  amendments  and  use  ;  and  it  is  now  seen  that 
they  have  brought  to  light  a  large  amount  of  taxable  property 
which  was  before  invisible,  thus  diminishing  the  disproportion- 
ate burdens  of  those  whose  property  was  open  and  tangible. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe,  too.  that  the  services  of  the 
board  of  equalization  will  be  of  much  value  to  the  state,  and 
will  secure  a  nearer  approximation  to  equality  among  the 
towns,  in  respect  to  state  and  county  taxation,  than  has  ever 
been  reached  before. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  legislature,  the  supreme  court 
has  considered  the  question  of  the  validity  of  chapter  63  of 
the  General  Laws,  in  relation  to  the  taxation  of  express  compa- 
nies, and  in  carefully  prepared  opinions  has  decided  it  to  be 
in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the  state,  and  therefore 
invalid.  It  would  seem  proper,  therefore,  that  the  chapter 
should  be  repealed,  and  that  the  state  treasurer  should  be  au- 
thorized to  refund  the  portion  of  the  taxes  which  was  paid  under 
the  statute,  which  amounts  to  about  six  hundred  dollars. 

SENATORIAL    ELECTION. 

One  of  the  earliest  questions  which  will  call  for  your  decision 
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is,  whether  you  will  elect  a  United  States  senator  to  hold  the 
office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  beginning  on  the  fourth  day  or 
March,  1883.  The  law  of  the  United  States  provides,  in  sub- 
stance, that  a  senator  shall  be  elected  by  the  legislature  which 
is  chosen  next  before  the  vacancy  is  to  occur.  It  is  contended 
that  this  should  be  construed  so  as  to  mean  the  legislature 
which  is  chosen  and  organized  next  before  the  occurrence  of  the 
vacancy.  It  is  for  you  to  determine  whether  or  not  you  will  act 
upon  this  construction  of  the  law.  Ir  )'ou  decide  to  do  so,  the 
choice  of  senator  is  to  be  made  in  the  manner,  and  at  the  period 
of  the  session,  prescribed  by  the  law  of  the  United  States. 

UNITED    STATES    REPRESENTATIVE    DISTRICTS. 

The  assignment  to  the  several  states  of  the  number  of  rep- 
resentatives in  the  congress  of  the  United  States  to  which  they 
will  be  entitled  under  the  last  census  has  not  yet  been  made. 
It  seems  to  be  certain,  however,  that  New  Hampshire  is  in  any 
event  to  be  allowed  but  two  representatives.  No  difficulty  is 
perceived,  therefore,  in  passing  an  act  to  divide  the  state  into 
districts  for  the  choice  of  representatives  in  congress,  in  antici- 
pation of  the  apportionment,  and  to  take  effect  whenever  that 
is  completed. 

A    COMPLAINT    OF    MINORITIES. 

It  is  felt  to  be  a  real  grievance  in  some  places  that  the  ma- 
jority party  in  town-meetings  have  refused  to  allow  any  of  the 
minority  the  opportunity  of  merely  overlooking  the  process  of 
sorting  and  counting  the  votes.  Such  a  prohibition  is  directly 
calculated  to  excite,  in  the  minds  of  the  party  excluded,  a  sus- 
picion, if  not  of  unfair  dealing,  at  least  of  the  possibility  of  mis- 
take, in  reckoning  and  declaring  the  results  of  the  election. 
Experience  in  the  recounting  of  votes  has  proved  that  the  offi- 
cers appointed  to  make  the  original  count  are  liable  to  errors, 
which  possibly  might  not  have  occurred  under  the  sharp  glance 
of  a  political  opponent.  These  considerations  suggest  the 
inquiry  whether  it  is  not  practicable,  by  some  legislation,  to 
obviate  all  reasonable  grounds  of  complaint  for  the  cause  men- 
tioned.

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MARRIAGE    AND    DIVORCE. 

The  increasingly  large  number  of  divorces  from  the  bonds  of 
matrimony  which  are  applied  for  in  the  courts  of  this  as  well 
as  of  other  states,  indicates  that  there  must  be  some  fault  in  the 
laws  which  regulate  this  subject.  Apparently  a  large  propor- 
tion of  marriages  are  contracted  hastily  and  without  forethought, 
for  the  reason  that  no  prior  publication  of  intentions  is  now 
required,  and  because  it  is  understood  that  the  marriage  tie  is 
easily  sundered  by  divorce,  so  that  in  case  the  relation  is  found 
unsatisfactory  it  can  be  readily  dissolved.  Moreover,  our  laws 
permit  a  person  who  is  found  guilty  of  conduct  which  is  cause 
for  annulling  one  marriage  to  contract  another  at  pleasure. 

Petitions  have  been  in  circulation  for  a  change  of  the  law, 
with  a  view  to  remedy  these  and  other  alleged  evils,  and  will 
doubtless  be  duly  presented  for  your  consideration. 

CRIMINAL    APPEALS. 

The  statutes  in  regard  to  appeals  from  police  courts  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  in  criminal  cases,  are  found  to  be  defective. 
Appellants  are  obliged  to  enter  and  prosecute  their  appeals  in 
the  supreme  court,  but  nothing  is  required  of  complainants  ; 
and  the  duties  of  solicitors  in  respect  to  such  cases  are  not  spe- 
cifically defined.  It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  in  many  in- 
stances parties  who  have  been  justly  convicted  are  enabled,  by 
taking  appeals,  to  escape  punishment,  so  that  in  some  localities 
an  appeal  has  come  to  be  understood  as  practically  tantamount 
to  a  dischage. 

Now,  if  it  is  worth  while  to  have  laws  for  the  punishment  of 
minor  offences,  it  is  equally  worth  while  to  provide  for  carrying 
them  into  effect.  A  provision  that  solicitors  should  forthwith 
investigate  every  criminal  case  of  appeal  that  is  entered  in 
court,  should  prosecute  at  the  expense  of  the  county  such  only 
as  in  their  judgment  ought  to  be  so  prosecuted,  and  should  give 
notice  of  their  decision  to  all  complainants  in  regard  to  their 
respective  complaints,  would  perhaps  supply  all  that  is  needful 
to  the  present  law. 
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STATE    AND    TOWN    PAPERS. 

A  small  appropriation  was  made,  two  years  since,  for  the 
care  and  preservation  of  the  old  records  of  the  state.  On  ex- 
amination of  the  files  in  the  secretary's  office,  a  large  number  of 
papers  of  much  historical  interest  and  value  have  been  discov- 
ered, relating  to  the  period  before  and  during  the  Revolution, 
and  throwing  much  light  upon  the  early  history  of  the  state 
and  of  many  of  the  older  towns.  These  manuscripts  were 
doubtless  unknown  to  the  editor  of  the  "  New  Hampshire  Pro- 
vincial Papers,"  but  are  believed  to  be,  many  of  them,  of  equal 
value  with  those  printed  in  that  work.  They  have  never  been 
recorded  or  copied,  and  their  loss  would  be  irremediable.  The 
same  considerations  which  prompted  the  publication  of  the 
Provincial  Papers  apply  with  equal  force  to  these  papers. 
New  Hampshire  has  a  history  to  be  proud  of;  and  after  do- 
ing what  she  has  done  to  preserve  its  materials  from  destruc- 
tion, it  would  be  mistaken  policy,  in  my  judgment,  not  to  com- 
plete the  good  work  by  publishing  these  interesting  memorials 
also. 

TEMPERANCE. 

A  new  impetus  has  been  given  to  the  cause  of  temperance  by 
the  recent  enactment  of  prohibitory  laws,  for  the  first  time,  in 
some  of  the  states  outside  New  England.  New  Hampshire  is 
not  apt  to  lag  behind  her  sister  commonwealths  in  legislation 
for  the  moral  and  material  welfare  of  her  people.  The  princi- 
ple of  prohibition  has  been  repeatedly  proved  to  be  the  choice 
of  a  majority  of  our  citizens,  and  if  experience  shows  our  stat- 
utes to  be  defective,  they  should  be  amended. 

While  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  prohibited  by  our 
laws,  by  a  singular  omission  the  manufacture  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  unlawful  sale  is  not  forbidden.  Evidently  if  the 
one  is  wrong,  the  other  must  be  also.  The  manufacturer  is 
plainly  the  first  offender;  and  to  render  the  law  consistent,  his 
offence  should  be  made  liable  to  at  least  an  equal  penalty  with 
the  other. 

County  solicitors,  since  their  offices  have  been  made  elective, 
are    said    to    be    sometimes   subjected    to    undue    pressure   and 
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temptation  in  reference  to  cases  arising  under  the  prohibitory 
law.  To  relieve  them  from  this,  an  amendment  of  the  statute 
is  asked  for,  providing  that  all  such  cases  be  brought  to  a 
speedy  trial,  and  that  the  attornev-general  alone  be  invested 
with  the  responsibility  of  compromising  prosecutions,  and  that 
it  be  the  duty  of  solicitors  to  bring  suits  at  once  for  the  amount 
of  all  forfeited  recognizances.  These  provisions  would  evident- 
ly enable  the  solicitors  to  perform  their  duties  with  less  embar- 
rassment, and  would  add  .to  the  efficiency  of  the  law. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  even  those  who  are  op- 
posed to  prohibition  may  not  consistently  vote  to  amend  the 
statute  so  as  to  carry  it  into  more  complete  effect.  If  it  is  a 
bad  law,  the  surest  way  to  repeal  it  is  by  enforcing  it,  and  the 
first  step  toward  enforcing  it  is  to  amend  it.  When  fully  put  in 
operation  it  will  soon  settle  its  own  destiny,  whether  it  is  to  be 
repealed  or  maintained. 

THE    USE    OF    MONEY    IN    ELECTIONS. 

The  improper  use  of  money  to  influence  popular  elections  is 
a  crying  evil  of  our  times.  It  has  become  so  general  that  little 
or  no  secrecy  is  made  of  it,  and  that  well-meaning  men  assume 
to  justify  it.  But  nothing  can  be  more  fatal  to  the  security  of 
our  free  institutions.  When  the  longest  purse  secures  the  elec- 
tion to  office,  we  may  bid  farewell  to  liberty  and  virtue  in  the 
government.      This  matter  is  too  plain  for  argument. 

We  have  already  a  statute  affixing  a  penalty  to  acts  of  this 
description,  which  is  not  enforced.  I  recommend  that  the  at- 
tempt be  made,  by  further  enactments,  and  if  need  be  by  pre- 
scribing ignominious  punishment,  to  stamp  out  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, at  once  and  forever,  a  practice  so  degrading  to  the  voter 
and  so  corrupting  to  the  whole  body  politic. 

THE  CENTENNIAL  OF  YORKTOWN. 

It  has  been  deemed  fitting  that  the  grand  historical  event  of 
the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis  and  the  British  army  under 
his  command  should  be  commemorated  with  national  observ- 
ances on  the  centennial  anniversary  thereof,  the  19th  of  October 
next.     All  the  states  of  the  Union   are  invited  and  expected  to 
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take  part  in  the  celebration,  but  especially  the  original  thirteen, 
of  which  New  Hampshire  is  one.  It  is  desired  by  the  commis- 
sioners that  a  military  representation  as  large  as  possible  may 
be  sent  from  this  state  on  the  occasion  ;  and  you  will  consider 
the  subject  of  making  an  appropriation  of  money  to  defray  the 
charges  of  such  a  representation  If  it  should  be  found  advis- 
able to  detail  two  companies  of  our  National  Guard  to  attend 
the  celebration,  the  cost  is  estimated  by  the  adjutant-general  at 
three  thousand  dollars. 

The  occasion  will  be  one  of  exceptional  interest,  as  commem- 
orating the  victory  which  decided  the  revolutionary  contest  in 
favor  of  the  independence  of  our  country.  Our  state,  poor  and 
sparcely  populated  as  she  then  was,  gave  of  her  men  and  money 
to  the  great  struggle  for  freedom  as  liberally  as  any  other,  and 
more  liberally  than  most  in  proportion  to  her  means.  The 
greater  part  of  her  troops  at  the  time  of  the  surrender  at  York- 
town  were  in  the  North,  together  with  Stark,  who  had,  at  their 
head,  struck  such  sturdy  blows  for  his  country  at  Bunker  Hill 
and  Bennington.  They  were  guarding  outposts  in  the  high- 
lands and  threatening  New  York,  so  as  to  put  it  out  of  the 
power  of  the  British  commander-in-chief  there  to  make  a  diver- 
sion, or  to  afford  other  timelv  aid  to  his  beleaguered  lieutenant 
in  Yorktown,  and  were  thus  contributing  no  less  effectually  to 
the  general  plan  which  resulted  in  Cornwallis's  defeat  than  if 
they  had  been  taking  their  turn  with  their  more  fortunate 
brethren  in  arms  and  their  French  allies  in  the  trenches. 

New  Hampshire,  however,  was  by  no  means  unrepresented 
at  Yorktown.  She  had  a  fair  proportion  of  picked  officers  and 
men  in  the  light  infantry  engaged  in  the  siege.  Henry  Dear- 
born, one  of  her  gallent  sons  who  had  fought  at  Bunker  Hill, 
at  Quebec,  at  Saratoga,  and  at  Monmouth,  and  later  attained 
high  rank  and  distinction  both  in  military  and  in  civic  life,  was 
deputy  quartermaster-general  of  the  American  army  at  York- 
town.  There,  too,  was  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Nicholas 
Gilman,  who  died  a  senator  of  the  United  States  from  this 
state  a  third  of  a  century  after.  The  schedule  of  the  prisoners 
and  munitions  of  war  captured  there  was  by  him  drawn  out, 
and  is  still  preserved  in  his  beautiful  manuscript.  And  there, 
too,  was   Alexander  Scammell,   a   pupil  of  the  warrior-states- 
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man,  John  Sullivan.  As  a  scholar,  a  patriot,  and  a  soldier, 
Scammell  was  without  a  superior.  He  enjoyed  the  confidence 
of  Lafayette  and  of  Washington.  He  resigned  the  honorable 
post  of  adjutant-general  of  the  army  that  he  might  lead  a  bat- 
talion in  the  field,  and  received  his  death  wound  at  Yorktown, 
ending  his  life  just  as  the  new  life  of  the  republic  was  begin- 
ning. 

The  important  part  wdiich  New  Hampshire  took  in  the 
achievement  of  our  national  independence  renders  it  peculiarly 
appropriate  that  she  should  now  participate  in  the  commemo- 
ration of  this  greatest  and  last  of  our  revolutionary  victories. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  with  gratitude  to  a  kind  providence  for 
the  many  blessings  which  we  enjoy,  let  us  address  ourselves  to 
the  duties  which  the  constitution  and  laws  have  assigned  to  us. 
I  wish  you  a  harmonious  and  useful  session.

STATE  BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

Coxcord,  June  16,  1SS1. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  undersigned,  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  have  received  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the 
house  requesting  our  board  to  inform  the  house  "  in  what  way 
and  manner"  we  made  the  last  assessment  of  the  tax  upon  the 
several  railroads;  "upon  what  basis"  we  valued  the  railroad 
property;  how  we  "determined  the  rate  of  taxation;"  and 
whether  we  "  made  such  assessment  in  accordance  with  the 
statute," — and  we  respectfully  reply  : 

We  regarded  the  railroad  tax  as  a  state  tax,  and  held  that  as 
such  it  should  be  assessed  as  near  as  practicable  upon  a  uni- 
form valuation  with  the  other  property  of  the  state,  and  at  a 
uniform  rate.  How  we  endeavored  to  effect  these  objects  will 
more  fully  appear  from  our  answer  to  the  other  branches  of 
your  inquiry. 

The  basis  of  valuation  of  the  several  railroads  was  the  net 
income  of  each  ;  and  the  result  of  this  was  modified  by  a  con- 
sideration of  the  market  value  of  the  stock,  the  state  of  repair 
of  the  road,  and  other  facts  deemed  proper  to  be  considered. 

The  rate  of  taxation  was  determined  by  the  average  rate  of 
taxation  of  the  other  property  in  the  state,  modified  by  a  pro- 
portional valuation  thereof.  To  this  end  we  received  evidence 
to  show  that  the  property  of  the  state  was  not  assessed  at  its  full 
value;  and  having  ascertained,  so  far  as  the  evidence  showed, 
the  extent  of  such  undervaluation,  we  deducted  from  the  aver- 
age rate  of  taxation  a  per  cent,  equal  to  the  per  cent,  of  under- 
valuation, and  thus   made  the  valuation   and  rate  of  taxation  of 
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railroads  as  near  as  practicable  uniform  with  that  of  other  prop- 
erty in  the  state. 

To  the  question  whether  this  assessment  is  in  accordance 
with  the  statute,  we  have  to  say:  The  statute  (chap.  62,  sec.  1, 
Gen.  Laws)  provides  that  the  tax  on  raih'oads  shall  be  "as  near 
as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  taxation  of  other  property  *  * 
in  the  towns  and  cities  in  which  such  railroad  is  located."  This 
implies  that  the  railroad  tax  is  a  municipal  tax  ;  but  the  supreme 
court,  in  the  case  of  the  Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad's 
appeal  from  our  assessment  of  1S79,  practically  decided  that 
this  tax  is  a  state  tax.  And  in  that  opinion  the  court  say,  that 
"  if  the  railroad  tax  is  a  state  tax,  this  statutory  provision  is  in 
conflict  with  the  constitution,  since  a  state  tax  must  be  propor- 
tional throughout  the  state."  Following  what  seemed  to  us  the 
plain  interpretation  of  this  opinion,  we  assessed  the  railroad  tax 
as  a  state  tax,  and  disregarded  the  statutory  provision  referred 
to.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Greene  of  Hopkinton,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Elections  in  relation  to  the  contested  seat  of  Jo- 
seph Q_.

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  State  Library,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred so  much  of  the  message  of  his  excellency  the  governor 
as  relates  to  enlarging  the  accommodations  for  the  state  library, 
and  likewise  the  petitions  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
and  other  citizens,  praying  for  increased  facilities  for  the  state 
library,  presented  the  following  report: 

The  concluding  sentence  of  his  excellency's  message  upon 
this  topic  is  in  the  following  words: — "If  the  library  is  to  be 
kept  serviceable,  some  measures  should  be  adopted,  without 
delay,  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  for  it,  either  within  or 
outside  the  capitol  building."  Your  committee,  being  desirous 
to  obtain  accurate  and  detailed  information  of  the  lack  of  ac- 
commodations so  emphatically  stated  by  his  excellency,  made 
minute   examinations  of  the   library  room,   and   of  the   books

therein,  and  their  disposal  and  arrangement ;  and,  also,  upon 
due  notice,  gave  a  public  hearing  to  the'  petitioners,  and  all 
others  who  desired,  to  attend  and  be  heard.  The  result  of  the 
investigation  of  your  committee  is  to  find  that  the  room,  de- 
signed to  contain  fifteen  thousand  volumes  as  its  utmost  capac- 
ity, now  contains  not  less  than  seventeen  thousand  volumes  dis- 
tributed upon  the  shelves,  the  excess  being  piled  in  double  rows 
and  in  inconvenient  alcoves;  that,  in  addition  to  the  foregoinc, 
there  are  in  boxes  and  in  miscellaneous  heaps  about  six  thou- 
sand volumes  scattered  throughout  the  capitol  building,  fifteen 
hundred  of  which  ought  to  be  in  convenient  arrangement  upon 
the  library  shelves,  and  the  balance  carefully  stored  in  the 
library  room,  readily  accessible  for  exchange  and  sale  ;  and  that 
the  yearly  increase  of  books  is  about  one  thousand  volumes. 

In  addition  to  the  works  pertaining  to  law,  including  the 
statutes  and  legal  publications  of  the  United  States  and  the  sev- 
eral states,  which  are  useful  to  the  unprofessional  inquirer  as 
well  as  to  the  lawyer,  the  library  contains  upwards  of  six  thou- 
sand volumes  relating  to  American  and  foreign  history,  natural 
history,  Smithsonian  publications,  patent-office  publications, 
the  numerous  surveys  and  scientific  works  of  government,  o-eol- 
ogy,  early  records  of  the  different  states,  agriculture,  horticul- 
ture,— including  the  forty  superb  volumes  of  the  Royal  Aoricul- 
tural  Society's  Journal,  which  are  valued  as  the  record  of  the 
best  and  most  advanced  thought  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in 
the  whole  range  of  agriculture, — cyclopedias,  and  reference 
books. 

Owing  to  a  lack  of  room,  many  of  the  books  belono-ino-  to 
this  branch  of  the  library  are  useless  for  practical  work,  and  if 
the  people  of  the  state  are  to  receive  the  full  benefit  of  this 
treasury  of  knowledge,  measures  must  be  adopted  for  securing 
additional  room  for  the  books  now  in  the  collection,  and  for  its 
growth.  Your  committee,  impressed  by  these  conditions,  made 
examinations  and  had  consultations  with  several  gentlemen 
with  a  view  of  devising  a  plan  for  the  enlargement  of  the  library 
room.  It  was  early  demonstrated  that  no  adequate  addition  to 
the  library  room  can  be  made  without  substantially  destroying 
the  accommodations  now  existing  for  the  legislature  and  the 
various  departments  of  the  state  already  occupying  the  capitol. 
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Indeed,  during  the  sessions  of  the  legislature,  the  library  room 
itself  is  appropriated  for  meetings  of  various  committees,  both 
day  and  evening,  and  the  room  ought  to  be  suitably  arranged 
and  appropriated  at  once  for  committee  rooms. 

Failing  to  discover  any  method  for  enlarging  the  present 
library  room,  your  committee  reach  the  conclusion  that  suffi- 
cient space  can  be  had  only  by  the  erection  of  a  new  library 
room.  While  fully  recognizing  the  need  of  such  a  room,  and 
believing  that  any  outlay  of  money  sufficient  for  that  purpose 
would  be  beneficial  and  bring  the  fullest  returns  to  the  tax- 
payers and  citizens  of  the  state,  and  that  they  are  ready  at  all 
proper  and  seasonable  times  to  make  liberal  appropriations  for 
the  encouragement  of  learning,  in  accordance  with  the  injunc- 
tions of  the  constitution  of  our  state,  yet  your  committee,  con- 
sisting as  it  does  of  only  three  members  of  the  house  and  one 
senator,  has  not  readily  at  hand  such  information  of  the  senti- 
ment of  the  people  and  the  legislators  now  assembled,  nor  of 
the  state  finances,  or  of  subjects  requiring  special  appropria- 
tions at  the  present  session,  as  to  warrant  it  in  recommending 
an  appropriation  for  a  new  library  room.  But  your  committee 
do  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  legislature  take  the  sub- 
ject into  careful  consideration,  as  recommended  by  his  excel- 
lency the  governor,  and  for  this  purpose  that  the  subject  be 
referred  to  a  larger  committee. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  labor  of  such  a  committee,  should 
the  legislature  deem  it  best  to  constitute  it,  your  committee  has 
caused  to  be  prepared  a  bill  which  may  be  of  service  and 
which  embodies  the  views  of  this  committee  as  to  how  the 
work  should  proceed,  if  this  legislature  deems  it  expedient  to 
cause  the  erection  of  a  new  library  room. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
resolution.

Such  justice  or  judge  may  allow  said  complainants, 
or  either  of  them,  or  any  person  who  may  seem  to  be  accused, 
to  appear  before  him,  personally  or  by  counsel,  and  to  interro- 
gate the  witnesses  ;  and  he  shall  take  brief  notes  of  the  testi- 
mony, and  may  also,  if  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  and  not 
otherwise,  reduce  the  testimony  of  any  witness  to  writing,  and 
cause  him  to  sign  the  same,  and  shall  close  said  inquiry  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  complaint,  and  make  a  record 
of  the  proceedings,  and  of  his  notes  of  the  testimony,  and  any 
sworn  depositions  therein,  and  transmit  the  same  at  once  to  the 
solicitor  of  the  county,  who  shall  cause  proceedings  to  be  insti- 
tuted for  any  violation  of  law  which  may  appear. 

Sec.  7.  If  such  inquiry,  before  such  justice  or  judge,  shall 
disclose  any  violation  of  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  chapter

One  hundred  and  seventeen  members  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive, and  one  hundred  and  three  in  the  negative.

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads 
dissented  from  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rail- 
roads, in  relation  to  the  bill  authorizing  the  extension  of  the 
Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad,  and  submitted  the  following 
statement : 

They  are  unable  to  say  what  particular  statements  in  that 
report  might  meet  their  approval,  for  the  following  reasons, 
viz., — (1)  The  committee  itself  has  had  no  discussion  or  delib- 
eration whatever  upon  the  bill,  or  the  object  of  the  bill,  until, 
in  a  session  held  this  morning,  commencing  less  than  an  hour 
before  this  present  session  of  the  house  at  which  this  report  is 
presented  ;  (2)  the  draft  of  the  report  itself  being  laid  before 
the  committee  within  this  part  of  an  hour,  with  no  previous 
intimation  of  its  extent,  its  argument,  or  its  details,  the  under- 
signed have  had  no  opportunity  to  examine,  consider,  or  dis- 
cuss its  particular  assertions.  For  these  i*easons  they  are  utterly 
unable,  without  asking  a  delay  which  they  felt  that  the  house 
would  regard  with  regret,  to  refer  specifically  to  anything  in 
the  report  excepting  the  conclusion  recommending  that  the  bill 
be  indefinitely  postponed.  Put  the  impression  left  upon  the 
minds  of  the  undersigned  is,  that  some  of  its  statements  are 
proper,  many  are  irrelevant,  some  are  mistakes,  and  from  most 
of  them  are  drawn  inferences  which  the  undersigned  totally 
deny. 
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They  are  also  embarrassed  by  the  fact  that  several  members, 
who  have  expressed  their  convictions  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
bill,  were  this  morning  absent  from  the  city,  and  the  under- 
signed are  not  authorized  to  use  their  names.  It  is  of  course 
true,  however,  that  a  majority  of  the  committee  have  voted  in 
favor  of  the  report. 

The  undersigned  therefore  must  content  themselves  with  ex- 
pressing their  own  dissent  from  the  report.  They  believe,  in 
view  of  the  evidence  before  the  committee,  that  the  extension 
ought  to  be  allowed,  as  an  act  of  simple  justice  to  the  citizens 
of  the  locality  of  the  pi'oposed  extension,  who  have  almost 
unanimously  petitioned  for  this  relief;  that  it  will  be  eminently 
for  the  public  good  and  the  development  of  the  prosperity  of 
the  state  ;  that  it  will  in  no  wise  injure  the  existing  interests  of 
any  corporations  or  individuals,  but  rather,  all  completed,  will 
be  to  their  advantage  ;  and  that  no  act  of  any  legislature,  or  any 
real  or  supposed  agreement,  contract,  or  bargain,  by  any  corpo- 
ration or  persons,  exists,  which  should,  either  in  law  or  in 
honor,  prejudice  the  application  of  the  petitioners,  but  precisely 
the  reverse. 

With  these  convictions,  the  undersigned  advise  that  the  bill, 
when  perfected  by  certain  amendments  which  they  will  pro- 
pose to  secure  connections  with  some  other  roads,  ought  to 
pass.

By  Mr.  Cook  of  Campton,  the  remonstrance  of  G.  D.  Mitchel 
of  Campton,  who,  having  signed  a  petition  for  a  general  rail- 
road law  under  a  misapprehension,  now  remonstrates  against 
the  same. 
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By  Mr.  Carr  of  Wihnot,  the  remonstrance  of  John  Wood- 
ward, of  Wilmot,  a  stockholder  in  the  Boston,  Concord  & 
Montreal  Railroad,  against  the  passage  of  the  act  to  extend  the 
Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad  from  Alton  Bay  to  Weirs 
and  Laconia. 

By  Mr.  Sleeper  of  Gilford,  the  petition  of  H.  O.  Bughee  and 
two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  others,  of  Gilford,  praying  for 
a  general  railroad  law. 

To  Committee  on  Agriculture  : 

By  Mr.  Colby  of  Claremont,  the  remonstrance  of  Russell 
Jarvis  and  others,  of  Claremont,  against  the  passage  of  an  act 
making  a  barbed  wire  fence  a  legal  fence. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  together 
with  the  bill  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Association  of  Chiropodists,"  was  taken  from  the  table, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Kenison  of  Allenstown,  and  recommitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Incorporations. 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Yeaton,  from  the  Committee  on  State  Normal  School,  to 
whom  was  recommitted  the  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  statement  : 

Your  committee  visited  the  State  Normal  School  while  in 
session,  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  institution.  They  were  satisfied  with  the  work 
and  management  of  the  school,  and  believe  its  success  and  use- 
fulness are  fully  established.  It  is  doing  thorough  work  in 
specially  training  teachers  for  our  common  schools,  and  in  so 
doing  becomes  a  necessary  part  of  our  common  school  system. 

Your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the 
school  is  worthy  of  our  confidence  and  support,  and  ought  to 
be  generously  sustained.  It  is  a  state  institution  :  and  the  state 
owns,  for  this  purpose,  at  Plymouth,  buildings,  land,  and  fur- 
niture valued  at  about  forty  thousand  dollars.  A  sufficient  sum 
of  money  should  be  appropriated  to  make  necessary  repairs 
and  improvements.

Your  committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  mode 
of  heating  is  unhealthy  and  dangerous,  and  that  an  appropria- 
tion is  needed  to  put  steam  heating  apparatus  into  the  school 
building  and  boarding-house. 

The  present  arrangement  for  water-closets  at  the  boarding- 
house  and  school  building  is  unhealthy  and  entirely  unsuitable, 
and,  as  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  can  now  be  had,  the  board 
of  trustees  desire  to  put  in  new  closets. 

New  carpets,  and  some  additional  furniture,  are  needed  at 
the  boarding-house,  and  new  blackboards  in  the  school  building. 

An  unfinished  room  in  the  school  building  is  very  much 
needed  for  a  cabinet  and  library  room,  and  it  ought  to  be  fin- 
ished for  that  purpose.  The  institution  has  a  full  set  of  geolog- 
ical specimens  collected  by  the  state  geologist,  and  other  valua- 
ble specimens,  but  there  is  at  present  no  room  finished  suitable 
for  them  ;  but  the  unfinished  room  was  designed  to  be  fitted  up 
for  that  purpose. 

The  following  estimates  for  steam  heating  apparatus  and  the 
necessary  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carefully  pre- 
pared and  submitted  to  us  by  the  board  of  trustees,  which  were 
as  follows  : 

For  steam  heating  apparatus  for  boarding  house  and 

school  building,  $2,900.00 

For    painting   and    repairing    school    building,    and 

putting  in  new  blackboards,  S00.00 

For  painting,  papering,  and  repairing  boarding- 
house,  300.00 

For  new  carpets  and  additional  furniture  for  board- 
ing-house, 300.00 

For  supplying  water,  putting  in  water-closets  and 
bath-room  at  boarding-house,  and  water-closets  in 
school  building,  including  the  necessary  plumbing 
for  the  same,  300.00 

For  finishing  off  geological  and  library  room,  400.00 


$5,000.00 
The  committee  therefore  unanimously  recommend  the  pass- 
age of  the  joint  resolution. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Heath  of  Manchester  moved  to  lay  the  joint  resolution 
on  the  table.

The  undersigned  dissent  from  the  majority  of  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary  recommending  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the 
bill  reenacting  the  act  of  1S79  relative  to  minority  representa- 
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tion  in  corporations,  and  we  recommend  that  the  bill  pass  in  a 
new  draft  as  reported  by  us. 

This  act  was  passed  July  19,  1S79,  and  upon  the  request  of 
its  opponents  was  made  to  take  effect  only  upon  its  adoption  by 
the  people.  It  was  so  adopted  at  the  November  election,  1S80, 
by  22,657  yeasi  ancl  IO;474  nays' — majority,  12,183. 

The  application  of  the  law  has  been  evaded,  and  it  has  been 
claimed  that  its  language  is  not  sufficiently  precise,  and  that  it 
is  unconstitutional  because  it  was  submitted  to  the  people ! 
The  bill  reported  by  us  reenacts  the  law,  and  adds  thereto 
words  sufficient  to  make  its  meaning  unmistakable,  and  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  popular  decision. 

This  law  has  been  adopted  in  Missouri,  West  Virginia,  Cal- 
ifornia, Illinois,  and  Pennsylvania,  has  operated  beneficially, 
and  has  done  no  injury.  It  is  entitled  to  a  fair  trial  in  New 
Hampshire,  which  it  has  not  yet  had.

The  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize  the  annual  town-meet- 
ings in  Hart's  Location  for  the  years  1S79,  1SS0,  and  1SS1," 
being  in  order  for  that  purpose,  was  read  a  second  time  and  or- 
dered to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Dole  of  Lebanon  gave  notice  that  on  to-morrow  or 
some  subsequent  day  he  should  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  of  the  house  whereby  the  claim  of  Harvey  P.  Ross  of 
Bath  was  disallowed,  he  having  voted  with  the  majority. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Heath  of  Manchester,  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Dearborn  of  Auburn  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  the  house 
whereby  the  joint  resolution  relative  to  the  centennial  celebra- 
tion at  Yorktown  was  passed,  was  taken  from  the  table  and 
considered.

Mr.  Chandler,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  unclaimed 
freights,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendment,  and  recommended  its  passage: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  i.  Upon  application  of  the  proprietors  of  any  rail- 
road corporation  or  other  common  carriers,  the  supreme  court 
may  order  the  sale  on  suitable  notice  and  terms  of  any  property 
transported  by  them  which  has  remained  unclaimed  for  one 
year,  and  may  make  such  order  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  as  may  be  just ;  and  fresh  fish,  or  meat,  or 
fruits,  or  vegetables,  quickly  perishable,  not  removed  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  their  arrival  and  notice  to  the  sender  or 
consignee,  may  be  sold  by  such  proprietors  or  carriers  at  public 
or  private  sale,  and  the  facts  of  such  sale  subsequently  reported 
to  the  court  and  their  order  taken  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
proceeds  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  laid  on 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Frost,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  village  water 
and  fire  districts,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Chandler,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  having 
considered  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  taxation  of 
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American  ships  engaged  in  the  foreign  carrying  trade,"  report- 
ed the  same  with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Purmort,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  so  much  of  the  governor's  message  as  refers  to 
agriculture,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  bill  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  prevent  the  sale  of  adulterated  and  worthless 
seeds,"  with  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Stevens,  from  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Stat- 
utes, reported  the  accompanying  bill  for  the  consideration  of 
the  house  : 

An  act  in  aid  of  purity  of  elections,  and  to  punish  parties 
guilty  of  bribery  and  the  fraudulent  and  corrupt  use  of  money 
therein. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

The  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  annual  reports  of  the  board  of  visitors  and  of  the 
trustees,  superintendent,  treasurer,  and  financial  agent  of  the 
asylum,  made  June,  1SS1,  and  which  is  charged,  by  the  rules 
of  the  house,  with  the  duty  of  examining  the  accounts  of  the 
asvlum,  and  its  rules  and  government,  and  all  matters  of  gener- 
al interest  connected  therewith,  respectfully  reported  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  committee  early  visited  the  asylum,  in  connection  with 
the  committee  from  the  honorable  senate,  and  inspected  the 
various  parts  of  the  asylum,  including  every  floor,  every  wing, 
and  all  connected  buildings.  But  in  addition  thereto  various 
members  of  the  committee  visited  the  asylum  at  times  not  pre- 
viously known  to  the  superintendent  or  trustees.  At  an  early 
date,  also,  sub-committees  were  appointed,  who  were  to  visit 
and  examine  at  various  times  in  certain  specified  departments. 
These  sub-committees  were  as  follows : 
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1.  A  committee  to  examine  in  detail  the  means  and  method 
of  warming  and  ventilation  extending  to  the  separate  rooms. 

2.  A  committee  to  examine  the  means  of  protection  against 
fire, — the  stand-pipes,  hose,  amount  of  water,  disposition  of  the 
attendants  in  case  of  alarm,  and  means  of  escape. 

3.  A  committee  to  inspect  the  food, — raw  material,  cooking, 
amount,  quality,  and  variety  of  supply,  and  method  of  distribu- 
tion at  the  tables. 

4.  A  committee  to  examine  the  farm  in  its  relation  to  exer- 
cise of  inmates  by  labor,  and  the  supplies  of  productions  for 
use  at  the  asylum. 

5.  A  committee  to  examine  the  sewerage  and  drainage. 

6.  A  committee  to  examine  the  accounts  and  method  of  keep- 
ing the  same,  and  especially  as  to  the  particular  accounts  with 
each  inmate. 

7.  A  committee  to  consider,  on  repeated  investigations,  the 
medical  and  curative  methods  in  the  institution,  extending  to  all 
influences  intended  for  this  purpose. 

The  committee  of  the  house,  after  consideration  of  all  these 
sub-reports,  wotdd  repot t  to  the  house  its  entire  satisfaction 
with  the  condition  of  the  asylum  in  its  every  part,  except  with 
a  single  criticism  :  In  regard  to  danger  from  fire,  the  committee 
finds  that  nearly  every  possible  safeguard  is  provided  :  partition 
walls  are  of  brick  with  iron  doors,  stand-pipes  and  hose  in 
every  hall,  ample  water  supply  in  tanks  next  the  roofs,  and  the 
steam  pump  can  throw  water  over  the  buildings.  One  wing 
alone  has  only  one  way  of  egress  :  it  ought  to  have  two,  one 
at  each  end.  The  committee  has  suggested  to  the  trustees  that 
a  projection  for  a  stairway  can  readily  be  built  when  the  new 
building  already  authorized  shall  be  constructed,  connecting 
with  that  wing.  A  few  feet  of  space  in  one  spot  in  one  build- 
ing is  not  covered  by  hose-pipe,  but  the  trustees  will  proceed  at 
once  to  make  suitable  provision.  The  committee  has  also  sug- 
gested to  the  trustees  the  necessity  of  specific  instruction  to 
watchmen  and  attendants  how  to  proceed  in  case  of  any  alarm. 
As  a  whole,  however,  with  its  internal  preparations  and  its  im- 
mediate connection  with  the  city  department  by  fire  alarm, 
there  is  no  need  of  fear.

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The  committee  reports  to  the  house,  that  in  its  opinion  the 
asylum  is  doing  the  work  appointed  to  it  for  the  unfortunate 
class  which  needs  its  ministrations  in  a  manner  which  ought  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  a  copy  of  the  re- 
ports submitted  to  it  be  filed   in   the  office  of  the   secretary  of 

state.

The  report  was  accepted,  the  recommendations  adopted,  and 
the  report  ordered  printed  for  the  benefit  of  the  house. 

The  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  to  which  was 
referred  a  proposed  resolve  that  a  committee  of  seven  members 
of  this  house  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  general  and  finan- 
cial management  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
for  ten  years  past,  with  authority  to  sit  after  adjournment, — 
which  proposed  resolution  is  appended  to  this  report, — respect- 
fully reported  as  follows  : 

i.  No  petitions  or  requests  of  any  kind  have  come  to  the 
house  asking  for  any  such  committee  or  for  any  investigation, 
nor  have  any  complaints  been  laid  before  your  committee. 

2.  Your  committee  has  made  what  it  believes  to  be  an  un- 
usually minute  and  protracted  examination.  It  has  appointed 
sub-committees  on  every  part  of  the  asylum  and  its  manage- 
ment. It  has  given  time  and  labor  to  investigation.  Your  com- 
mittee has  found  the  utmost  readiness  to  exhibit  every  part  and 
every  feature  of  the  asylum  to  inspection,  and  the  committee 
has  unhesitatingly  assumed  that  the  house  intended  it  should 
exercise  the  most  complete  power  of  examination.  The  satis- 
factory results  of  this  examination  are  given  in  a  preceding  re- 
port. The  committee  is  unable  to  find  anything  which  would 
justify  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee. 

3.  The  immediate  government  of  the  asylum  is  in  the  hands 
of  twelve  trustees  appointed  for  limited  terms  by  the  governor 
with  approval  of  the  council.  The  trustees  are  men  of  warm 
hearts  and  clear  business  habits.  Their  own  rules  of  constant 
examination  are  satisfactory.  The  names  of  these  gentlemen 
would  command  the   perfect    confidence  of  this   house.     The 
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superintendent  is  himself  a  man  whose  reputation  is  European 
as  well  as  American,  and  who  is  unsurpassed  in  any  qualities 
for  his  post  by  any  superintendent  at  any  place. 

4.  Above  these  trustees  the  humane  sentiment  of  New  Hamp- 
shire has  placed  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  the  governor, 
his  council,  the  president  of  the  senate,  and  the  speaker  of  this 
house.  This  board  has  power  ample  for  every  need.  It  has 
this  year  again  reported  its  satisfaction  with  the  work  of  the 
asylum. 

5.  It  should  be  remembered  that  only  four  years  ago  a  com- 
mittee reported  on  the  financial  affairs  of  the  asylum.  That 
committee  examined,  by  an  expert,  the  accounts  from  the  very 
beginning  of  the  work  of  the  asylum.  It  spent  many  weeks  in 
verifying  the  entries,  testing  every  single  entry  on  the  books 
through  all  these  years,  and  balancing  the  accounts.  That 
committee's  report  was  printed.  This  labor  cost  the  state 
nearly  seven  hundred  dollars.  It  seems  utterly  needless  to  go 
over  this  ground  again  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  renew  an 
investigation  at  so  early  a  date. 

The  committee  therefore  reports  the  resolution  submitted  to 
it  with  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  this  resolution  be  in- 
definitely postponed.

Resolution  introduced  at  a  session  of  the  house  June  24,  1SS1, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  seven  members  of  this 
house  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  to  inquire  fully  into  the 
financial  and  general  management  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asy- 
lum for  the  Insane  during  the  ten  years  last  past,  said  commit- 
tee to  have  power  and  authority  to  sit  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  present  session  of  the  legislature,  and  to  summon  witnesses, 
and  send  for  and  have  the  use  of  any  books  or  papers  pertinent 
to  the  inquiry  in  the  possession  of  the  officers  of  said  institution 
— said  committee  to  report  to  the  governor  and  council. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  commit- 
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tee  adopted,  and   the  report   ordered   printed  for  the  benefit  of 
the  house. 

The  Committtee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  to  which  was 
referred  so  much  of  the  message  of  his  excellency  the  gov- 
ernor as  relates  to  the  insane  poor  in  the  several  county  alms- 
houses in  the  state,  respectfully  reported  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  felt  the  importance  of  the  subject  committed 
to  it,  and  therefore  sent  out  committees  to  each  county  alms- 
house to  examine  the  condition  of  the  insane  poor  with  refer- 
ence to  certain  important  particulars.  These  committees  vis- 
ited the  several  alms-houses  without  previous  notice  to  those  in 
charge,  made  careful  examination,  and  reported  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Your  committee  is  therefore  able  to  report  some  facts  in  the 
case  : 

1.  The  persons  in  charge  of  the  poor  in  the  several  alms- 
houses are  found  to  be  kind  and  faithful  in  their  care  of  the 
poor,  and,  of  course,  the  sane  in  charge  of  the  insane. 

2.  The  condition  of  the  houses,  as  to  comfort,  convenience, 
cleanliness,  facilities  for  bathing,  and  the  like,  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  except  in  one  county  ;  and  the  commissioners  of 
that  county,  upon  learning  of  the  probable  report  of  this  com- 
mittee, at  once  asked  for  appropriations  needful  to  remedy  the 
evil,  and  the  convention  of  that  county  has  voted  the  appro- 
priation. 

3.  The  insane  in  the  county  houses  are  usually,  naturally,  of 
a  low  grade  of  intellect,  and  quite  a  number  of  them  have  been 
returned  from  the  state  asylum  as  incurable.  The  cost  of  their 
maintenance  is  of  course  considerably  less  than  it  would  be  in 
the  state  asylum.  Most  of  the  whole  number  are  incapable  of 
benefit  by  curative  means,  and  it  is  better  to  leave  them  where 
they  are. 

4.  But  there  appears  to  be  a  defect  in  the  laws  in  this  par- 
ticular, viz.  :  Under  the  laws  for  committing  insane  persons  to 
the  state  asylum,  the  certificates  of  two  physicians  is  requisite, 
but  in  the  county  alms-houses  it  appears  that  the  authority  of 
the  superintendent  or  commissioners  can  commit  a  person  to 
the   insane  ward   or  building,  and  thus  to   perpetual   imprison- 
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ment.  Your  committee  thinks  that  while  there  is  little  danger 
in  this,  yet  New  Hampshire  ought  to  extend  to  its  insane  poor 
the  same  safeguards  as  are  given  to  any  insane. 

5.  The  committee  finds  that  in  two  counties  there  are  per- 
sons who  in  all  probability  (the  sub-committee  being  physi- 
cians) might  be  cured  by  the  treatment  of  the  state  asylum. 
The  county  alms-houses  have  no  curative  methods  for  the  in- 
sane. To  restore  one  insane  person  to  reason  is  worth  legisla- 
tion. There  seems  to  be  now  no  practical  authority  to  order 
the  removal  of  such  persons.  There  ought  to  be  some  au- 
thority. 

The  committee,  however,  does  not  advise  hasty  legislation, 
or  legislation  except  upon  full  and  deliberate  examination  of 
facts.  It  therefore  reports  the  following  joint  resolution,  and 
recommends  its  passage.

The  senate  have  indefinitely  postponed  the  following  enti- 
tled bills: 

An-  act  to  sever  the  homestead  farm  of  Harry  O.  Franklin 
from  school  district  No.  6  in  Lyme,  and  annex  the  same  to  dis- 
trict No.  i  in  said  Lyme. 
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An  act  to  disannex  that  part  of  the  homestead  farm  of  Albert 
C.  Atvvood,  now  being  in  school  district  No.  12  in  the  town  of 
Sandwich,  and  annex  the  same  to  school  district  No.  23  in  said 
town. 

An  act  to  define  the  duties  of  moderators  in  certain  cases. 

The  house  concur  with  the  senate  in  their  amendment  to  the 
bill  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  deception  in  sales  of  butter  and 
cheese."

Any  officer  or  employe'  of  any  railroad  within 
the  state,  who  shall  make,  issue,  or  give  any  free  pass  or  pas- 
sage ticket,  not  intended  to  be  paid  for,  over  such  railroad,  or 
any  railroad  connecting  therewith,  to  any  person  not  allowed 
or  authorized  to  pass  free  according  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  General  Laws  relative 
to  passengers  and  freight  on  railroads  ;  or  who  shall  pass  or 
cause  to  pass  free  over  such  railroad  any  such  person  ;  and  any 
person  not  so  allowed  or  authorized  to  pass  free  who  shall  re- 
ceive and  use  any  such  free  pass  or  free  passage  ticket, — shall 
be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

No  free  passes  shall  be  issued  by  or  in  behalf  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  unless  they  are  signed  by  some  officer  of  said  cor- 
poration authorized   by  vote  of  the  directors  to   sign  the  same  ; 
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and  every  railroad  corporation  shall  keep  a  record  showing  the 
date  of  every  free  pass,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
issued,  the  points  between  which  the  passage  is  granted,  and 
whether  a  single  trip  or  time  pass,  and  if  the  latter,  the  time 
for  which  it  is  issued  ;  and  this  record  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  every  stockholder  in  said  corporation,  and  to  the  rail- 
road commissioners;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  cause  prosecutions  to  be  instituted  on  account  of  the 
issue  of  any  free  passes  contrary  to  law. 

Mr.  Hatch  of  Greenland  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  the 
bill.

Joint  resolution  providing  for  the  completion  of  the  repairs 
on  the  state  arsenal  at  Portsmouth. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler  of  Concord,  the  joint  resolution 
in  favor  of  a  constitutional  amendment,  that  if  any  state  shall 
omit  to  provide  or  to  effectually  enforce  laws  against  murder 
and  other  felonies,  the  congress  may  in  its  discretion  enact 
laws  punishing  such  crimes,  was  taken  from  the  table,  where 
it  was  left  as  unfinished  business  August  2,  and  placed  in  the 
regular  order  with  bills  on  their  second  reading. 

The  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Eastern  Tele- 
graph Company"  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  taken  from 
the  table,  and  amended  as  follows  :

Without 
previous  legislative  service,  and  without  experience  in  the 
responsible  position  in  which  I  found  myself,  I  could  do  no 
less  than  firmly  to  resolve  to  deal  fairly  and  impartially  with 
every  member,  to  rely  upon  you  for  aid  and  support,  and  to  do 
what  I  could  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  state.  The 
courteous,  generous,  magnanimous  treatment  I  have  received 
from  every  one  of  you  has  enabled  me  to  achieve  whatever  of 
success  has  attended  my  efforts.  When  we  met,  most  of  you 
were  strangers  to  me.

the  wrong,  sympathizing  with  the  brave  and  the  true,  and 
offering  petitions  to  Him  who  alone  has  power  to  thwart  the 
murderer's  plan,  avert  a  national  calamity,  and  restore  the 
wounded  hero  to  health  and  strength,  to  the  heart  of  his  family, 
and  to  the  rulership  of  the  best  government  beneath  God's 
eternal  blue. 

But,  fellow-members  and  officers,  I  observe  that  the  time  is 
nigh  at  hand  when  we  must  part,  and  as  we  separate  and  jour- 
ney on  towards  the  end  of  life's  cares  and  life's  joys,  if  the 
flowers  of  fortune  are  not  permitted  to  be  strewn  along  the 
pathway  of  all,  let  us  trust  that  those  of  sweeter  fragrance  and 
richer  hue,  breathing  forth  the  incense  of  love,  friendship,  and 
hope,  shall  spring  and  blossom  from  every  soul  here  present, 
because  of  the  pleasant  associations  of  this  session,  and  the 
consciousness  of  duty  well  performed.

MAJORITY   REPORT 

OF  THE 

Committee   on  tlie  Judiciary 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE 

ELECTION  OE  A  UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  message  of  his  excellency  the  governor  as  relates 
to  the  election  of  a  United  States  senator,  having  considered 
the  same,  present  the  following  majority  report: 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  (article  one)  provides 
that  "  The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of 
two  senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof." 

The  same  article  provides  that  the  "  times,  places,  and  man- 
ner of  holding  elections  for  senators  and  representatives  shall 
be  prescribed  in  each  state  by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the 
congress  may  at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regula- 
tions, except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing  senators." 

The  effect  of  these  provisions  clearly  is, — 

To  give  to  the  legislatures  of  the  states,  respectively,  the 
right  to  choose  senators  in  the  congress,  and  to  give  to  congress 
the  paramount  right  at  any  time  by  law  to  make  or  alter  regu- 
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lations  as  to  the  times  and  manner  of  choosing  senators  by  the 
legislature  of  each  state. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  thus  given  by  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States,  Congress  passed  the  act  regulating  the 
election  of  senators,  approved  July  25,  1S66,  as  follows  : 

"The  legislature  of  each  state  which  is  chosen  next  preced- 
ing the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  any  senator  was  elect- 
ed to  represent  such  state  in  congress,  shall,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to 
elect  a  senator  in  congress." 

Prior  to  this  act  of  1866,  each  state  regulated  the  times  and 
manner  of  electing  senators,  as  well  as  the  place  of  holding  the 
election.  Abuses  sprung  up  under  this  system  which  the  act 
of  congress  was  intended  to  avoid.  In  some  cases,  partisan 
members,  having  control  of  a  state  legislature  elected  without 
reference  to  the  choice  of  a  senator,  anticipating  the  expiration 
of  a  senatorial  term,  and  that  an  intervening  legislature  chosen, 
or  to  be  chosen,  would  be  composed  of  a  majority  of  members 
of  adverse  politics  to  their  own,  elected  a  senator  long  befoi"e 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  began.  In  other  instances, 
when  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  were  of  adverse  politics, 
the  election  of  senators  was  obstructed.  To  avoid  these  and 
other  abuses,  and  to  secure  the  latest  expression  of  the  people 
through  its  legislature,  congress  passed  the  act  of  1S66,  regu- 
lating both  the  time  and  the  manner  of  the  election  of  senators 
by  the  legislature  of  each  state. 

The  question  of  the  construction  of  this  statute  of  1S66  arose 
in  New  Hampshire  at  the  June  session  of  the  legislature  of 
1878,  with  reference  to  the  election  of  a  successor  to  Senator 
Wadleigh,  whose  term  was  to  expire  March  4th,  1879. 

By  the  new  constitution  another  legislature  was  to  be  chosen 
in  November,  1878,  which  was  to  meet  in  June,  1S79  ; — and 
the  question  was,  whether  the  senator  should  be  elected  in 
187S  or  1879.  Bills  were  introduced  into  the  United  States 
senate  to  settle  the  question  by  law  ;  and  one  declared  it  to  be 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  act  of  1S66  that  the  New 
Hampshire  legislature  of  1S7S  might  elect.  This  bill  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  Sen- 
ator McMillan,  in  June,  1S7S,  made  a  full  and  elaborate  report, 
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declaring  that  the  legislature  of  1878,  then  in  session,  had  no 
right  to  elect,  and  that  the  election  of  Senator  Wadleigh's  suc- 
cessor must  be  made  by  the  legislature  of  1879  >  anc^  ^ne  com- 
mittee recommended  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill ; — 
and  this  report  was  accepted  by  the  senate  without  dissent,  and 
the  bill  indefinitely  postponed  by  unanimous  vote. 

This  report  was  concurred  in  by  Senators  Hoar,  Angus  Cam- 
eron, and  every  other  member  ;  was  in  accordance  with  the 
views  and  wishes  of  Senators  Wadleigh  and  Rollins,  and,  being 
communicated  to  the  New  Hampshire  legislature,  was  accepted 
by  them,  without  opposition,  as  settling  the  question  against 
their  right  to  elect ;  and  the  successor  to  Senator  Wadleigh  was 
chosen  by  the  legislature  of  1S79,  and  it  was  never  asserted  that 
he  was  not  elected  by  the  proper  legislature. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  occurring  between  March  4,  1S79,  and 
the  June  session  of  that  year,  the  governor  appointed  Honor- 
able Charles  H.  Bell,  who  was  admitted  after  a  lengthy  debate. 

Since  that  time  various  efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  con- 
gress to  pass  an  enabling  act,  or  an  act  so  modifying  the  act  of 
1866  as  to  allow  the  legislature  chosen  and  meeting  next  before 
a  senatorial  vacancy  to  fill  the  same  ;  but  these  efforts  have  been 
unavailing,  and  it  is  understood  have  been  abandoned. 

At  the  time  of  the  election  of  the  members  of  the  present  leg- 
islature, in  November,  1880,  it  is  indisputable  that  the  people 
of  the  state,  of  both  political  parties,  rested  upon  the  determi- 
nation of  1878,  and  had  no  expectation  whatever  that  the  legis- 
lature then  elected  would  choose  a  senator. 

The  simple  question  now  before  the  house  is,  whether  it  will 
regard  the  law  of  1866,  conform  to  the  precedent  of  187S, 
and  remit  the  next  election  of  senator  to  the  legislature  of 
1883  ;  or  whether  it  will  disregard  the  law,  reverse  the  prece- 
dent, and  elect  a  senator  two  and  one  half  years  before  he  will 
be  called  upon  to  take  his  seat. 

The  committee  know  of  no  reason  why  this  new  departure 
should  be  taken.  Not  one  single  new  fact  has  occurred  as  a 
reason  therefor  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  there  have  been  the 
unsuccessful  efforts  to  procure  a  change  in  the  law.  There  has 
been,  it  is  true,  the  debate  on  the  admission  of  Senator  Bell,  in 
which  several  senators  expressed  their  individual  opinions  in 
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favor  of  the  right  of  the  legislature  of  187S  to  elect,  but  they 
cannot  be  of  sufficient  weight  to  override  the  McMillan  report, 
from  which  none  of  these  senators  at  the  time  dissented. 

No  argument  founded  upon  the  alleged  unconstitutionality 
of  the  law  of  congress  is  deemed  by  the  committee  sufficient  to 
justify  the  sudden  and  unexpected  attempt  to  precipitate  a  pre- 
mature election  of  senator  by  this  legislature. 

By  conforming  to  the  law,  doubtful  and  troublesome  ques- 
tions will  be  avoided,  popular  expectation  will  be  realized,  a 
senator  will  be  chosen  by  a  legislature  elected  for  that  purpose 
and  at  a  period  near  to  the  close  of  the  term  to  be  filled,  and  all 
parties  will  agree  to  the  legality,  propriety,  and  fairness  of  the 
election  ;  while  nothing  will  be  lost  except  a  nominal  term  of 
three  months  in  the  senate,  in  a  year  when  there  will  probably 
be  no  spring  session,  and  which  term  can  be  filled,  as  before,  if 
necessary,  by  an  appointment  by  the  governor. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  house  will  not  go  into  an  election  of 
United  States  senator  at  this  session,  and  that  the  subject  be 
postponed  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature.

MINORITY   REPORT 


COMMITTEE     ON    THE  JUDICIARY 


IN  RELATION  TO  THE 


ELECTION  OF  A  UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  which 
committee  was  referred  so  much  of  the  message  of  his  excel- 
lency the  governor  as  relates  to  the  election  of  a  United  States 
senator,  present  the  following  minority  report : 

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  regret  that 
they  are  unable  to  join  in  the  conclusions  of  the  majority  of  the 
committee  on  the  very  important  question  which  has  been  re- 
ferred to  them. 

We  understand  the  question  under  consideration  to  be, 
whether  the  legislature  now  in  session  has  the  legal  right 
and  authority  to  choose  a  senator  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  for  the  full  term,  commencing  on  the  4th  of  March, 
18S3.  In  order  to  give  a  full  elucidation  of  the  question,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  a  brief  historical  review,  or 
statement  of  the  facts  which  have  given  rise  to  the  inquiry. 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  (art.  i,sec.  4)  provides 
that  "the   times,  places,  and   manner   of  holding  elections  for 
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senators  and  representatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state 
by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  that  congress  may  at  any  time, 
by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the 
places  of  choosing  senators." 

The  states  had  been  practically  left  to  regulate  the  whole 
matter  of  senatorial  elections  for  themselves  up  to  1S66,  when 
for  the  first  time  congress  assumed  to  exercise  its  authority 
over  the  time  and  manner  of  choosing  senators  by  the  state 
legislatures,  and  enacted  the  following  general  law,  which 
is  found  in  section  14,  chapter  1,  title  2,  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States  :  "  The  legislature  of  each  state,  which  is 
chosen  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  any 
senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  state  in  congress,  shall,  on 
the  second  Tuesda}'  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof, 
proceed  to  elect  a  senator  in  congress." 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1866,  the  legislature 
of  New  Hampshire,  as  well  as  every  other  state  of  the  Union, 
"  chosen  "  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  senatorial  term, 
was  also  orga?iized  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  term,  and 
therefore  the  law  was  framed  to  be  applied  to  the  then  existing 
state  of  facts,  and  no  other.  As  it  was  the  manifest  purpose  of 
congress  to  confer  the  power  of  election  upon  the  last  legisla- 
ture in  existence,  and  capable  of  acting,  before  the  expiration  of 
the  term,  it  is  obvious  that  they  would  have  added  the  words 
"  and  organized"  to  the  word  "chosen"  in  the  law  had  they 
anticipated  a  state  of  facts  which  afterwards  actually  arose. 
Until  a  different  state  of  facts  should  arise,  the  inconvenience 
or  unconstitutionality  of  the  law  manifestly  would  not  appear. 

But  the  constitutional  convention  of  New  Hampshire,  held 
in  1S77,  by  an  oversight  or  inadvertence  in  the  changing  of  the 
constitution  of  the  state  so  as  to  pi'ovide  for  biennial  elections 
and  sessions  of  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  in  November  pre- 
ceding their  organization,  instead  of  March,  as  under  the  old 
constitution,  gave  occasion  for  this  difficulty.  This  produced 
the  contingency,  till  then  unforeseen  or  unheeded,  of  a  legisla- 
ture whose  members  should  be  chosen  in  November  preceding 
the  uniform  termination  of  the  senatorial  term  in  March,  but 
which  would  not  organize  or  have  any  official  existence  or 
functions  until  the  June  following  that  expiration.     While  this, 
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taken  in  the  most  literal  sense,  would  be  the  legislature  "  chos- 
en" next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term,  and  might,  in 
this  sense,  be  considered  as  the  legislature  described  in  the  law 
and  empowered  to  elect,  it  is  obvious  that  this  construction 
would  actually  necessitate  a  vacancy  at  the  commencement  of 
every  term. 

This  construction  would  have  been  obviated  by  the  addition 
of  the  words  "  and  organized,"  which,  unquestionably,  were  in 
accordance  with  the  real  intent  of  congress  in  passing  the  act, 
and  would  have  lodged  the  power,  in  clear  terms,  in  the  last 
legislature  in  existence  before  the  expiration  of  the  term, — the 
legislature  which  had  always  befove  exercised  the  right  of 
election,  and  had  an  undoubted  right  to  do  so  under  the  con- 
stitution. But  it  is  plain  that  this  interpretation  of  the  law, 
as  stated  above,  necessitates  a  vacancy  at  the  beginning  of 
every  senatorial  term,  and  as  it  is  not  conceivable  that  such 
was  the  intention,  either  of  congress  or  the  state,  it  is  to  be 
avoided  if  possible.  The  question  first  practically  came  for- 
ward in  June,  187S.  Senator  Wadleigh's  term  was  soon  to 
expire,  in  March,  1S79:  and  the  question  was,  whether  his 
successor  should  be  chosen  by  the  legislature  then  in  session, 
in  June,  1S7S,  or  by  that  whose  members  would  be  voted  for 
and  chosen  in  November,  1S7S,  but  which  would  have  no 
organization  or  official  being  till  June,  1S79,  three  months  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term. 

Under  these  circumstances,  a  bill  was  procured,  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  United  States  senate  by  Mr.  Merrimon,  of  North 
Carolina,  in  April,  1S7S, — introduced,  as  was  afterwards  said 
in  senate,  "  for  the  express  purpose  of  being  defeated," — 
which  declared  the  true  meaning  and  intent  of  the  law  of  1S66, 
above  cited,  to  be,  to  empower  the  legislature  of  1S7S  to  elect  a 
senator  in  New  Hampshire.  That  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,  who,  on  the  8th  of 
June,  187S,  through  Mr.  McMillan,  reported  adversely  thereon, 
and  the  bill,  upon  their  recommendation,  was  postponed  indefi- 
nitely. This  report  took  ground  in  favor  of  the  right  of  the 
legislature  of  1S79  to  elect,  and  is  the  famous  McMillan  report, 
so  often  referred  to  as  a  precedent,  and  as  authorizing  the  claim 
that  the  present  legislature  cannot  elect. 
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We  desire  to  say  of  this  report  that  it  was  evidently,  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  it,  a  hasty  expedient,  and 
its  adoption  a  "  snap  judgment"  of  the  senate.  Certain  it  is, 
that  Mr.  Saulsbury,  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  has  since 
admitted  that  it  was  but  little  considered  either  in  the  commit- 
tee or  in  the  senate.  There  was  no  discussion  of  it  anywhere, 
and  one  of  the  most  eminent  members  of  that  committee 
declares  over  his  signature  that  he  has  since  reversed  his  opin- 
ion, and  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Wadleigh's  successor 
ought  to  have  been  elected  by  the  old  legislature,  and  that  the 
governor  had  no  legal  authority  to  appoint  Mr.  Bell.  In  view 
of  these  facts,  not  then  fully  known,  we  submit  that  this  report 
was  not  and  is  not  entitled  to  any  great  weight  as  a  legal 
authority.  But  the  report  served  its  purpose,  and  under  its 
influence  our  legislature,  in  session  in  June,  1878,  refrained  from 
electing  a  senator  to  succeed  Mr.  Wadleigh.  As  all  remember, 
the  President  called  an  extra  session  of  congress,  to  assemble 
March  iS,  1879,  and  it  was  seen,  of  course,  that  one  of  the  sen- 
atorial seats  from  New  Hampshire  would  be  vacant.  In  this 
emergency,  after  fully  considering  the  question,  and  taking  the 
best  available  legal  advice,  Governor  Prescott  appointed  the 
Honorable  Charles  H.  Bell,  our  present  honored  governor,  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  and  he  appeared  in  the  senate  and  claimed  a 
seat.  His  credentials  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Priv- 
ileges and  Elections,  and  on  the  2d  day  of  April,  1S79,  Mr. 
Saulsbury  made  a  report  in  behalf  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee, adversely  to  Mr.  Bell's  right  to  a  seat,  and  Mr.  Hoar 
presented  a  minority  report  in  his  favor. 

Upon  the  consideration  of  those  reports  arose  a  most  elabo- 
rate and  interesting  discussion  of  all  the  legal  points  involved, 
which  continued  several  days,  and  was  participated  in  by  all 
the  eminent  lawyers  of  the  senate.  The  minority  report  finally 
prevailed,  and  Mr.  Bell  was  admitted  to  the  seat,  by  a  close  but 
not  partisan  vote,  in  a  senate  which  contained  a  large  Demo- 
cratic majority.  It  is  impossible  to  eliminate  from  the  whole 
discussion  any  common  ground  upon  which  the  senate  stood 
for  Mr.  Bell's  admission,  since  some  of  the  senators  voted  for 
and  others  against  him  for  the  same  reason,  and  different  sen- 
ators for  him  as  well  as  against  him  upon  grounds  diametrically 
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opposite.     The   contested   rights  of  rival   legislators  were  not 
directly  involved  in  the  discussion,  and  Mr.  Bell's  right,  it  was 
admitted  on  all  hands,  did   not  turn  upon   any  particular  con- 
struction of  the  law  of  1S66.     Indeed,  in  the  majority  report, 
the  committee  expressly  says, — "In  the  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee this  report  [the  McMillan  report],  and  the  action  of  the  sen- 
ate thereon  in  adopting  it,  are  not  important  in  the  settlement 
of  the  questions  now  presented."     But  many  learned  senators 
incidentally  discussed  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  earlier  or 
later  legislature  to  elect,  and  the  debate  is  most  instructive  up- 
on this  point.     We  believe  it  is  difficult  for  any  candid  man  to 
read  and  digest  the  discussion  and  not  arrive  at  the  conclusion 
that  the  great  preponderance  of  legal  opinion  in  the  senate  was 
in  favor  of  the  right  of  the  prior  legislature,  and  that,  in  their 
judgment,  a  mistake  was  made  in  postponing  the  election  from 
187S  to  1S79,  and  the  state  was  guilty  of  laches  and  abandon- 
ment of  her  constitutional  rights  in  so  doing.     In  the  debate  on 
Mr.  Bell's  admission,  and  in  subsequent  debates  arising  upon 
measures  proposed  to  relieve  New  Hampshire  of  her  disability, 
this  view  of  the  case  was  advocated  by  the  ablest  and  profound- 
est  constitutional  lawyers  of  the  senate  of  both  parties,  includ- 
ing Senators  Conkling  of  New  York,  Edmunds  of  Vermont, 
Carpenter  of  Wisconsin,  Blaine  of  Maine,  Dawes  of  Massachu- 
setts, Ingalls  of  Kansas,  Eaton  of  Connecticut,  Kernan  of  New 
York,  Hill  of  Georgia,  Beck  of  Kentucky,  Garland  of  Arkan- 
sas, Wallace  of  Pennsylvania,  McDonald  of  Indiana,  Davis  of 
Illinois  (a  former  justice  of  the   supreme  court  of  the  United 
States),  and  others.     Some  of  these  gentlemen  place  the  right 
of  the  legislature  last  organized,  and  capable  of  official  action 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term,  to  elect  senators  upon  one 
ground,  and  some  upon  another,  but  most  of  them  agreed  that 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  statute  was  to  vest  the  right 
in  the  legislature  last  organized  and  capable  of  official  action 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term  ;  that  the  act  is  susceptible 
fairly  of  that  construction  ;  and  that  that  construction  should  be 
given  to  the  law  which  will  carry  out  its   manifest  intent  and 
purpose,  and  save  it  from  conflict  with  the  constitution,  which 
is  paramount  in  authority. 

Mr.  Conkling   (Rep.)   emphatically  declared   that   the   prior 
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legislature  has  "  as  much  power  to  elect  a  senator  as  any  other 
legislature  has  ever  had  in  any  state  during  any  year  of  this 
century." 

Mr.  Eaton  (Dem.)  said  he  had  not  the  slightest  doubt  that 
the  prior  legislature  had  the  right  to  elect,  and  that  he  had 
heard  a  dozen  gentlemen  on  his  side  say  the  same  thing.  He 
added,  that  in  his  opinion  the  legislature  of  1878  had  an  un- 
doubted right  to  elect,  and  failed  to  do  its  duty. 

Mr.  Kernan  (Dem.)  said  that  the  legislature  of  1S78  was  the 
legislature  elected,  under  the  constitution  and  laws,  last  before 
the  vacancy,  "and  if  they  had  elected,"  said  he,  "I  have  no 
doubt  the  election  would  have  been  held  valid." 

Mr.  Blaine  (Rep.)  said, — "I  was  myself  strongly  of  the  be- 
lief that  the  legislature  of  1878  had  the  right  to  elect.  I  am 
still  of  that  opinion." 

Mr.  Carpenter  (Rep.)  said, — "  I  hold  that  the  legislature 
elected  in  March,  1S7S,  is  the  only  legislature  which  could 
elect  a  successor  to  Mr.  Wadleigh." 

Mr.  Davis  (Ind.)  said, — "  I  believe  in  the  construction  of  the 
law  of  1S66  which  was  given  here  yesterday  by  the  senator 
from  Wisconsin,  Mr.  Carpenter." 

Mr.  Dawes  (Rep.)  said, — "  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  any  legis- 
lature of  New  Hampshire  could  have  made  an  election,  it  must 
have  been  the  legislature  which  met  last  June." 

Mr.  Beck  (Dem.)  said, — "The  members  of  the  legislature 
that  meets  in  June,  1879,  were,  it  is  true,  elected  in  November, 
1878,  but  they  had  no  more  power  over  a  question  that  had  to 
be  determined  prior  to  the  4th  of  March,  1879,  than  they  would 
have  if  they  had  been  elected  in  April,  1S79.  Their  term  of 
office  does  not  begin  until  June,  1879,  an<^  tne  ^ate  °^  tneir 
election  gives  them  no  additional  authority.  They  are  not  in 
any  sense  a  legislature.  The  constitution  requires  that  the 
state  shall  have  a  man  here  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1S79,  and 
their  term  of  office  does  not  begin  until  June,  1S79  ;  and  whether 
they  were  elected  in  November,  1S7S,  or  in  April,  1879,  the 
newly  elected  men  were  in  no  sense  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  ;  and  the  legislature  that  was  previously 
elected,  and  whose  term  does  not  expire  until  June,  1879,  was, 
beyond  all  peradventure,  the  legislature  last  elected  prior  to  the 
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beginning  of  the  term  now  sought  to  be  filled  by  the  governor. 
Even  if  a  respectable  committee  of  this  body  unanimously  de- 
livered a  different  opinion,  it  only  proves  what  we  all  know, 
that  there  is  no  value  in  political  precedents." 

Mr.  Wallace  (Dem.)  said, — "  Having  notice  of  the  time,  the 
legislature  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  had  full  notice  of  the 
time  when  it  should  act,  in  view  of  the  expiration  of  the  term. 
The  constitution  placed  upon  it  the  responsibility  of  action  : 
it  was  bound  to  take  notice.  Having  full  notice  of  the  time  to 
act,  it  must  act.  It  is  bound  to  act,  or  it  fails  to  perform  its 
duty  as  a  part  of  the  family  of  states, — it  fails  to  carry  out  the 
constitution." 

Mr.  McDonald  (Dem.)  said, — ''In  my  judgment,  any  legis- 
lative body  in  any  state  that  has  vested  in  it  the  legislative 
power  of  that  state,  being  in  session  when  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  representation  of  that  state,  has  a  right  to  fill  it, — a  right 
under  the  constitution  strictly  conferred, — and  that  right  can- 
not be  impaired  or  taken  away  by  any  act  of  congress,  or  any 
power  outside  of  the  state." 

But  whatever  might  be  their  views  upon  the  construction  of 
the  law  of  1S66,  all  the  above  named  gentlemen,  and  others, 
took  the  ground  distinctly  in  debate,  that  unless  such  a  con- 
struction was  admissible, — unless  the  law  could  properly  be 
construed  as  to  give  the  right  of  election  to  the  legislature  in 
existence  and  capable  of  official  action  when  the  term  expires, — 
then  the  act  was  clearly  unconstitutional,  null,  and  void,  and 
might  be  disregarded  by  any  state  whose  constitutional  rights 
were  infringed  by  its  enforcement.  Their  argument  was,  that 
under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  (art.  i,  sec.  3)  it  is 
provided  that  "  the  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature 
thereof  for  six  years;  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote;" 
and  further,  that  "  no  state,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  de- 
prived of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate." 

They  maintained  that  these  constitutional  provisions  were  in 
the  nature  of  a  guaranty,  which  secured  to  every  state  the  op- 
portunity of  a  continuous  and  unbroken  representation  in  the 
senate,  under  the  choice  of  the  legislature,  and  that  any  law  of 
the  United  States  contravening  this  right,  or  conflicting  with  it, 
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or  depriving  any  state  of  it,  or  making  its  enjoyment  impos- 
sible, must  be  and  is  unconstitutional  and  inoperative,  and  the 
state  may  proceed  as  if  no  such  pretended  law  was  in  exist- 
ence. 

This  position  was  elaborated  by  some  senators  at  great  length, 
and  we  do  not  understand  that  any  senator  undertook  to  con- 
trovert it. 

Mr.  Garland  (Dem.)  said, — "  It  would  not  take  a  great  deal 
of  time,  I  think,  to  show  that  this  statute  is  not  constitutional." 

Mr.  Carpenter  (Rep.)  said, — "  Congress  can  make  no  alter- 
ations of  the  regulations  prescribed  by  a  state  which  shall  have 
the  effect  to  deprive  such  state  of  its  equal  representation  in 
the  senate  for  a  single  day.  A  single  day  is  as  clearly  in  vio- 
lation of  this  provision  of  the  constitution  as  jive  years.  There 
may  be  an  extra  session  convened  here  to  consider  the  question 
of  a  war  with  England  and  the  rest  of  mankind,  and  every 
state  is  entitled  to  be  represented  without  question  that  day, 
and  an  act  of  congress  which  makes  it  impossible  for  her  to 
have  that  representation  is  an  unconstitutional  act  of  con- 
gress, utterly  void,  of  no  force  or  effect,  and  binding  upon  the 
action  and  conscience  of  no  member  of  this  body.  The  fact 
is,"  said  Senator  Carpenter,  "  that  this  case  of  New  Hamp- 
shire has  arisen  since  the  act  of  1866  was  passed.  It  was  not 
in  the  minds  of  the  men  who  passed  that  act;  and  to  say  that 
that  act  should  be  warped  and  twisted  to  meet  a  case  which 
has  since  happened,  out  of  the  ordinary  course  of  proceedings 
of  the  states,  a  case  which  was  not  contemplated,  not  foreseen, 
not  thought  of,  is  to  pervert  every  established  principle  for 
construing  a  statute.  I  think  it  a  great  error  so  to  construe 
the  act  of  1866  ;  but  if  it  must  be  so  construed,  then  I  have  a 
short  reply.  The  act  forbids  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  to 
exercise  her  rignts  as  secured  to  it  by  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States.  The  act  is  therefore  unconstitutional  and  utterly 
void." 

"  I  submit  that  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  has  a  right  to 
an  equal  representation  on  their  floor.  She  had  a  right  to 
assemble  her  legislature  in  that  state  according  to  the  forms  of 
law  by  a  proclamation  of  the  governor  on  the  third  of  March, 
to   elect   a    senator  for   the  term    beginning'   on    the   fourth   of 
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March,  and   it  is  not  within  the   province  of  the  senate  or  of 
both  houses  of  congress  to  strip  her  of  that  honor. 

*********** 

"  To  escape  that  conclusion,  senators  must  say  that  New 
Hampshire  on  that  da}7  had  two  legislatures,  one  to  do  certain 
things,  and  one  to  do  certain  other  things.  But  the  most  im- 
portant thing  New  Hampshire  had  on  hand  the  fifth  of  March 
last  was  to  elect  a  senator,  and  if  the  governor  had  con- 
vened a  session  of  the  legislature  for  that  purpose,  on  that  day, 
I  want  to  know  upon  what  authority, — I  want  to  know  by 
what  clause  in  the  constitution, — both  houses  of  congress  could 
pass  a  law  which  should  deny  her  the  right  to  do  so  ?  But  it 
is  said  the  act  of  1S66  is  unconstitutional  and  void,  and  passed 
out  of  this  discussion  entirely.  But  I  submit,  the  act  of  1S66 
has  not  done  it.  It  is  an  unnatural  and  unreasonable  construc- 
tion of  that  act,  to  say  that  the  persons  who  would  some  time 
in  the  future  become  members  of  this  legislature, — it  maybe  one 
year,  it  may  be  two  years,  after  the  expiration  of  the  term, — 
that  they,  and  they  alone,  and  not  the  legislature  in.  life  and 
existence  on  the  fourth  of  March,  shall  make  that  election. 
Such  a  construction  would  make  the  act  unconstitutional,  and 
therefore  is  not  to  be  adopted  unless  its  language  imperatively 
leads  to  that  conclusion,  and  then  the  act  must  be  declared 
void.  We  must  distinguish  between  that  which  is  ordained  by 
the  federal  constitution,  and  that  which  is  established  by  state 
constitutional  laws.  The  constitution  of  the  United  States 
guarantees  to  every  state  the  right  of  perpetual  representation 
in  this  body.  Although  a  senatorial  term  may  expire  on  the 
fourth  of  March,  the  president  may  convene  congress  in  extra 
session  on  the  fifth,  to  consider  the  most  important  questions, 
and  every  state  is  entitled  to  be  represented  in  such  session. 
An  act  of  congress  which  makes  it  impossible  for  a  state  to 
enjoy  this  right,  deprives  the  state  of  that  which  the  constitu- 
tion secures  to  it,  and  is  therefore  null  and  void.  If  the  act  of 
1866  must  be  so  combined  as  to  deprive  New  Hampshire  of 
her  constitutional  right  of  representation,  then  it  is  void.  It 
should  not  be  so  construed  if  its  language  will  admit  of  any 
other  construction. 

*********** 
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"  I  submit,  that  if  congress  could  defer  the  power  of  election 
from  a  legislature  in  existence  when  the  term  expired  to  one 
which  would  be  in  existence  three  months  afterward,  it  would 
as  well  confer  it  upon  a  legislature  which  would  be  in  exist- 
ence ten  years  afterward.  Conceding  the  power  of  congress 
to  postpone  the  power  of  election  beyond  the  commencement 
of  a  new  term,  it  would  clearly  be  within  the  discretion  and 
power  of  congress  to  determine  how  long  such  power  should 
be  postponed." 

Mr.  Edmunds  (Rep.)  said, — "This  bill,  according  to  the 
amendment  agreed  to,  simply  provides 

"  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  whose  constitutional  term  com- 
mences next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a  senator 
in  congress  from  said  state,  to  choose  a  senator  to  fill  the  term 
which  will  so  expire." 

"According  to  my  understanding  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  that  is  precisely  what  the  law  is  now.  The  con- 
stitution declares  that  each  state  shall  be  entitled  in  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  two  senators,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  a  term  of  six  years  ;  and  the  operations  of  the  gov- 
ernment under  the  constitution  have  made  those  six  years  begin 
on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  that  being  the  day  on  which  the 
government  under  the  constitution  went  into  operation." 

"  I  suppose  nobody  would  doubt  that  the  legislature,  com- 
mencing its  session  at  a  time  next  and  last  preceding  the  fourth 
of  March,  when  a  vacancy  would  occur  in  the  representation 
of  a  state,  would  be  the  proper  legislature  to  fill  it,  and  that 
there  could  be  no  power  in  congress  to  provide  by  any  law  for 
such  a  species  of  election  as  should  leave  the  state  debarred 
from  electing  a  senator  by  its  legislature  lawfully  assembled  on 
the  last  occasion  before  the  vacancy  occurred.  I  should  sup- 
pose that  to  be  perfectly  clear ;  but  the  act  of  congress  of  1S66 
did  provide  (evidently  not  foreseeing  a  state  of  things  which 
might  exist)  that  it  should  be  the  legislature  last  elected  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  a  term.  Therefore,  as  in  the  case  of 
New  Hampshire,  taking  that  language  literally,  a  legislature 
elected  in  November  last  to  meet  under  its  constitution  in  June 
is  the  only  legislature   that  is  authorized  to  elect  a   senator  in 
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congress,  and  therefore  that  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  has 
no  constitutional  or  legal  right  to  have  a  senator  in  congress  by 
legislative  election  from  the  fourth  of  March  until  the  meeting 
of  the  legislature  in  New  Hampshire  in  June,  because,  under 
the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  which  it  has  a  right  to 
make  and  to  have  in  that  way,  the  constitutional  term  of  the 
members  of  its  legislature  runs  over  until  June.  Hence,  if  the 
governor  were  to  convene  a  called  session  of  the  legislature  to 
perform  this  duty,  he  would  have  to  convene  precisely  the  leg- 
islature that  the  act  of  congress,  reading  it  literally,  says  shall 
not  elect. 

"  If  the  act  of  1866  is  to  be  construed  that  way,  then  I  think 
it  is  an  invasion  of  the  constitutional  right  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  any  other  state  that  maybe  so  situated,  to  elect 
a  senator  in  time  to  begin  to  represent  his  state  when  the  sena- 
torial term  begins.  But  I  think,  in  view  of  the  constitution, 
that  the  act  of  1866  may  be  fairly  construed  according  to  its 
spirit,  and  not  strictly  according  to  its  letter.  The  spirit  and 
purport  of  the  act  of  1S66,  as  I  understand  it,  and  as  I  under- 
stood it  when  it  was  passed,  was  to  withdraw  from  preceding 
legislatures  that  had  sessions  two  or  three  years  before,  and 
between  which  and  the  next  vacancy  there  was  to  be  another 
legislature  not  only  elected  but  sitting,  the  right  to  go  on  and 
fill  vacancies  for  the  next  three  or  four  years,  which,  or  some- 
thing like  it,  had  happened  in  one  or  two  cases,  that  produced 
great  difficulty.     That  was  the  idea. 

"  I  think,  then,  that  fairly,  if  we  construe  the  act  of  1S66 
according  to  its  spirit  and  purpose,  and  apply  it  to  the  circum- 
stances, it  can  be  made  and  construed  to  be  the  requirement 
simply  that  the  last  constitutional  meeting  of  the  legislature  of 
a  state  under  its  constitution  preceding  a  4th  of  March  when  a 
vacancy  is  to  be  filled  has  the  right  to  fill  it,  although  the  mere 
letter  of  the  act  says  '  last  elected.'  However  that  may  be,  it 
might  be  wise,  and  I  think  it  is,  if  there  is  any  doubt  about  it, 
to  change  the  law  so  as  to  make  it  clear." 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  quote  further  from  the  opinions  of 
the  great  men  of  the  senate.  In  all  the  discussions  it  was  stated 
repeatedly  that  one  great  leading  object  of  the  constitution  was 
to  keep  the  seats  of  senators  always  full.     This  was  never  dis- 
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sented  from,  and  the  following  language  of  Chief-Justice  Taney 
was  quoted  with  the  fullest  approval  and  commanded  universal 
assent : 

"  The  constitution  was  formed  for  practical  purposes,  and  a 
construction  that  defeats  the  very  object  of  the  grant  of  power 
cannot  be  a  true  one.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  constitution 
that  the  offices  created  by  law  should  always  be  full." 

And  all  agreed  that  the  constitution  does  not  simply  invest 
the  state  with  the  right  to  elect  senators,  but  enjoins  it  as 
a  duty  to  keep  its  representation  full.  How,  then,  it  may  be 
asked,  can  that  duty  be  performed  under  a  law  which,  inter- 
preted as  is  claimed  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Judiciary  of  this  house,  makes  it  impossible  for  the  state  to 
keep  its  seats  occupied,  and  systematically  creates  a  vacancy 
for  the  first  three  months  of  ever}'  six  years  term  ? 

And  now  the  same  old  question  arises  again  for  our  consid- 
eration, under  the  identical  law  and  facts  which  existed  in  1S78, 
and  we  are  called  upon  to  determine  whether  we  will  slavishly 
follow  and  solidify  the  crude  and  ill-digested  precedent  of  that 
year, — a  course  which  we  submit  will  not  stand  a  critical  legal 
examination  for  a  moment, — a  precedent  and  an  interpretation 
of  the  statute  which  deprives  us  perpetually  of  representation  in 
the  senate,  by  choice  of  the  legislature,  three  months  at  the 
opening  of  every  term, — or  whether  we  shall  take  a  course 
which  has  the  sanction  and  approval  of  the  greatest  jurists  of 
the  United  States  senate,  which  is  the  tribunal  to  finally  pass 
upon  the  admission  of  any  senator  we  may  elect,  and  assert  the 
claim  on  our  part  to  one  of  the  great  rights  guaranteed  to  us  by 
the  constitution,  and  of  which  nothing  but  our  own  consent  can 
deprive  us. 

It  is  not  enough  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the  disability 
under  which  it  is  claimed  we  labor  is  one  created  by  ourselves, 
— by  our  own  inconsiderate  or  wilful  act  in  changing  our  rela- 
tions to  the  United  States  law  after  its  enactment, — and  that, 
therefore,  the  fault  is  our  own,  and  we  must  look  to  ourselves 
for  a  remedy.  This  has  been  suggested,  but,  in  our  judgment, 
is  entirely  untenable.  The  United  States  has  no  control  what- 
ever over  the  state,  in  reference  to  the  time  of  its  elections,  or 
the  date  of  the  assembling  of  its  legislature.    These  are  matters

over  which  we  have  an  exclusive  jurisdiction,  and  can  prescribe 
them  at  our  pleasure  at  anytime,  without  let  or  hindrance  from 
the  general  government.  If  any  state  right  is  clear  and  unques- 
tionable, this  is.  Mr.  Edmunds  expressly  asserts  this  in  the 
extract  above  given.  Nor  can  we  be  called  upon  to  adapt  or 
conform  ourselves  to  any  United  States  law  or  regulation  on  the 
subject,  but  may  fix  and  change  them  as  and  when  we  please. 
If,  then,  it  happens  in  any  given  case  that  the  United  States 
statute  is  incompatible  with  our  enjoyment  of  any  right  guaran- 
teed to  us  by  congress,  then  the  United  States  statute  is  so  far 
inoperative  and  must  go  to  the  wall.  This  is  the  true  doctrine 
of  state  rights,  a  doctrine,  however,  which  does  not  impair,  in 
the  least  degree,  any  just  authority  of  the  general  government, 
which,  we  gladly  admit,  is  paramount  and  supreme  in  all  mat- 
ters within  its  scope,  but  goes  not  an  inch  farther. 

It  is  noteworthy,  that,  since  this  question  arose  in  187s,  at- 
tempts have  been  made  repeatedly  to  pass  some  amendment, 
or  declaratory  or  enabling  act,  to  remove  the  doubts  touching 
the  law,  and  extricate  New  Hampshire  from  the  dilemma  in 
which  she  is  placed  ;  but,  in  addition  to  other  obstacles  encoun- 
tered, such  endeavors  have  been  inevitably  met  and  thwarted 
by  the  claims  of  the  most  eminent  lawyers  and  statesmen,  that 
we  need  no  relief  of  the  kind,  that  the  law  is  already  sufficient, 
and  that  under  it  we  are  fully  authorized  to  go  on  and  elect  by 
the  prior  legislature,  in  anticipation  of  the  vacancy. 

It  is  also  as  clear  as  any  future  event  depending  upon  human 
volition  can  be,  that,  in  view  of  the  record  and  declared  opin- 
ions of  the  prominent  men  of  both  political  parties  on  this  ques- 
tion, a  senator  chosen  by  us  at  this  time  would  be  admitted  to 
his  seat  without  serious,  and  probably  without  any,  objection. 

Upon  as  full  consideration  as  we  have  been  able  to  give  to 
the  question  during  the  limited  time  allotted  for  its  examina- 
tion, and  in  view  of  the  discussions  and  legal  authorities  that 
have  been  adverted  to,  we  are  constrained  to  the  following  con- 
clusions : 

1.  That  it  was  the  express  purpose  of  the  act  of  1S66  to  facil- 
itate elections  and  secure  an  unbroken  representation  for  every 
state,  and  not  to  create  vacancies. 

2.  That  it  was  the  manifest  intent  of  congress,  in  passing  the 
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act  of  1866,  to  vest  the  power  of  electing  a  senator  in  the  legis- 
lature in  existence  and  having  official  powers  at  the  time  the 
term  expires. 

3.  That  the  language  actually  employed  in  the  law  should 
be  interpreted,  if  possible,  so  as  to  effectuate  this  manifest  in- 
tention. 

4.  That  the  terms  of  the  law  of  1866  are  easily  susceptible  of 
this  construction,  inasmuch  as  at  any  given  time  there  can  strict- 
ly and  properly  be  said  to  be  but  one  legislature  in  existence  in 
a  state,  and  at  the  time  the  right  to  elect  occurs,  that  is  the  prior 
or  present  legislature,  and  no  other,  and  that  the  true  intent, 
meaning,  and  construction  of  the  law  of  1S66  is,  that  the  power 
to  elect  a  senator  resides  in  the  legislature  of  New  Hampshire 
at  this  session. 

5.  That  the  state  has  a  constitutional  right  to  continuous 
representation  in  the  senate,  by  the  choice  of  the  legislature, 
which  cannot  be  infringed,  impaired,  or  taken  away  by  any  act 
of  congress,  or  any  power  outside  of  the  state. 

6.  That  if  the  law  cannot  be  construed  as  above  claimed, 
then  it  is  clearly  unconstitutional,  null,  and  void,  since  it  de- 
prives the  legislature  of  the  power  of  preserving  a  continuous 
senatorial  succession,  and  necessitates  a  vacancy  at  the  begin- 
ning, not  only  of  the  next,  but  of  every  senatorial  term,  and  is 
therefore,  to  that  extent,  not  binding  upon  the  legislature  or  the 
state. 

In  any  event,  therefore,  the  conclusion  seems  to  us  to  be  irre- 
sistible, that  the  present  legislature  has  the  undoubted  right, 
and  rests  under  an  imperative  obligation,  to  proceed  with  the 
election  of  senator  at  this  session. 

This  being  our  conclusion  as  to  the  legal  right,  it  seems  un- 
necessary to  speak  of  the  importance  of  fulfilling  our  duty  under 
the  constitution.  It  will  not  be  denied  that  it  is  important  to 
the  interests  and  dignity  of  the  state,  as  well  as  of  the  republic, 
that  we  should  be  fully  represented  at  all  times  in  the  senate  of 
the  United  States.  That  body  is  liable  to  be  called  into  session 
at  any  time  to  deliberate  upon  the  greatest  questions, — ques- 
tions even  of  peace  and  war, — questions  of  foreign  and  internal 
policy  which  concern  the  most  vital  interests  of  the  state,  of  the 
country,  and  of  mankind.     We  should,  therefore,  be  careful  to 
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discharge  all  our  responsibilities  in  full  touching  this  great 
office  ;  and  we  confidently  assume  that  every  member  of  this 
body  will  seek  to  ascertain  the  truth  in  this  matter,  and  commis- 
sion a  senator  to  one  of  the  chairs  apportioned  to  New  Hamp- 
shire, if  it  can  be  legally  done. 

There  are  some  purely  partisan  considerations  on  this  subject 
which  it  would  be  manifestly  improper  to  urge  here,  in  a  re- 
port to  the  legislature  composed  nearly  evenly  of  opposing 
political  parties,  and  which  are  dismissed  by  us  on  the  ground 
of  their  impropriety  in  this  place,  but  not  because  we  esteem 
them  of  slight  importance. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  the  house  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  I.  That  the  New  Hampshire  legislature  now  in 
session  has  the  legal  power  and  authority,  and  is  under  the  legal 
obligation,  to  choose  a  senator  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  for  the  full  term  to  commence  March  4th,  1SS3. 

2.  That  it  is  expedient  to  proceed  with  the  election  of  United 
States  senator  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  of  June  next,  according 
to  law.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
monstrance of  Harvey  P.  Ross  and  others,  of  Bath,  against  the 
right  of  Benjamin  H.  Poor,  of  said  Bath,  to  a  seat  in  this  house, 
having  considered  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  said  remon- 
strants, and  as  well  on  the  part  of  the  said  Benjamin  H.  Poor, 
and  the  arguments  of  counsel,  report  the  following  finding  of 
facts  : 

I.  That  at  the  election  holden  in  said  Bath,  on  the  second 
day  of  November,  1S80,  among  other  things,  three  ballots  were 
had  for  the  choice  of  a  representative  from  said  town  to  the 
present  legislature. 

That  on  the  first  and  second  ballots  no  choice  resulted  ; 
that  on  the  third  ballot  for  representatives  aforesaid,  the  whole 
number  of  ballots  declared  to  have  been  cast  was  267,  of 
which

that  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  ballots  were  necessary  for 
a  choice,  and  the  said  Benjamin  H.  Poor,  having,  as  was  an- 
nounced by  said  moderator,   135,  was  declared  elected  ;  that 
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the  check-list  showed  that  on  said  last-mentioned  ballot  the 
names  of  only  263  voters  were  checked  as  having  cast  their 
ballots,  while  the  actual  count  of  ballots  cast  amounted  to  the 
number  of  267.  No  satisfactory  explanation  of  this  discrepancy 
appeared  from  the  testimony  submitted  to  your  committee. 

2.  One  William  H.  Hubbard,  admitted  to  have  been  a  legal 
voter  in  said  town  on  the  day  of  said  election,  and  whose  vote 
was  received  and  counted  on  the  first  two  ballotings  for  repre- 
sentative before  mentioned,  appeared  and  tendered  to  the  mod- 
erator of  the  meeting  a  ballot  for  Harvey  P.  Ross,  the  oppos- 
ing candidate  of  said  Poor,  prior  to  the  declaration  and  during 
the  counting  of  the  votes,  which  ballot  was  not  received,  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  offered  too  late.  Your  committee  find  that 
said  vote  should  have  been  received  and  counted. 

3.  During  the  progress  of  said  third  balloting,  the  attention 
of  the  moderator  was  called  to  a  vote  lying  upon  the  top  of  the 
ballot-box  bearing  the  name  of  Benjamin  H.  Poor;  the  moder- 
ator thereupon  took  the  same  in  his  hand  and  inquired  whose 
vote  it  was,  he  having  no  personal  knowledge  regarding  it ;  the 
by-standers  replied  that  they  thought  it  was  the  vote  of  one 
Joshua  M.  Nutter,  as  said  moderator  now  recollects,  but  about 
which  he  is  not  positive.  Thereupon  said  moderator  deposited 
said  vote  in  the  ballot-box,  and  directed  the  name  of  said  Nut- 
ter, or  some  other  man,  to  be  checked  by  the  clerk,  and  the 
same  was  afterward  counted  as  a  ballot  for  said  Poor.  Your 
committee — not  being  inclined  to  encourage  this  peculiar  and 
extraordinary  manner  of  conducting  elections — find  that  said 
ballot  was  wrongfully  received,  deposited,  and  counted  for  said 
Poor,  and  should  be  disallowed. 

4.  One  Hiram  Martin,  whose  residence,  of  his  own  motion, 
your  committee  find  to  have  been  at  the  Grafton  county  farm 
since  May,  1S78,  substantially,  was  permitted  to  vote  at  said 
election,  which  vote  was  counted  for  said  Benjamin  H.  Poor. 
Your  committee  find  that  said  vote  was  received  and  counted 
without  right,  and  disallow  the  same. 

5.  Among  the  votes  cast  at  said  third  balloting  was  one  bear- 
ing the  name  of  Hiram  Bartlett.  Said  vote  was  cast  by  a  legal 
voter  of  said  town  of  Bath,  but  was  thrown  out,  not  counted, 
and  treated  as  a  blank,  on  the  ground  that  said  Hiram  Bartlett 
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was  unknown  to  the  selectmen  of  said  town.  One  Hiram  H. 
Bartlett  at  the  same  time  was  a  resident  of  said  town  of  Bath, 
and  well  known  to  said  selectmen.  Your  committee  find  that 
said  ballot  should  have  been  counted  and  declared  in  the  total 
number  of  votes  cast. 

6.  One  Frank  Mi  not,  who,  with  his  wife,  came  to  Bath  in 
March,  1SS0,  and  who,  with  his  wife,  in  September  following, 
left  for  Boston,  Mass.,  with  no  intention  of  returning  to  Bath 
to  live,  as  clearly  appears  from  his  own  deposition  considered 
by  the  committee  on  the  morning  of  said  election,  had  his 
name  placed  on  the  check-list  and  was  permitted  to  vote  for 
said  Benjamin  H.  Poor,  and  said  vote  was  counted  and  allowed. 
Your  committee  find  that  said  Minot  returned  to  said  town  of 
Bath  for  the  sole  purpose  of  voting  at  said  election  ;  that  his 
name  was  wrongfully  placed  on  said  list,  and  his  said  vote 
counted  and  allowed  for  said  Poor  without  right. 

7.  One  Daniel  Moulton,  who,  for  nearly  forty  years,  to  wit, 
since  1842,  had  been  a  citizen  of  Great  Britain  and  a  resident 
of  Canada,  and  had  there  exercised  full  right  of  suffrage, 
without  naturalization  in  this  country,  was  permitted  to  vote 
for  said  Benjamin  H.  Poor  at  said  election,  and  said  vote  was 
received  and  counted.  Your  committee,  without  further  com- 
ment, disallow  the  same. 

S.  One  Jacob  Lang,  who,  for  fifty-five  years  or  more,  con- 
tinuously, had  been  a  resident  of  said  town  and  a  legal  voter, 
and  for  a  great  many  years — to  wit,  more  than  twenty-five — 
well  known  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  was  not  permitted  to 
vote  at  said  election,  his  name  being  dropped  from  said  list  by 
mistake.  Your  committee  find  that  the  name  of  said  Jacob  Lang 
should  have  been  placed  upon  said  list  at  the  day  of  election, 
in  accordance  with  his  request ;  that  said  Lang  would  have 
voted  if  he  had  been  allowed  to  do  so  for  said  Harvey  P.  Ross, 
and  that  his  vote   should   be   so  counted  and  allowed. 

All  of  which  your  committee  submit,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  said  Benjamin  H.  Poor  is  not  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  this  house.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS. 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  18S1. 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
report  of  said  committee  and  the  accompanying  resolut^n  in 
relation  to  the  contested  seat  of  Joseph  Q.  Roles,  hereby  re- 
turn the  same  to  the  house,  together  with  the  following  finding 
of  facts : 

i.  Thomas  Nute,  John  W.  Folsom,  and  John  C.  Ames  were 
the  selectmen,  Henry  C.  Carter  the  town-clerk,  and  Sanborn 
B.  Carter  moderator,  acting  at  the  election  in  the  town  of 
Ossipee,  November  2,  1880. 

2.  Among  other  things,  a  second  ballot  was  had  for  the 
choice  of  a  representative,  which  balloting  was  commenced 
about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  concluded  about  four 
o'clock.  Near  the  close  of  the  balloting  the  moderator  deliv- 
ered to  the  selectmen  before  named  the  ballots  that  had  then 
been  cast,  and  the  selectmen  proceeded  to  sort  the  same  at  a 
table  called  the  selectmen's  table,  and  the  one  that  had  been  used 
for  such  purpose  for  many  years. 

Said  table  was  situated  within  an  enclosure  called  the  "  town- 
house  desk,"  fifteen  feet  and  three  and  one  fourth  inches  in 
length,  five  feet  three  inches  in  depth,  and  four  feet  nine  and 
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one  half  inches  in  height,  the  wall  of  the  building  making  the 
back  side  of  said  desk.  Said  table  was  three  feet  eleven  inches 
in  length,  twenty-one  and  one  half  inches  in  width,  and  was 
permanently  fastened  to  the  wall  of  said  house,  and  was  within 
said  desk  two  feet  and  eleven  inches  from  the  end  of  said  desk, 
and  eight  feet  at  least  from  the  entrance  to  the  same,  and  three 
feet  and  six  inches  from  the  front  of  said  desk.  A  plan  of  said 
desk,  showing  the  location  of  said  table,  the  town-clerk's  table, 
the  moderator's  table,  and  a  bench  within  the  same,  is  made  a 
part  of  this  report. 

3.  The  said  selectmen  at  said  table  proceeded  to  sort  said 
votes,  each  of  said  selectmen  sorting  a  part  thereof,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  :  The  votes  for  the  several  candidates  were  by 
them  taken  from  the  common  pile  received  from  the  modera- 
tor, and  placed,  as  said  selectmen  supposed  and  intended,  in 
separate  lots, — one  lot  being  for  said  Joseph  Q_.  Roles,  one  lot 
being  for  John  H.  Beacham,  and  one  lot  for  all  other  persons. 
No  one  of  said  selectmen  examined  the  assorting  of  the  others 
so  far  as  to  be  able  to  testify  to  its  accuracy. 

After  the  assorting  as  aforesaid,  the  said  selectmen — or  two 
of  tjkem,  Folsom  and  Ames — proceeded  to  count  the  ballots  by 
them  placed  in  the  separate  lots,  finding,  as  they  testify,  one 
hundred  and  eighty  in  the  Roles  lot,  but  the  exact  number  for 
the  other  candidates  then  found  does  not  appear  to  your  com- 
mittee. Immediately  after  this  assorting  and  counting,  the  said 
selectmen  received  from  the  moderator  other  ballots  for  repre- 
sentatives, which  they  proceeded  to  sort  and  count  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  place  as  before.  After  said  second 
assorting  and  counting,  ten  votes  in  number  were  added  to  the 
count  of  the  Roles  pile,  making  the  count  for  said  Roles  one 
hundred  and  ninety,  but  how  many  for  the  other  candidates  did 
not  then  appear. 

At  the  close  of  said  balloting,  the  said  selectmen  received  the 
remainder  (being  five  or  six  votes)  of  the  votes  cast  for  repre- 
sentatives, and  assorted  as  before,  and  distributed  them  to  said 
several  piles.  After  this  the  slips  in  the  several  piles  were 
counted,  said  selectmen  making  by  said  count,  as  they  testified 
before  your  committee,  two  hundred  in  said  Roles  pile. 

After  this  the  moderator  proceeded  to  make   a   count  of  said 
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votes,  in  the  following  manner:  The  said  John  W.  Folsom 
taking  a  part  of  said  Roles  pile  in  his  hand,  and  handing  them 
one  by  one  to  the  moderator,  the  moderator  at  the  same  time 
counting  the  slips. 

During  this  proceeding,  and  after  said  Folsom  had  handed  to 
the  said  moderator  some  twenty  of  the  said  votes,  the  modera- 
tor requested  said  Folsom  to  hand  him  said  votes  right  side  up, 
so  he  could  read  them,  with  which  request  said  Folsom  there- 
after complied.  The  remainder  of  said  Roles  votes  were 
either  taken  by  the  moderator  himself,  and  by  him  counted,  or 
handed  to  him  by  some  other  person  beside  said  Folsom. 

After  this  last  described  counting,  the  moderator  declared  the 
state  of  the  vote,  and  that  said  Roles  had  two  hundred,  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast. 

4.  The  said  votes  for  representatives  were  put  up  in  little 
packages,  secured  by  rubber  bands  or  strings,  placed  upon  said 
selectmen's  table,  and  a  ruler  and  knife  laid  upon  them  or  some 
of  them,  and  they  there  remained  in  the  presence  of  the  select- 
men until  the  time  the  selectmen  took  a  recess,  the  selectmen 
being  engaged  at  said  table  in  sorting  and  counting  the  state 
and  county  votes.  During  the  assorting  of  the  said  staU*aiul 
county  votes,  at  said  Roles's  request,  the  moderator  again,  in  the 
presence  of  said  selectmen  at  said  selectmen's  table,  counted 
the  votes  in  the  Roles  packages,  and  said  to  said  Roles  that 
"  they  were  all  right,"  and  the  checks  upon  the  check-list  were 
counted  by  the  clerk  and  others  ;  and  it  appeared  that  three 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  names  were  checked  as  voting  for 
representative  on  said  second  ballot. 

5.  After  the  counting  and  declaration  of  the  state  and  county 
vote,  it  being  after  lamp-lighting,  the  selectmen  and  mod- 
erator, desiring  to  get  something  to  eat,  and  also  to  provide 
themselves  with  envelopes  or  packages  in  which  to  seal  up  and 
preserve  said  ballots,  took  a  recess,  first  placing  all  the  pack- 
ages of  ballots  in  the  ballot-box,  and  hasping  the  same,  and 
placing  it  in  the  possession  of  the  said  town-clerk. 

6.  The  said  town-clerk  received  said  ballot-box  from  the  se- 
lectmen, hasped  as  aforesaid,  and  took  the  same,  together  with 
the  check-list,  to  his  dwelling-house,  being  accompanied  by  the 
moderator,  and  deposited  said  ballot-box  in   a   room  where  the 
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other  town  records  were  kept,  adjoining  his  dining-room,  in 
which  said  dining-room  said  town-clerk,  with  his  wife  and  son, 
immediately  thereafter  took  supper,  there  being  in  said  house 
no  other  person  or  persons  until  said  moderator  came  into 
said  dining-room,  with  whom  said  town-clerk  immediately  re- 
turned to  the  town-house  taking  with  him  said  ballot-box,  in 
all  respects  in  the  same  condition,  together  with  its  contents,  as 
it  had  been  delivered  to  him  by  said  selectmen  and  moderator. 

7.  Upon  arrival  at  the  town-house  said  town-clerk  delivered 
said  ballot-box  to  the  said  selectmen  and  moderator,  who  there- 
upon unhasped  it,  took  from  said  box  the  package  of  ballots, 
sealed  them  up  in  packages,  upon  which  they  certified  their  do- 
ings in  accordance  with  the  law  of  1S79,  anc^  then  re-delivered 
the  same  so  sealed  up  to  said  town-clerk,  who  retained  the 
same  in  his  possession  so  sealed  until  he  forwarded  said  pack- 
ages to  the  secretary  of  state. 

8.  The  secretary  of  state,  upon  notice  from  the  chairman  of 
your  committee,  produced  the  said  package  containing  the 
ballots  cast  at  said  second  balloting,  in  its  sealed  condition, 
which  package  bore  the  certificate  of  said  selectmen  and  mod- 
erator that  it  contained  the  ballots  cast  at  the  second  balloting 
for  representative  at  the  election  held  in  the  town  of  Ossipee 
on  the  second  day  of  November,  1SS0,  and  that  said  package 
was  on  said  day  sealed  up  by  them.  Said  secretary  of  state,  first 
being  sworn  and  having  testified  that  the  package  was  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  he  received  it,  at  the  request  of  your 
committee  opened  said  package,  and  your  committee  thereupon 
carefully  counted  and  examined  each  and  all  of  said  votes,  and 
found  that  in  said  package  there  were  for  Joseph  Q.  Roles 
one  hundred  and  ninety-four  votes  and  no  more,  and  in  all 
three  hundred  and  ninety-five  votes,  and  no  more,  of  which 
last  number  said  Roles  did  not  have  a  majority. 

9.  Your  committee  find  that  during  the  progress  of  the  meet- 
ing at  Ossipee  aforesaid  certain  residents  of  the  town,  the 
same  being  respectable  persons  and  legal  voters,  were  permit- 
ted— among  them  being  said  Joseph  Q.  Roles — by  the  moder- 
ator and  selectmen  to  enter  said  town-house  desk  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examining  the  check-list  and  resting  themselves  upon 
the  bench   in  the  rear  of  the  town-clerk's  table  ;  but  the  com- 
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mittee  find  that  no  one  of  said  persons  had  access  to  or  were 
permitted  to  interfere  with  said  ballots,  or  that  said  ballots 
were  at  any  time,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  possession,  cus- 
tody, or  control  of  any  persons  other  than  the  officers  of  said 
meeting.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
entitled  "An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Dover 
&  Winnipiseogee  Railroad,  passed  June  i,  1S62,"  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

That  it  appeared  that  the  said  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Rail- 
road was  originally  chartered  in  1847,  by  the  name  of  the  Coche- 
cho  Railroad,  with  authority  to  construct  a  railroad  from  Dover 
to  the  line  of  the  Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  in  the 
town  of  Gilford,  Meredith,  Center  Harbor,  or  Holderness  ;  that 
soon  afterward  said  railroad  was  constructed  from  Dover  to 
Alton,  its  present  terminus. 

That  prior  to  1862  said  Cochecho  Railroad  had  become  finan- 
cially embarrassed,  and,  in  order  to  save  its  stockholders  from 
individual  liability,  and  relieve  its  pecuniary  embarrassment,  it 
applied  to  the  legislature  for  authority  to  reorganize  its  corpora- 
tion under  the  name  of  the  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad. 
In  the  act  of  rerganization,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Wood- 
man, of  Dover,  then  a  member  of  the  legislature  and  a  director 
of  said  Cochecho  Railroad,  this  proviso  was  embodied,  without 
objection  from  any  quarter,  as  appears  from  the  legislative  jour- 
nals,— "  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  no  right  shall  exist 
of  extending  said  railroad  beyond  Alton,  its   present  terminus." 
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In  1S63  said  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad  again  applied 
to  the  legislature  for  authority  to  extend  its  railroad  from  Dover 
to  Portsmouth.  This  right  of  extension  was  strenuously  opposed 
by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.  The  bill  was  favorably  report- 
ed upon  by  the  railway  committee,  with  this  proviso, — "pro- 
vided it  is  distinctly  understood  that  no  claim  shall  hereafter  be 
made,  in  behalf  of  said  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad  or 
otherwise,  for  the  right  or  privilege  of  extending  said  railroad 
beyond  Alton,  its  present  terminus." 

This  proviso  was  subsequently  moved  as  an  amendment  to 
the  bill,  by  Air.  Bailey,  of  Portsmouth,  and  adopted  unanimous- 
ly, as  also  appears  by  the  legislative  journals. 

Relying  upon  the  pledge  thus  given,  those  interested  in  the 
Montreal  road  subsequently  invested  large  sums  in  its  extension 
and  development ;  and  they  now  ask  that  the  investments  so 
made  may  be  protected  in  accordance  with  the  pledge  thus 
given. 

Soon  after  this  legislative  action,  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
purchased  a  controlling  interest  in  the  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee 
Railroad,  and  thus  prevented  its  extension  to  Portsmouth,  as  con- 
templated by  the  act ;  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  the  Do- 
ver &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad  has  been  operated  and  controlled 
by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad. 

By  what  authority,  either  by  contract  or  by  law,  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  thus  operates  and  controls  the  Dover  &  Win- 
nipiseogee Railroad,  was  not  shown  to  the  committee. 

It  appeared  that  in  1868  an  application  was  made  for  the  char- 
ter of  the  Lake  Shore  road,  which  was  opposed  by  the  Boston, 
Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  and  the  people  of  northern  New 
Hampshire,  on  the  ground  that  the  construction  of  said  road 
would  seriously  weaken  the  Montreal  road,  and  deprive  it  of  the 
power  of  further  extension.  At  the  hearing  on  said  application, 
the  Hon.  Francis  Coggswell,  at  that  time  the  president  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  road,  testified  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road was  in  honor,  if  not  in  law,  estopped  from  applying  for  a 
charter  for  the  Lake  Shore  by  the  legislative  proceedings  of  1S62 
and  1S63  ;  and  that  the  railroad  of  which  he  was  president 
would    not,   with   his  approbation,   have  anything  to  do   with 
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obtaining  a  charter,  or  with  the  construction  of  the  road  if  the 
charter  should  be  obtained. 

The  application  for  the  charter  was  indefinitely  postponed  by 
the  legislature,  by  the  decisive  vote  of  238  to  70.  It  appeared 
that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  which  is  the  party  in  inter- 
est now  seeking  this  extension,  was  formed  by  the  union  of 
seven  corporations,  chartered  at  different  times  by  the  states  of 
Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  Massachusetts,  and  extending  its 
principal  line  from  Boston  to  Portland,  parallel,  or  nearly  so, 
with  the  Eastern  Railroad,  and  for  a  part  of  the  way  in  close 
proximity  thereto,  with  branches  to  Lowell,  Newburyport,  and 
other  places  ;  that  since  1862  it  has  owned  a  controlling  inter- 
est in  the  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  road,  and  has  controlled  and 
operated  the  said  road  from  that  time  to  the  present ;  that  its 
capital  stock,  at  par,  is  seven  millions  of  dollars,  worth,  in  the 
market,  about  $164  per  share,  of  which  stock  the  issue  beyond 
$2,750,000  has  never  been  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  net  annual  income  of  the  road  is  almost  a 
million  dollars,  and  the  dividends  for  the  year  last  past,  eight 
per  cent. 

It  appeared  that  the  Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad 
was  chartered  in  1844,  with  authority  to  construct  a  railroad 
from  Concord  to  Wells  River  ;  that  its  construction  was  begun 
in  1846,  and  continued  from  point  to  point,  reaching  Wells 
River  May  10,  1S53. 

By  subsequent  acts  of  the  legislature  it  was  authorized  to 
unite  with  the  White  Mountains  road,  extending  from  Wells 
River  to  Littleton,  and  to  extend  its  railroad,  by  branch,  to  the 
base  of  Mount  Washington,  and  by  its  main  line,  to  Lancaster, 
and  to  a  connection  with  the  Grand  Trunk  at  Groveton,  to  which 
points  it  has  already  been  constructed,  and  thence  to  Colebrook 
and  the  northern  border  of  New  Hampshire. 

It  appeared  that  the  Montreal  road  was  built  with  means 
largely  furnished  upon  the  line  of  the  road  ;  that,  since  its 
beginning,  in  1846,  it  has  struggled,  sometimes  desperately, 
but  successfully,  to  obtain  the  means  for  its  various  extensions ; 
that  upon  its  original  stock  of  one  million  dollars,  no  dividends 
have  been  made.  Upon  its  preferred  stock  of  eight  hundred 
thousand   dollars,   six  per   cent,   annual   dividends   have  been 
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made  since  1S66.  That  its  present  indebtedness  amounts  to 
about  three  million  dollars,  upon  which  interest  has  been  paid. 
It  appeared  that  the  net  earnings  of  the  road,  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  interest  upon  its  debt  and  to  the  dividends  upon  the 
preferred  stock,  have  increased  from  $18,837.38  in  1849,  to 
$211,383.64  in  1881,  which  is  only  a  little  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  upon  its  indebtedness  and  dividends  upon  its 
preferred  stock. 

That  during  the  periods  of  the  construction  of  said  road 
pledges  were  made  to  the  legislature  and  to  the  people  of 
northern  New  Hampshire  for  the  extension  of  said  road  as 
fast  as  the  means  of  the  corporation  would  permit ;  that  those 
pledges  have  all  been  sacredly  observed,  and  have  resulted  very 
beneficially  to  the  section  of  the  state  thus  accommodated  and 
improved. 

That  it  is  the  desire  and  the  intention  of  the  corporation  to 
extend  its  road  to  Colebrook  and  beyond,  and  that  such  exten- 
sion is  dependent  upon  the  continued  strength  and  prosperity 
of  the  corporation.  The  committee  regard  such  extension  as 
vital  to  the  development  of  the  resources  and  consequent  pros- 
perity of  that  region  of  the  state,  and  believe  its  importance  is 
not  likely  to  be  overestimated. 

The  Lake  Shore  Railroad,  if  constructed  as  proposed,  would 
tap  the  Montreal  road  at  a  point  about  thirty-four  miles  distant 
from  its  southern  terminus,  and  furnish  another  route  from  that 
point  to  Boston,  of  substantially  the  same  length  as  the  existing 
roads.  The  local  business  upon  the  projected  route  would  be 
merely  nominal,  both  presently  and  prospectively.  The  pur- 
pose of  its  construction  and  its  effect  would  be  to  furnish 
another  route  from  Weirs  to  Boston,  via  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad. 

Whatever  business  could  be  diverted  thereby  would  be  sub- 
stantially so  much  net  loss  to  the  Montreal  road,  and  so  much 
net  gain  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  road,  and  to  that  extent  the 
income  of  the  Montreal  road  would  be  lessened,  and  its  capac- 
ity for  extension  impaired. 

It  was  stated  by  counsel  for  the  Boston  &  Maine  road  that  the 
cost  of  the  construction  of  the  Lake  Shore  road,  hardly  seven- 
teen miles  in  length,  would  be   about   a   million  of  dollars,  and 
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that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  proposes  to  construct  said 
road  under  a  lease  to  itself;  but  no  evidence  was  submitted  as 
to  the  subject.  This  would  give  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  road 
a  line  extending  from  Boston  to  Wiers,  a  hundred  and  six- 
teen miles  in  length,  in  addition  to  its  existing  line  from  Boston 
to  Portland,  a  hundred  and  fifteen  miles  in  length  (the  road 
between  Boston  and  Dover  being  common  to  the  two  lines), 
besides  numerous  branches. 

It  was  proved  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  road  had  a  pool- 
ing arrangement  with  the  Eastern  road,  governing  the  fares 
and  freights  at  competing  points  reached  by  said  roads.  Under 
this  arrangement,  Dover  is  largely  supplied  with  coal  from 
Portland,  distant  forty-eight  miles,  at  one  dollar  a  ton,  instead 
of  from  Portsmouth,  distant  only  ten  miles. 

Similar  arrangements  exist  between  the  Boston  &  Maine  and 
the  Boston  &  Lowell  roads,  at  Lowell  and  at  Lawrence.  The 
committee  therefore  regard  the  inference  as  inevitable,  that  the 
construction  of  the  Lake  Shore  extension  would  result  in  a  sim- 
ilar arrangement  between  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and 
the  other  roads  interested. 

The  effect  of  this  would  be  that  the  dividends  upon  a  mill- 
ion dollars,  and  the  cost  of  operating  an  additional  road,  would 
be  imposed  upon  the  business  of  central  and  northern  New 
Hampshire. 

The  suggestion,  that  northern  New  Hampshire  would  be 
furnished  with  a  convenient  outlet  to  Portsmouth  and  the 
seaboard  by  the  Lake  Shore  extension,  seemed  entitled  to 
only  little  weight  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact  that 
Portsmouth  is  fifty-one  miles  nearer  to  the  centre  of  the  White 
Mountain  region  and  the  country  beyond,  both  northerly  and 
westerly,  by  way  of  the  existing  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  & 
Conway  and  the  Portland  &  Ogdensburg  roads,  than  it  would 
be  by  the  proposed  Lake  Shore  extension. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  rivalry  should  follow,  the  result  upon 
the  Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  road,  with  its  limited  re- 
sources, might  be  disastrous,  whilst  its  effect  upon  the  Boston 
&  Maine  road,  with  its  twelve  millions  of  productive  capital, 
would  be  comparatively  unimportant,  and  an  ultimate  combi- 
nation would  still  be  inevitable. 
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It  further  appeared  that  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Con- 
way road  extends  from  Conway  Junction,  eleven  miles  from 
Portsmouth,  to  North  Conway,  seventy-one  miles  ;  that  it  was 
built  largely  by  means  furnished  by  the  Eastern  Railroad,  and 
has  hitherto  proved  unremunerative  ;  that  at  North  Conway 
said  road  connects  with  the  Portland  &  Ogdensburg  road,  and 
furnishes,  in  connection  with  the  last  mentioned  road,  a  direct 
route  from  Portsmouth  to  Fabyan's,  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  miles. 

The  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  road,  at  Rochester, 
is  in  close  proximity  to  the  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  road. 
From  Rochester  to  Boston,  the  distance  over  the  Eastern  road 
and  Boston  &  Maine  is  substantially  the  same.  This  bill  gives 
to  the  Boston  &  Maine  road  the  right  of  connection  with  the 
Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  at  this  point,  and  thus  ena- 
bles the  Boston  &  Maine  road  to  divert  newly  developed  and 
largely  increasing  business  from  a  road  hitherto  unremunera- 
tive, and  toward  the  construction  of  which  it  has  contributed 
nothing. 

The  distance  from  Rochester  to  Boston  is  seventy-eight 
miles,  and  a  right  of  connection  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  road, 
at  that  point,  makes  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway 
road,  which  the  Eastern  road  had  constructed  at  great  cost  as  a 
feeder  to  its  own  road,  an  equal  feeder  to  the  Boston  &  Maine, 
and  thus  compels  a  pooling  arrangement  with  it  for  the  en- 
tire business  of  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Rail- 
road. 

The  committee  do  not  approve  of  the  principle  which  allows 
one  road,  without  a  public  exigency,  the  opportunity  of  diverting 
business  from  an  existing  road  for  its  private  purposes  ;  nor  the 
privilege  of  forming  combinations  with  rival  roads,  by  means  of 
which  existing  interests  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  with- 
out even  incidental  public  benefit. 

It  seems  to  the  committee  that  this  result  would  follow  the 
construction  of  the  Lake  Shore  road,  under  the  existing  bill 
providing  for  the  connection  at  Rochester,  should  the  Boston  & 
Maine  road  form  a  combination  with  either  the  Boston,  Con- 
cord &  Montreal,  or  the  Eastern,  in  antagonism  to  the  other. 

The  committee,  after  an  exhaustive  hearing  in  which  all  par- 
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ties  were  heard  who  desired  to  be,  have  come  to  the  following 
conclusions  : 

I.  That  the  extension  of  the  Montreal  road  to  Colebrook  and 
beyond  is  essential  to  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  and  that 
railroad  facilities  can  only  be  afforded  to  that  section  by  such 
extension. 

II.  That  the  construction  of  the  Lake  Shore  road  would  se- 
riously weaken  the  Montreal  road,  and  impair  its  capacity  for 
such  extension. 

III.  That  the  construction  of  the  Lake  Shore  road  would 
afford  only  little  additional  local  accommodation,  and  make 
only  slight  development  of  the  resources  of  the  state.  Its  prin- 
cipal effect  would  be  to  divert  business  from  one  line  of  road 
to  another,  and  impose  upon  the  business  community  the  bur- 
den of  the  support  and  operation  of  an  additional  railroad. 

IV.  That  it  is  unjust  and  inequitable  that  the  Boston  & 
Maine  road  be  permitted  to  divert,  for  its  own  benefit,  the  busi- 
ness created  through  the  energy  and  persevering  efforts  of  the 
Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  road,  and  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  which  the  Boston  &  Maine  road  has  contributed  noth- 
ing. 

V.  That  it  is  also  unjust  and  inequitable  that  the  Eastern 
road  should  be  compelled  to  make  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls 
&  Conway  road,  which  it  has  constructed  at  great  cost  as  a 
feeder  to  its  own  road,  an  equal  feeder  to  the  Boston  &  Maine 
road. 

VI.  That  when  the  Dover  &  Winnipiseogee  Railroad,  in  the 
name  of  which  corporation  this  extension  is  now  sought,  was 
asking  legislative  aid,  the  plighted  faith  of  the  state  was  given 
that  said  road  should  not  be  extended  beyond  Alton,  its  pres- 
ent terminus,  and  that  no  application  should  be  made  therefor. 
This  pledge  was  embodied  in  the  legislation  of  1S62,  affirmed 
in  that  of  1863,  approved  by  the  action  of  the  legislature  of 
186S,  and  accepted  and  relied  upon  by  the  stockholders  of  the 
Boston,  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad,  in  their  contribution  of 
the  means  for  the  extension  and  development  of  their  railroad. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled 
"An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Dover  &  Win- 
nipiseogee  Railroad,  passed  June  i,  1862,"  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned.

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REVISION  OF  THE  STATUTES. 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Statutes,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter 
fifty-five  of  the  General  Laws,  relating  to  the  annual  invoice 
of  polls  and  taxable  property,"  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

The  bill  referred  to  us  early  in  the  session,  and  again  re- 
committed to  us,  provides,  substantially,  for  the  repeal  of  what 
is  known  as  the  inventory  law,  passed  at  the  June  session  of 
the  legislature,  187S.  In  reporting  for  a  second  time  to  the 
house  a  resolution  adverse  to  the  repeal  of  the  law,  your  com- 
mittee beg  leave  to  accompany  it  with  the  following  statement 
of  facts  and  figures  furnished  through  the  kindness  of  Major 
Thompson,  secretary  of  state.  These  are  collated  and  tabulated 
from  the  records  on  file  in  the  secretary's  office  :

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  inventory  system  and  formulas 
produced,  in  the  hands  of  the  selectmen  and  assessors,  in  1S79, 
the  first  year  of  their  history,  an  increase  in  the  valuation 
of  money  at  interest  and  stock  in  the  public  funds,  over  and 
above  the  valuation  of  the  same  for  1S7S,  the  large  and  satis- 
factory sum  of  $1 1,545,953,  and  made  available  for  the  pur- 
poses of  taxation  an  amount  of  taxable  property  relating  to  these 
subjects  of  nearly  three  times  the  amount  of  the  previous  year, 
produced  under  the  old  system.  We  are  led  most  certainly  to 
infer  that  in  addition  to  this  surprising  and  gratifying  increase 
of  general  wealth  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  the  law  had  also 
the  salutary  effect  of  quickening  the  sense  of  official  duty  and 
personal  responsibility  to  the  law,  a  result  which  could  not  fail 
to  prove  gratifying  to  those  whose  open  and  exposed  prop- 
erty of  farms  and  real  estate  had  before  borne  a  burden  of  tax- 
ation  at  once   unequal  and   unjust,  from  which  others  had  es- 
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caped,  either  through  the  inefficiency  of  the  law  or  from  neg- 
lect of  official  duty. 

And  how  has  the  law  since  worked?  It  seems  to  be  the  lead- 
ing argument  of  those  favoring  repeal,  that  the  operation  of  the 
law  has  been  such  as  to  drive  almost  entirely  this  money  and 
this  class  of  investments  out  of  the  state,  and  to  have  left  the 
necessitous  borrower  to  the  alternative  of  a  foreign  supply,  or 
embarrassment  and  bankruptcy.  But  the  truth  is,  that  the  in- 
ventories of  1SS1  show  the  valuation  of  money  at  interest  and 
stock  in  the  public  funds  to  be  $11,776,790 — an  increase  over 
the  amount  of  187S  of  $7,714,744.  This  result  is  more  than 
surprising,  if  we  credit  the  assertions  of  those  who  declare, 
without  producing  figures,  that  the  money  of  the  state  has 
taken  to  itself  wings,  and  sought  refuge  in  a  land  more  tolerant 
in  the  matter  of  taxation  than  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 

But  another  significant  fact  is  disclosed  in  this  connection, 
and  that  is  the  increase  of  deposits  in  the  savings-banks  of  the 
state  from  1879  to  1S81.  That  amount  reached  the  sum  of 
$5,760,782.  This  sum,  due  in  part  to  earnings  and  other  like 
sources  of  accumulation,  may  well  be  supposed  to  be  largely 
made  up  by  the  transfer  of  private  loans  to  savings-bank  de- 
posits, where  it  is  taxed  at  one  per  cent.  However  that  may 
be,  we  have  remaining  to  us,  after  three  years'  experience  of 
the  law,  the  above  increase  of  taxable  property,  drawn  from  its 
obscurity,  and  compelled  to  bear  its  just  share  of  the  burden  of 
the  state. 

In  the  face  of  these  facts  and  results,  your  committee  can 
neither  recommend  a  return  to  the  old  system,  inefficient  and 
comparatively  worthless  as  it  was,  nor  the  repeal  or  tampering 
with  the  new  system,  whose  results  are  now  ascertained  by  un- 
deniable figures. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.

RAILROAD    COMMITTEE. 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

June  Session,  1881. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  railroad  cor- 
porations by  general  law,"  having  considered  the  same,  respect- 
fully report  as  follows: 

The  bill  submitted  to  us  makes  at  least  two  changes  in  exist- 
ing laws,  which  seem  to  be  of  serious  if  not  of  vital  importance 
to  the  public. 

These  are  (i)  in  regard  to  the  right  of  the  public,  in  cases  of 
emergency,  to  seize  upon  the  property  of  individuals  and  con- 
vert it  to  public  use,  ordinarily  called  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main, and  involving  the  question  as  to  when  and  how  this  right 
may  be  exercised,  and  (2)  as  to  the  unlimited  power  given  any 
corporation,  organized  under  the  proposed  law,  to  consolidate 
itself  with  any  other  railroad  corporation  within  or  without  the 
state. 

Article  twelve  of  the  New  Hampshire  Bill  of  Rights  declares 
that  "No  part  of  a  man's  property  shall  be  taken  from  him,  or 
applied  to  public  uses,  without  his  own  consent  or  that  of  the 
representative  body  of  the  people." 

This  provision  of  the  fundamental  law  gives  the  legislature 
the  power  to  take  private  property  for  public  use  when  the  pub- 
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lie  good  demands  it;  but  it  impliedly  prohibits  the  taking  ot 
private  property  for  private  uses,  either  with  or  without  com- 
pensation. The  legislature  has  no  constitutional  power  to  take 
the  property  of  A  and  give  it  to  B  for  private  purposes. 

The  authority  of  the  legislature  to  exercise  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain  depends  upon  the  existence  of  two  things  :  (i)  The 
use  for  which  private  property  is  taken  must  be  a  public  use. 
This  rule  is  as  old  as  civilization,  and  prevails  in  all  countries 
governed  by  law.  And  (2)  such  an  exigency  must  exist  as  calls 
for  the  taking  of  private  property  for  such  public  use. 

These  are  preliminary  questions,  required  by  the  existing 
laws  to  be  determined  by  the  legislature  in  every  case  in  which 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  is  sought  to  be  exercised  in  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  ;  and  we  regard  the  legislature  as  the 
only  proper  tribunal  to  decide  questions  of  so  great  magnitude 
and  importance. 

The  amendment  recently  proposed  to  the  committee,  consti- 
tuting the  voters  of  the  several  towns  through  which  a  railroad 
may  pass  a  tribunal  to  determine  the  question  of  the  public  ex- 
igency, embodies  a  proposition  which,  if  it  can  be  assumed  under 
any  circumstances  to  be  constitutional,  is  in  our  judgment  un- 
wise, mischievous,  and  impracticable. 

The  first  question  is  one  of  law,  and,  in  the  event  of  legisla- 
tive error  thereon,  may  be  revised  by  the  courts.  But  the  sec- 
ond is  one  of  fact,  and  its  determination  is  especially  important, 
inasmuch  as  the  decision  of  the  legislature  thereon  is  final.  And 
there  being  no  doubt  that  the  taking  of  private  property  for  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  is  a  taking  for  public  use,  the  remain- 
ing consideration, — namely,  the  question  of  the  existence  of  the 
public  exigency, — becomes  still  more  important,  as  it  is  the 
only  question  between  interested  parties  seeking  through  legis- 
lative sanction  to  take  private  property,  and  the  individual 
whose  property  is  thus  sought  to  be  appropriated  for  railroad 
purposes. 

But  the  proposed  legislation  ignores  this  question,  and,  whilst 
it  fails  to  provide  for  its  determination  by  the  legislature  itself, 
furnishes  no  other  tribunal  for  its  decision.  It  makes  the  right 
to  take  private  property  depend  solely  upon  the  subscription  of 
a  stipulated  sum  of  money  per  mile  of  a  proposed  road,  regard- 
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less  of  the  causes  which  induce  the  subscription  made,  amongst 
which  the  public  good  may  or  may  not  be  one. 

However,  should  it  be  claimed  that  the  bill  does  provide  a  tri- 
bunal for  the  decision  of  the  question,  that  tribunal  is  none  other 
than  the  twenty-five  interested  associates, — a  tribunal  constituted 
in  violation  of  the  maxim  of  the  law  which  has  been  recognized 
for  centuries  as  a  fundamental  principle,  that  "No  man  can  be  a 
judge  in  his  own  cause."  By  the  proposed  law  these  twenty-five 
associates  are  not  only  constituted  the  sole  judges  in  their  own 
cause,  but  they  are  a  tribunal  before  whom  no  party  is  called  to 
appear  in  defence  of  his  rights,  which  may  be  taken  from  him 
without  a  hearing  and  without  any  right  of  appeal. 

We  regard  such  legislation  as  of  more  than  doubtful  constitu- 
tionality ; — but  even  if  the  legislature  has  the  constitutional 
power  thus  to  delegate  to  an  interested  party  an  authority  be- 
longing to  its  own  peculiar  jurisdiction,  we  cannot  regard  the 
exercise  of  such  power  as  otherwise  than  imprudent,  and  contra- 
ry to  sound  public  policy.  The  practical  effect  would  be,  that 
any  one  man  desiring  to  construct  a  railroad  through  the  heart 
of  any  city  or  village,  or  through  any  man's  farm,  homestead,  or 
place  of  business,  may  do  so,  although  everybody  else,  except  the 
person  thus  desiring  to  build  a  road,  may  oppose  it,  and  although 
everybody  else  may  deem  its  construction  unnecessary,  injurious, 
and  detrimental  to  public  and  private  interests. 

It  is  no  exaggeration  of  speech  to  say  that  one  man,  or  a 
merely  personal  interest,  as  represented  by  an  exclusive  associa- 
tion of  a  few  men,  may  accomplish  this  result,  because  it  is  in- 
stantly apparent  that,  notwithstanding  the  proposed  law  requires 
an  association  of  twenty-five  men,  one  man,  with  wealth  and 
capital  sufficient,  may  easily  join  with  himself  twenty-four 
others, — no  matter  how  subordinate  and  uninterested  they  may 
be, — furnishing  them  money  enough  to  pay  for  one  share  each 
in  the  projected  corporation. 

The  committee  have  been  unable  to  discover  that  the  people 
of  the  state  demand  or  desire  such  a  law.  Whilst  petitions  for 
it  are  indeed  presented  by  thousands,  larger  numbers  have  re- 
monstrated against  it.  Numerous  as  are  the  petitioners,  it  is 
a  very  significant  fact  that  the  evidence  and  arguments  in  favor 
of  the  bill,  as  addressed  to  the  committee,  have  been  presented, 
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with  hardly  an  exception,  by  persons  of  a  single  section  and  a 
special  interest ;  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  perceive  in  what 
manner  the  passage  of  a  general  railroad  law  would  tend  to 
provide  a  remedy  for  the  grievance,  if  any  exists,  of  which  the 
people  of  that  section  and  that  interest  complain. 

That  a  general  railroad  is  not  demanded  for  legitimate  pur- 
poses seems  to  be  indicated  by  the  fact  that  during  the  present 
session  only  one  application  for  a  new  charter  has  been  pre- 
sented ;  and  that,  in  the  declared  judgment  of  the  legislature, 
was  for  a  railroad  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  build  at  the  present 
time.  Every  section  of  the  state  is  at  present  well  supplied 
with  railroad  facilities.  There  is  no  shire  town,  nor  any  con- 
siderable centre  of  population,  not  thus  provided,  with  the  ex- 
ception only  of  Colebrook  in  the  extreme  north,  for  whose  pro- 
spective accommodation  a  charter  already  exists. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  cost  of  building  a  railroad  is  an  un- 
failing security  that  no  unnecessary  railroad  will  be  built.  No 
road,  it  is  said,  will  be  constructed  unless  it  is  profitable,  and 
no  road  can  be  profitable  unless  it  is  needed.  But  the  assertion 
is  contrary  to  all  railroad  experience.  The  expense  of  con- 
structing an  unneeded  railroad  is  no  guaranty  that  such  a  road 
will  not  be  built.  The  existence  in  every  state  of  numerous 
unprofitable  and  bankrupt  railroads  renders  obvious  the  fact 
that  the  prudence  of  investors  is  by  no  means  a  safe  guide  for 
determining  the  necessity  or  expediency.  We  cannot  avoid 
the  apprehension  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners of  Massachusetts,  as  expressed  in  his  argument  be- 
fore the  railroad  committee  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature 
of  that  commonwealth,  as  follows  : 

"  There  is  practical  danger  that  railroads  will  be  asked  for 
and  laid  out,  not  to  be  built  but  to  be  bought  oft".  With  the 
revival  of  business,  speculation — dishonest  speculation — will 
revive.  If  the  law  remains,  we  shall  have  black-mail  routes. 
And  at  all  events,  it  seems  unwise  to  enact  wrong  into  a  law, 
and  to  trust  to  somebody's  ingenuity,  and  to  everybody's  for- 
bearance, and  to  the  chapter  of  accidents,  to  prevent  any  actual 
harm." 

That  the  proposed  law  might  be  used  by  powerful  combina- 
tions of  individuals  or  corporations  for  purposes  of  extortion 
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and  duress  is  very  clearly  evident ;  and  the  mere  suggestion  of 
the  fact  should  make  us  hesitate  long  before  granting  the  power 
to  make  such  mischief  and  injustice  available. 

In  addition  to  these  suggestions,  the  committee  cannot  over- 
look the  disastrous  consequences  of  the  inevitable  derange- 
ment of  the  whole  railroad  system  of  the  state,  and  the  great 
injury  that  must  result  to  the  capital  of  thirty  millions  of  dol- 
lars already  invested  in  existing  useful  and  needed  railroads. 

It  has  heretofore  been  the  policy  of  the  state  to  charter  inde- 
pendent railroads,  leading  into  different  sections,  for  purposes 
of  local  development,  and  to  keep  them  from  uniting  with  other 
roads,  by  lease  or  contract,  without  the  consent  of  the  state. 
To  this  end  laws  have  been  passed,  at  different  times,  prohib- 
iting such  contracts  and  leases,  in  order  that  the  interests  and 
rights  of  the  state  in  its  public  corporations  might  be  duly 
protected.  The  proposed  legislation  surrenders  this  duty  and 
right  to  any  railroad  corporation  organized  under  it,  and  gives 
it  the  power  to  consolidate  itself  with  any  other  railroad  in  the 
state,  or  with  which  it  may  connect,  at  its  option.  Such  leg- 
islation we  regard  as  contrary  to  sound  public  policy. 

It  should  be  understood,  that,  whilst  the  general  recommend- 
ation of  the  committee  is  unanimous,  some  of  the  members  do 
not  arrive  at  the  result  by  the  same  method.  The  member 
from  Dover,  and  the  member  from  Tilton,  will  not  say  that  a 
general  railroad  law  cannot  be  constitutionally  framed,  and  one 
which,  with  proper  safeguards,  would  be  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  New  Hampshire.  But  they  believe  that  the  present  bill  is 
seriously  defective  as  to  safeguards  already  adopted,  or  warmly 
urged,  in  other  New  England  states  ;  that  the  two  reasons  pre- 
sented in  behalf  of  such  a  law  at  the  present  time,  viz.,  (i)  the 
needs  of  certain  corporations  in  Manchester,  without  parallel 
advantages  in  rates  to  others,  even  in  the  same  city,  and  (2) 
the  great  freight  yet  to  be  had  from  the  fertile  north-west, 
which  would  simply  precipitate  upon  our  existing  roads  the 
tremendous  dictation  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  capital,  are 
totally  inadequate  to  justify  a  dangerous  revolution  in  our  whole 
railroad  system  at  the  present  time. 

The  committee  therefore  unanimously  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  railroad  corporations  by  general  law"  be  in- 
definitely postponed.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


1.  The  president  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  be- 
ing present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and 
any  erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 

2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  during 
the  reading  of  the  journal,  or  while  a  member  is  speaking  in 
debate. 

3.  Every  member,  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the  pres- 
ident, and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  president  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  senate,  the 
president  shall,  or  any  member  may, call  him  to  order; — in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and  the  sen- 
ate, if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case  ;  but  if  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  president  shall  be  conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permission  from 
the  senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated  ;  and  if 
required  by  the  president  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  And  no  motion  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  commit,  being  decided, 
shall  be  in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition 
until  after  an  adjournment. 
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10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division,  any 
member  may  have  it  divided  ;  and  in  filling  blanks  the  longest 
time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

ii.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  senate,  and 
without  debate. 

12.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  required,  each  member  shall 
declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless,  for  special 
reasons,  he  be  excused  by  the  senate. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  senate, 
on  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  in  the  opinion  of  any 
member  may  require  secrecy,  the  president  shall  desire  the  gal- 
lery to  be  closed  ;  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  until  the 
subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or,  if  the  senate  be 
equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side  prevailing,  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill,  resolution, 
report,  amendment,  or  motion  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  has 
gone  from  the  possession  of  the  senate  ;  but  no  motion  to  re- 
consider shall  be  in  order  unless  made  the  same  day  on  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  or  the  next  day  after  on  which  the  vote  was 
taken,  on  which  the  senate  shall  be  in  session  ;  but  no  vote 
shall  be  reconsidered  when  a  less  number  of  members  is  pres- 
ent than  when  it  passed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the  senate 
shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

16.  Any  member,  on  giving  notice  of  asking  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill,  shall  state  the  nature  of  the  bill  he  proposes  to  intro- 
duce, and  at  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  before  a  mo- 
tion for  leave  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage, 
and  the  president  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it  be 
the  first,  second,  or  third  reading  ;  and  no  bill,  after  it  has  been 
read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  before  an  ad- 
journment. 

18.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the 
governor  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 
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19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered 
to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  be  immediately  read  a  second  time 
by  its  title,  and  by  the  president  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  senate. 

20.  All  bills  introduced  in  the  senate,  to  1'epeal  or  modify  an 
existing  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  act  proposed  to  be  repealed 
or  modified  by  the  title  and  the  session  at  which  it  was  passed  ; 
and  no  bill  shall  refer  to  any  statutes  by  the  number  of  the 
chapter  of  the  pamphlet  laws. 

21.  The  senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose  ;  and  in 
forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  president  shall  leave  the 
chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee.  The 
president  may  at  any  time  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  be- 
yond an  adjournment. 

22.  The  last  question,  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or 
resolution,  shall  always  be,  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time?  and 
no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the  third  read- 
ing of  any  bill  or  resolution  unless  by  consent  of  eight  mem- 
bers present,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the  final 
passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its  commitment;  and 
should  such  commitment  take  place,  and  an  amendment  be  re- 
ported, the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  read  a  second  time, 
and  considered  as  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

23.  The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  affect- 
ed by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

24.  All  bills,  resolutions,  and  addresses,  after  passing  the  sen- 
ate, shall  be  signed  by  the  president ;  and  all  warrants  and  other 
processes  issued  by  order  of  the  senate  shall  be  under  his  hand 
and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

25.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five 
members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  any 
session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise  : — a  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary  ;  a  Committee  on  Incorporations  ;  a  Commit- 
tee on  State  Institutions;  a  Committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  a 
Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals;  a  Committee  on 
Claims;  a  Committee  on  Railroads;  a  Committee  on  Banks; 
a  Committee  on  Agriculture  ;  a  Committee  on  Manufactures  ; 
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a  Committee  on  Elections  ;  a  Committee  on  Education  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  ;  and  a  Committee  on  Towns. 

26.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president,  un- 
less a  member  requests  that  the  appointment  shall  be  by  ballot, 
in  which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

27.  When  the  senate  shall  concur  with  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  consisting 
of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  house,  two  members 
shall  be  added  on  the  part  of  the  senate  ;  but  when  more  than 
five,  three  members  of  the  senate  shall  be  added. 

28.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  house  of  representatives  by 
the  clerk  of  the  senate. 

29.  Messages  from  the  governor  or  house  of  representatives 
may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  senate  is  engaged 
in  putting  the  question,  in  calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  counting 
the  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

30.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  president,  and  each 
member  of  the  senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by  an- 
swering yea  or  nay.  If  the  president  doubts,  or  a  division  is 
called  for,  the  senate  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of 
the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted,  and  afterward  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  president  shall  then  rise  and 
state  the  decision  of  the  senate. 

31.  No  person,  except  the  members  of  the  executive,  or 
members  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  its  officers,  shall 
be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  senate,  except  by  invitation 
of  the  president,  or  some  member,  with  his  consent. 

32.  The  senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  unless 
the  senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

33.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

34.  No  standing  rule  of  the  senate  shall  be  suspended  unless 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  thereof,  and  no 
rule  shall  be  rescinded  unless  one  day's  notice  of  the  motion 
has  been  given  and  two  thirds  of  those  present  vote  therefor. 


RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


OF   THE    DUTY   OF   THE    SPEAKER. 

i.  The  speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour  to 
which  the  house  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  two  members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit,  "As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that"  (as  the  case  may  be)  "  say  Aye"  ; 
and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "Those  of  a  con- 
trary mind  say  No."  If  the  speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is 
called  for,  the  house  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of 
the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  speaker  shall  then  rise  and 
state  the  decision  of  the  house. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  house. 

6.  The  speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  matters 
shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  house. 

7.  The  speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case  unless  the  house  be 
equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will 
make  the  division  equal  ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

S.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed 
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by  the  speaker  ;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  subpoenas  issued  by 
order  of  the  house,  shall  be,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested 
by  the  clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries,  the  speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  house,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be 
cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  house, 
members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  senate,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  senate,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  door  of  the  representatives'  chamber,  unless 
by  invitation  of  the  speaker,  or  some  member  of  the  house 
with  the  consent  of  the  speaker,  except  in  public  hearings, 
parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under  the  direction  of  the 
speaker. 

11.  The  speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  ex- 
tend beyond  an  adjournment. 

OF    DECORUM    AND    DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respect- 
fully address  himself  to  the  speaker. 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  house,  the 
speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ;  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated  from 
the  chair  ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall  be  called  to 
order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the  request  of  any 
member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
the  member  so  calling  to  order  ;  after  which  the  member  so 
called  to  order  may  explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open 
to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  speaker,  whose 
decision  shall  be  submitted  to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the 
house  by  a  member,  in  which  case  the  only  question  shall  be, 
"  Is  the  speaker's  decision  correct?"  which  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member 
called  to  order,  he  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case 
may  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  house. 
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14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  speaker  shall 
name  the  person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  house  ;  nor  more  than  once,  un- 
til every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  house,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house  ;  nor 
in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain 
private  discourse  ;  nor,  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass 
between  him  and  the  chair  ;  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his 
seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  directly  interested  ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put;  nor  sit  upon  any  com- 
mittee when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question  under 
consideration.  In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member  of  a  com- 
mittee, the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  house,  and  another 
person  substituted  on  that  question  in  his  place. 

iS.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  house,  for  special  rea- 
son, shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  sec- 
onded and  stated  from  the  chair  ;  and  when  a  motion  shall  be 
made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired 
by  the  speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table, 
and  read  by  the  speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  house,  unless  it  be 
presented  by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for 
that  purpose  ;  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be  con- 
cisely minuted,  and  the  name  of  the  member,  and  the  town  he 
represents,  recorded  upon  the  back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition 
is  to  be  stated  to  the  house,  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  sub- 
stance of  the  petition,  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  speaker,  it  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  house,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  be- 
fore an  amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be

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received,  but,  first,  to  adjourn  ;  second,  to  lay  on  the  table  ; 
third,  for  the  previous  question  ;  fourth,  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely ;  fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day;  sixth,  to  commit; 
and,  seventh,  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  Motions 
to'  adiourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  take  from  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The  speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  :  "Shall  ike  niain  question  be  now  put?"  and  all 
debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the 
previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption  of  the 
previous  question,  the  sense  of  the  house  shall  forthwith  be 
taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in  their  regular  order,  and 
then  upon  the  main  question. 

24.  On  the  previous  question  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave,  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order, 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate,  excepting  on  appeal,  and  on  such  appeal 
no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave  of  the  house. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it 
shall  not  be  again  in  order  till  after  adjournment,  but  the  main 
question  shall  be  left  before  the  house,  and  disposed  of  as 
though  the  previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it ;  and  upon  a  motion  to  amend, 
a  refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude  amendment 
to  such  words,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  house. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the 
same  day  on  which   the  vote   passed,  or  on  the   next  day  on 
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which  the  house  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of  ten 
and  twelve  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the 
house. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  Of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  mem- 
ber of  two  other  committees  who  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend  to 
his  duty  in  the  house,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  house  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable 
to  attend. 

34.  The  speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-arms,  whenever 
it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  house  and 
process  issued  by  its  authority.  And  he  shall  also  appoint  a 
teller  for  each  division  of  the  house,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
report  to  the  chair  the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of 
the  house  is  called  for. 

OF    STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session  : 

A  Committee  on  Revising  and  Compiling  the  Laws  of  the 
State;  a  Committee  on  National  Affairs;  a  Committee  on 
Elections;  a  Committee  on  the  Judiciary;  a  Committee  on. 
Banks  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  Prison  ;  a  Committee  on 
Insurance;  a  Committee  on  the  State  Agricultural  College;  a 
Committee  on  Agriculture  ;  a  Committee  on  Manufactures;  a 
Committee  on  Finance  ;  a  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform;  a  Committee  on  Military  Affairs;  a  Committee  on 
Education  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  Normal  School  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Incorporations  ;  a  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes  ; 
a  Committee  on  the  Division  of  Towns  ;  a  Committee  on  the 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  ;  a  Committee  on  Railroads  ;  a  Commit- 
tee on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals  ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business  ;  a  Committee  on  Mileage  ;  a  Committee  on  Fisheries  ; 
a  Committee  on  the  Reform  School  ;  and  a  Committee  on 
Claims, — to  consist  of  twelve  members  each  ;  a  Committee  on 
Bills  on    their   Second    Reading ;    a   Committee    on    Printers' 
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Accounts  ;  a  Committee  on  Military  Accounts, — to  consist  of 
nine  members  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Revising  and  Com- 
piling the  Laws  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those  subjects, 
and  recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and  additions  as 
may  be  desirable.  Also  to  consider  all  bills,  resolutions,  and 
reports  of  committees  relating  to  those  subjects  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs  to 
consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  referred  to 
the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all  matters  pertaining 
to  our  federal  relations  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  to  exam- 
ine and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials  of  the 
election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  house,  and  to 
take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters  in  re- 
lation to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  or  may  be  presented,  or 
come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to 
take  into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  judi- 
ciary system  of  the  state  ;  to  examine  and  report  what  laws 
have  expired,  or  are  near  about  expiring,  and  require  to  be 
revived  or  further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all 
constitutional  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Banks  to  consider 
all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  subjects 
relating  to  such  institutions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  state  prison, 
to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  submitted  by 
the  warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise? 
as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  com- 
panies, and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  companies, 
domestic  and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine,  accidental, 
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or  of  any  other  character,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Agricul- 
tural College  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government 
of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic 
Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  make 
such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think 
the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural  inter- 
ests and  public  lands  of  the  state,  and  the  incorporation  of 
agricultural  societies,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  state,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  examine 
and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  report 
what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  state  tax,  and  on 
every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  state  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expenditures,  and 
all  questions  relating  thereto  ;  and  also  to  consider  all  questions 
relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative  reforms  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  state  government,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to 
consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws  regu- 
lating the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  removal  of  military 
officers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Education  to  con- 
sider all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school-districts 
and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Normal 
School  to  examine    in  relation  to  the  government  of  the  State 
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Normal  School,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house, 
and  to  make  such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interests  of  the  state  require. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion, and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative 
to  bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house, 
excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads, 
canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  factories.  And  upon 
every  application  for  an  act  of  incorporation  referred  to  them, 
they  shall  inquire  whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  may  not 
be  conveniently  obtained  by  voluntary  incorporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  they  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish 
lines,  by  the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  or  parish  to 
another  town  or  parish,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of 
Towns  to  consider  all  applications  for  incorporation  of  towns 
or  parishes,  by  division  of  towns  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  to  examine  all  accounts,  particularly  of  those  relating  to 
the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state  ;  to  ex- 
amine in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institution, 
and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and 
report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads  ;  for  alter- 
ations, and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and 
Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  turn- 
pikes, bridges,  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls,  and  all 
matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
house,  and  to  report  thereon. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all 
such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain 
the  distance  travelled  by  each  member  of  the  house,  computing 
the  same  by  the  nearest  travelled  highway,  and  report  to  the 
house,  with  the  names  of  the  several  members  and  the  distance 
travelled  by  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game 
to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location,  growth,  cultiva- 
tion, protection,  improvement,  and  preservation  offish  and  game 
within  the  state,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  which  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  make  such  report  thereon, 
either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state 
requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reform  School 
to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith, 
and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house, 
and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think 
the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  on  the  Second 
Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  read- 
ing that  may  be  committed,  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  re- 
port thereon  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Printers'  Accounts 
to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  state  for  print- 
ing, and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Accounts 
to  examine,  adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the 
militia  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  house. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to  audit, 
adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  military  ac- 
counts, and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered. 

37.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respective 
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committee-rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the  house  in 
the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  house  shall  order  ; 
and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  house,  unless 
when  the  speaker  shall  consider  it  necessary. 

38.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
the  speaker  of  the  house  shall  be  chairman  ;  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  house,  the  next  named  mem- 
ber, and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen,  unless  the  com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a  chairman.  And 
when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they 
shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to  their  report  a  resolu- 
tion, making  such  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them 
as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  promptly  to  all  the  business  which  may  be 
properly  referred  to  it,  the  speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the  house 
to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as  the  original 
committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all 
matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

ON     BILLS. 

40.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the  house  on  the  report  of 
a  committee  ;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced 
by  any  member  (except  on  the  report  of  a  committee)  unless  he 
shall  have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  intention,  and  of 
the  object  of  the  bill  or  joint  resolution  to  be  introduced. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into  the 
house  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascertain  the 
meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the  house 
previous  to  its  passage.  The  first  reading  shall  be  for  informa- 
tion ;  and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  introduced  by 
a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  time  shall 
be  assigned  for  a  second  reading  ;  and  upon  the  second  reading, 
if  not  rejected   or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the.  house,  a  time 
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shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  When  a  bill  shall  have 
been  introduced  by  a  member  upon  leave,  or  by  message  from 
the  senate,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  by  the  house,  the  question  shall  be,  "  Shall 
the  bill  be  read  a  second  time?"  and  if  ordered  to  a  second 
reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by  its  title, 
and  be  by  the  speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  com- 
mittee, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  house.  No  bill,  after 
it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  until 
after  an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for  the  second  and 
third  readings  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  house. 

43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  ;  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents on  the  back  thereof.  The  orders  of  the  day  for  the  read- 
ing of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  hold  for  every  succeeding 
day  until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  necessary 
to  be  carried  to  the  senate  for  their  concurrence,  may  be  sent 
by  the  assistant  clerk. 

OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OF    THE    WHOLE    HOUSE. 

45.  The  house  may  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  the 
whole  house  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  the  speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to 
preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker. 

46.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  house,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read 
throughout  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by 
clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  considered  ; 
the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  inter- 
lined, but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be 
duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall 
be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  house. 
After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be   subject  to  be 
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debated  and  amended   by  clauses,  before   a  question  to   pass  it 
to  a  third  reading  be  taken. 

47.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  house  shall  be  observed 
in  committee  of  the  whole  house,  so  far  as  they  may  be  appli- 
cable, except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

48.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  house  shall  be  rescinded 
without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor ; 
nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  actual  count,  when  any 
member  shall  request  the  same. 

ORDER    OF    BUSINESS    OF    THE    DAY. 

49.  The  speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members  of  the 
house.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  disposed  of, 
reports,  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from  the  select  com- 
mittees, shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above 
business  shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by 
permission  of  the  house. 

50.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  house  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by  any  member, 
shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business  except  the 
general  order  of  the  day  ;  and  no  motion,  or  any  other  business 
except  the  general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received  without 
special  leave  of  the  house,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 


JOINT   RULES 


SENATE   AND  HOUSE  OF   REPRESENTATIVES. 


i.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  a  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
house  of  representatives  to  the  senate,  giving  notice  when  the 
house  will  meet  the  senate  in  convention.  As  soon  thereafter 
as  the  convenience  of  the  senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend 
in  the  house.  The  speaker  of  the  house  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reasons  for  forming  the 
convention.  When  the  house  and  senate  are  thus  formed  in 
convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  house  shall  be 
considered  the  rules  of  the  convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
deemed  applicable,  and  the  convention  shall  accordingly  be 
governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  each 
house  may  deem  to  be  proper. 

3.  Messages  from  either  house  shall  be  received  by  the  other 
at  all  times,  except  when  engaged  in  putting  a  question,  in 
calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  in  counting  the  ballots,  or  in  reading 
the  journal. 

4.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  which 
it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each  house 
respectively. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house.     All  bills  that 
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pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  committee,  be  by 
them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and  reported  to  the  re- 
spective houses  ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  and  then  by  the  president  of  the  sen- 
ate. 

7.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members 
of  the  house  and  one  of  the  senate,  on  each  of  the  following 
subjects,  to  wit :  On  all  matters  relative  to  the  state  library,  and 
on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State-house  and  state-house  yard. 

8.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution,  repealing  or  modifying  any 
act  or  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  same  by  the  chapter,  title,  and 
section  of  the  General  Laws,  if  contained  therein,  otherwise 
by  its  title  and  the  session  of  the  legislature  when  the  same  was 
passed,  and  shall  also  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to 
ascertain  the  meaning  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
presiding  officer  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  to  require  all 
such  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  made  in  conformity  therewith, 
before  putting  any  vote  thereon,  except  to  commit  or  amend. 

9.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

10.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  may  be  founded. 

11.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for 
adjournment. 

12.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost. 

13.  No  bill,  joint  resolution,  claim  outstanding  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session,  or  petition  relating  to  new  business,  shall  be 
received  in  either  branch  of  the  legislature  after  the  third  week 
of  the  session,  unless  reported  from  a  committee  ;  provided, 
that  this  rule  may  be  suspended  in  either  house  whenever  two 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  shall  actually  vote  in 
favor  thereof,  and  not  otherwise.
